ASHINGTON, Jan. 24.—{Exclu- 
W sive Dispatch. ] The signing of 
the canal treaty between the 
United States ana Colombia serves 
notice to the tran@atlantic powers that 
the United States will continue to be 
the controlling power in this hemi- 
sphere. In that sense, the conclusion 
of these prolonged negotiations is of 
world-wide importance. It is a distinct 


warning to Germany today, and it may 
serve as a warning to others in the 


future. 

Tiere is high Senatorial authority for 
this Teterpretation, and for the belief 
that it will have an immediate in- 
fluence on Germany's attitude toward 
Venezuela. 

“Atrocious” is the word used by a 
member of the Senate Committee on 
Foreign Relations in describing Ger- 
many’s conduct toward Venezuela. This 
expression undoubtedly conveys the 
feeling of the administration. But mem- 
bers of the administration will not dis- 


_cuss the situation. A significant indi- 


cation is that it is regarded as 
menacing. 
There will be, it is understood, no of- 


ficial demand for an explanation from

the United States is one of patient 
waiting. There is a desire to do noth- 
ing that will ‘embarrass the negotia- 
tions, in Which Minister Bowen is the 
representative of Venezuela. 

The signing. of the canal treaty ts 
considered a decided victory fer Presi- 
dent Roosevelt. He has exercised the 
quality of. patience during these nego- 
tiations. Biven Secretary Hay had been 
@mpatient, and was .creditd with a de- 
sire to break off negotiations with 
Colombia, and to negotiate with Costa 
Rica and Nicaragua for the concessions 
necessary for the construction of the 
Nicaraguan Canal. President Roose- 
velt was also besought by a number 
of Senators not to fool away any more 
time with Colombia.” 

The two subjects of the canal treaty 
and of the Monroe doctrine, as in- 
volved in Germany's conduct toward 
Venezuela, are inextricably interwoven 
in the conception of public men in 
Washington. 

BIG OUTLAY OF MONEY. 


With the prospects good for the early 
acquisition by our government of the 
property and rights of the Panama 
Canal Company, Secretary Shaw and 
other treasury officials are planning to 
raise funds to pay for Uncle Sam's 
latest enterprise. From now on until 
the big canal is completed, Secretary 
Shaw will have to dig deep into th- 
-treasury vaults to s tisty first of 
the French company and later on the 
numerous contractors who will assme 
the task of finishing the project. 

Secretary Shaw has decided that a 
bond issue will be necessary to raise 
the money required for the building 
of the Panama Canal. -This is the only 
point so far settled, and the amount of 
bonds to be sold is something to be de- 
termined later on. Authority already 
exists for the issuance of canal bonds, 
the act which passed tn June last con- 
taining a provision for the selling of 
bonds to defray the expenses incurred 
by the taking up of that project.

THE QUID PRO QUO. 

This government does not propose to 
turn over to the new French Panama 
Canal Compang the sum of $40,000,009 
adequate return. This 
money is not to be given as payment 
for rights and concessions of the French 
concern, but is what our experts have 
decided the company is entitled to on 
account of what has actually been ac- 
complished in the construction of the 
canal. It is estimated that the excava- 
tion done on the route is th $27,009,- 
000, while the Panama Rallroad stock 
at par is worth almost $7,000,000. The 
maps, drawings and records of ‘the 
company are quoted at another 32.900. 
000, making a little over $36,000,000 in 
all. To this an addition of 10 per cent, 
has been made to cover omissions, 
bringing the total up to a round $40,- 
000,000. 

For this big sum of money the 
Frenchmen will give to our government, 
among other things, about 30,000 acres 
of land, which with lands belonging to 
the railroad company, cover nearly all 
the ground required for the actual con- 
struction of the canal. Something like 
2300 buildings will fall into possession 
of our government on the concluding of 
the bargain, among them being offices, 
quarters, storehouses, hospitals, shops, 
Stables and miscellaneous structures, 
There is an immense amount of ma- 
chinery consisting of a floating plant 
of tugs, launches, dredges and spare 
parts of a rolling plant of locomotives, 
cars, etc.; a stationary and semi-sta- 
tionary plant including 
cranes and pumps. In addition to a‘l 
this there is a quantity of surveying 
and other instruments, office supplies 
and stationery, surgical and medical 
outfits and miscellaneous supplies, cov- 
ering thousands of items. 

The official estimate of the time re- 
quired to complete the Panama canal 
is ten years, and the estimated cost is 
$184,000,000. The Walker Commission 
thought it would take eight years to 
build a canal in Nicaragua, with a 
greater probability of exigencies caus- 
ing delays at this place than at Pan- 
ama.

SACRAMENTO, Jan. 24.—[{Exciusive 
Dispetch.] The fight against the Works 
Irrigation Bill is on in earnest. The op- 
ponents of the measure have not waited 
for its supporters to show their hands. 
The Southern California members have 
begun the campaign and are now en- 
gaged in educating the members from 
districts which will not be affected by 
the bill, as to its full scope and per- 
micious qualities. 

William E. Smythe of San Diego, who 
ame here to oppose the measure, is out 
tonight in a three-column editorial in 
the Secramento Bee in which he says, 
among other things: 

“The Works Irrigation Bill might well 
be entitied an act to imperil all ex- 
isting water rights; to plunge irrigation 
communities into interminable litiga- 
tion; to encourage promoters and cor- 
porations to file upon reservoir sites, 
and to appropriate streams for specu- 
lative purposes, and to create a class 
of absentee water lords to exploit the 
future settiers of. California, after the 
manner of the absentee landlords of 
Ireland.

“Therefore, be it resolved, that a 
select committee of five members of 
the Assembly be appointed by the 
Speaker to immediately and fully, 
thoroughly and carefully, investigate 
the plants, apparatus and affairs of the 
said corporation, and the complaints 
of the public arising from lack of 
service, and report its findings and rec- 
ommendations to this house, to the end 
that the business world and public 
generally may receive service for 
value given, and that the said commit- 
tee be authorized to hold sittings in 
the cities of San Francisco, Los An- 
geles, and not exceeding three other 
places in the State, and that it be au- 
thorized to have full power to sub- 
poena witnesses, administer oaths, take 
testimony, send for persons, books and 
papers; that a clerk, stenographer and 
sergeant-at-arms be assigned to said 
committee; that sald committee have 
leave to sit during the sessions of the 
Assembly, together with such other 
powers as shall be necessary for the 
full performance of the duties.

Assembly Bill No. 47, appropriating 
$8000 for the extension of the laundry 
bul . of Southern California 
State Hospital was given final e, 
as was Assembly Bill No. 43, providing 
for the erection of a central ward 
building at the same hospital. 

Other bills given final passage were 
Assembly Bill No. 10, authorizing a 
a fright of way for a canal 
to divert the waters of Mormon 
channel into Calaveras, and Assembly 
Bill No. 40, relating to attachments. 

An enlivening incident of the pro- 
ceedings was the consideration of Sny- 
der’s joint resolution, calling upon Con- 
gress to construct restraining dams on 
the American and Bear rivers in the 
interest of hydraulic mining.

THE GOLD STANDARD.

_ASHINGTON, Jan. 24.--(Exclu- 
W sive Dispatch.] In connection 
with the plans being made by the 
officials of Mexico for placing that coun- 
try on a gold standard basis, the Mexi- 
can government is taking the lead tn 
a movement which has for its end the 
adoption by all the countries of the 
world of a uniform monetary system. 
The basis of this system is to be the 
single gold standard, but it is proposed 
to have the séveral countries use in 
their circulation as much silver as can 
be maintained at a parity with gold. 
It is proposed that this silver shall be 
coined at the tio of thirty-two to one, 
Sefior Erique C. Creel, a prominent 
Mexican banker, and Senor Emeterio 
de la Garza, Jr.. a member of the 
Mexican Congress, have been in 
Washington fer more than a week dis- 
cussing this plan with the officials of 
the government and others, and as a 
result of the encouragement which 
they have received, the Mexican Am- 
bassador has presented 4 note to Sec- 
retary Hay, inviting the United Siates

Village of San Carlos Destroyed by 

Fire Caused by Shells from German 


Warships—Cruiser Panther Unable to 
Get Past the Fort. :

MARACAIBO, Friday, Jan. 23.—A 
boat with the representative of the As- 
Sociated Press on board, which was 
sent from here yesterday to Fort San 
Carlos, returned to Maracaibo at 11 
o'clock this morning, bringing the news 
that the German warships had not 
shelled the fort since Thursday night. 
When the boat left San Carlos the Ger- 
man cruiser Panther was the only war 
vessel in sight. She was about one 
mile from the bar. 

The village of San Carlos, consisting 
of eighty houses built of wood and 
straw, and inhabited by 250 fisher folk, 
Was totally burned as the result of hav- 
ing been set on fire by the explosion of 
sells from the warships. ; 

The garrison at San Carlos, number- 
ing 235 men, was still holding the fort 
when the boat left the island. As the 
Walls of the fort are low and near the 
Water line, they are still in good con- 
dition, except on the sea side. The 
Panther, on Thursday, tried on two oc- 
casions to pass through the channel in 
front of the fort, but desisted from do- 
ing so, probably owing to the danger ot 
navigating those waters. 

“The German cruiser Vineta, as this 
dispatch is sent, according to reports 
current here, is at Willemstad, Cu- 
racao, where she has been cabling to 
Berlin for instructions. 

A rumor was current here yesterday 
that the German Consul and Herr 
Breur, a leading merchant of this place, 
were murdered during the patriotic pa- 
rade in honor of the defenders of Fort 
San Carlos. However, investigation 
showed that there was absolutely no 
truth in the report, which is believed to 
have been circulated by supporters of 
Gen. Matos, the revolutionary leader.

It would be dangerous if 
it were shared or instigated by the 
authorities, but there is no conclusive 
proof as yet that the feeling is so 
shared or instigated. The conserva- 


ist newspapers, knowing the impor- 
tance Emperor William attaches to 
unfettered action by the military and 
naval commanders, and his preposter- 
ous notions of the sacred duty of ret- 
ributi6n for any wrong, real or sup- 
posed, done to Germany's military 
prestige,, justify the bombarding of 
Fort San Carlos near Maracaibo, and 
indicate that they are prepared to jus- 
tify anything else the German naval 
commanders may feel called upon to 
do in that region. The only paper that 
condemns the shelling by German ships 
is Vorwaerts, a s8clalistic 
says: 

“The action was a breach of inter- 
national law. The German Nelsons 
and Vikings should be ashamed of 
themselves. Why has the German 
foreign ministry no news when other 
countries are fully informed? Because 
it does not wish to be informed.“ 

The Tageblatt cautions its readers, 
and so do other journals, about accept- 
ing news from American sources as re- 
liable.

Dispatch.] Robert B. Roosevelt said 
today that the return of Col. Lynch to 
England was an act of bravado, the 
bearding of the British lion, and the 
lion does not take the bearding well. 
He added: “Had Lynch waited a few 
years before returning, no notice would 
have been taken of him, or an act of 
amnesty would have been passed. It 
must not be forgotten that Great 
Britain went to war with the Boers 


because the latter refused to grant 
to Englishmen. The

| British subjects who had resided in the 
Transvaal for three years should have 
the privilege of becoming citizens of 
the South African republic. Now they 
would hang a man for doing so, but 
then he is only an Irishman. ; 

“In a speech I made before the Bap- 
tist Social Union, March 1, 1900, 1 
pointed out this very inconsistency in 
these words: ‘Suppose war should 
break out between the countries on 
which side would a half-shell Uitlander 
owe allegiance, and could both hang 
him if he were found bearing arms for 
the other.“ England having won, she 
claims the right to do the hanging. 
but unless she is aggravated she will 
not carry out the threat. She will 
commute the sentence to a long term 
of imprisonment, and finally pardon 
the brave fellow after a few years, 
when the excitement shall have died 
out, But if you want to save Lynch, 
don't let us hav® riots in Ireland, nor 
protests from America. To do the old 
lioh justice he has a streak of mag- 
nanimity in him, and if left severely 
alone he will show it.” 

Irishmen all over town are up in 
arms over the conviction of Lynch, 
and consequent sentence of death. AI- 
though there seems small likelihood 
that the extreme sentence will be car- 
ried out, Irishmen are assuming that 
such will be the result of Col. Lynch's 
trial, and are acting accordingly. Om- 
cers of various organizations were 
busy today communicating with each 
other and arranging for meetings, at 
which resolutions condemning the ac- 
tion of the court will be taken. 

“England will always manage to 
make up an old law to kill an Irish- 
man,” said Alderman Kennedy, Col. 
Lynch would never have been put on 
trial if he hadn't been an Irishman.” 

“You don't have to come to Irish- 
men, said: President Roderick Fen- 
nedy, of the United Irish League, to 
hear condemnation of the sentence. 
Wherever in the world the name of lib- 
erty is cherished, the action of England 
will be condemned. Col. Lynch merely 
threw in his lot with the country whose 
citizen he had become. He had as 
much right to do that as I have to fight 
for the United States. I'm an Irish- 
man, but I believe my American citi- 
zenship is the greatest honor I can hold, 
the greatest honor that can be acquired 
by any man, born of woman. I’m an 
Irishman, but a citizen of the United 
States when her time of need comes, 
So it was with Col. Lynch.

His sentence will 
probably be commuted to life impris- 
onment, and then he will be pardoned 
after he has served a time sufficient to 
prevent his ever taking a seat in Par- 
liament.

TOOK NO CHANCES OF LOSING TO 
THE GILDED YOUTH. 
District-Attorney Jerome Says None 
of the Games Were on the Square and 
Explains the Devices Used by the 
Green-cloth Looters. 


{BY DIRECT WIRD TO THE TIMES.) 

NEW YORK, Jan. 24.—{Exclusive Dispatch.) 
Dist.-Atty. Jerome having made good his 
declaration that he would indict Richard 
Canfield and David W. Bucklin, Canfield’s 
manager, said this afternoon there would be 
no let-up in his war on public gambling in 
this city, and the police protection system 
under which it has thrived. 

„The men who ran these gambling houses 
are neither more nor less than common 
thleves, said Jerome. Those who went to 
their places to risk their money really went 
to be robbed. I began this fight to protect 
the people of New York, and I propose to 
see it through. 

“You talk about the indifference of the 
public to the fate of those who imperil their 
money of their own free will, with full con- 
actousness of risk of loss.“ he said; ‘but 
there is another side to this. You cannot 
stop; a man from gambling, but you can stop 
a man from stealing. The men who ran these 
public gambling houees were neither more 
nor less than common thieves. Those who 
went to their places to risk money, really 
went there to be robbed of ft. There was no 
risk. it was all certainty; a certainty of not 
winning. The roulette wheels had special 
pockets, which the croupier could depress at 
will by means of a lever, thereby causing 
the ball to end its course in one of these 
pockets. Others had the black pockets larger 
than the red pockets, and when heavy bets 
were out on the red to win, a ball too large 
to fit the red pockets was sent round. Kh was 
very simple, as you See.

POMONA, Jan. 24.—Four ballots were 
prepared for those who cared to vote at 
the trial water bond election held this 
afternoon and evening at the City 
Hall—one for the purchase of the equity 
of the Consolidated Water Company for 
$65,000, subject to $175,000 bonded in- 
debtedness: one for purchase of the 
company’s interests at a price to be 
fixed by a board of appraisers or by 
condemnation proceedings; one against

any water system, and another ballot 
for the installation of an entire new 
plant for $150,000. Four hundred and 
twenty-five votes were cast, being 
about a third of the city’s registration, 
and the $150,000 proposition won, re- 
ceiving 249 votes against 64 for the con- 
solidated equity.

lat ter as a home, It cost about $2000, 
and contains all the space that a small 
family would require. and comprises 
pretty much all the comforts that the 
most exacting taste could reasonably 
demand. A front porch, reception hall, 
parior, library, dining-room, kitchen, 
two bed chambers, bathroom, 
ecreen porch are provided. Gas 
electric lights, porcelain baths, 
tionary marble-top wash stands, and 
similar conveniences, are supplied, and 
the house is heated by open coal grates 
and by gas. 

Several nooks and cozy corners are 
found in the interior, and some very 
pretty grille work adds to the effect. 
The interior is finished in yellow pine 
and with coved ceilings; and the dec- 
orations are very tasty, with delicate 
shades of coloring utilized for the dif- 
ferent rooms, and quite artistically 
blended. The esthetic effects were evi- 
dently as carefully considered as was 
the general convenience of the occu- 
pants. When such houses can be 
built for the figure quoted, it is not 
surprising that people are anxious to 
escape the close quarters of tenement 
houses, and have homes of their own.

The dream of the Mexican govern- 
ment for the establishment of strategic 
communication with Southern Mexico 
is about to be realized. It was for that 
purpose that the government retained 
direct ownership of the Tehuantepec 
National Railway, and somewhat re- 
cently acquired possession of the In- 
teroceanic Railway, running, from this 
capital to Vera Cruz. It was in this 
line that a liberal concession was 
granted for the purpose of connecting 
this capital with the Tehuantepec roa! 
and by a branch with the port of Vera 
Cruz. Some time next week the line of 
this connecting road, the Vera Cruz 
and Pacific, will have been completed, 
connecting with the Tehuanteper Na- 
tional Railway at Santa Lucretia, with 
the Vera Cruz Railway at Cordoba, and 
later with the port by a branch line. 
Regular passenger trains, however. 
will not be run from the present/south- 
ern terminus of the road to connect 
with the Tehuantepec line before the 
first of March, when a regular train 
service will be put into effect between 
Cordoba and Salina Cruz, and also he 
tween Vera Vruz, by way of the 
branch, giving that road terminals at 
the two ports of two oceans, the Pa- 
cific and Atlantic, and making 4 con- 
tinuous line of standard-gauge way 
from the most northern points of the 
United States to Mexico's most scuth- 
ern port. This will also give the Mex- 
ican government control by rail of the 
entire isthmus, the port of Vera Cruz 
and the capital, thus connected by an 
all-rail route.

OL. LYNCH’S CONVICTION. 


The trie! of Col. Arthur Lynch for 
high treason against the. British gov- 
ermment could hardly have resulted 
Otherwise than in ‘tis conviction. 
There was no denial of the fact that 
he gave aid and comfort to the enemies 
of his country a time of war. This 
in itself constitutes treason... The only 
Gefense offered was an attempt to show 
that Col. Lynch had renounced alley 
giance to the King, and had become a 
maturalized citizen of the South Afri- 
ean republic. at the time he was ald- 
ine the Boers. This claim was char- 
acterized by the prosecution as a 
flimsy pretext,” and the Lord Chief 
Justice, In summing up, declared that 
if in war-time a British subject joined 
the King’s enemies, whatever his pur- 
pose, he was guiity of an unlawful 
act; that naturalization during war- 
time afforded no excuse whatever for 


-@ubsequent acts. The fact that Col. 
Lynch subsequently ran for Parlia- 


ment and was elected from Galway 
was alone sufficient to destroy his 
claim that he was a iegailly-naturalized 


burgher. 

The jury. after being out half an 
hour, found the defendant guilty. 
Death being the penalty for high trea- 
Son, that sentence followed, as a mat- 
ter of course. 

That the King will commute the sen- 
tene seems to be regarded as a fore- 
gone conclusion. But it is not proba- 
bie that the prisoner will escape with- 
out a considerable term of imprison- 


ment. Eis pardon would be equivalent 
to a confession that his conviction was 


unjust. After a term in prison he will 
doubtless be rcleased—perhaps ban- 
ished. . 


Governments must protect them- 
selves, in order to insure respect and 
majntain their efficiency. The offense 


of Col. Lynch—heinous per se, from a 


political point of view—was aggra- 
wated by the fact that after having 
borne arms against his soveréign he 
was sent to Parliament, in the expecta- 
tion that he would be permitted to 
assist in making the laws of the coun- 
try against which he had so short a 
time previously been engaged in active 
hostilities. It will not do for any gov- 
ernment to temporize in a case like 
this. Protection against foes from 
within is just as necessary as protec- 
tion against foes from without. Col. 
Lynch could not reasonably have ex- 
pected to be lightly dealt with under 
the circumstances. 
It is reported that meetings are to 
be called in some parts of the United 
Staten and Canada, by those who sym- 
pathise with Col. Lynch, in his unen- 
viable predicament, to “denounce” his 
conviction as an outrage. If the per- 
sons who profess to be his friends will 
gtop long enough to consider the mat- 
ter with some degree of calmness, they 
will perceive the futility of their pro- 
posed action. It is utterly beyond 
their power to do anything to help the 
prisoner. They cannot secure his re- 
lease, nor can they mitigate the sever- 
ity of his punishment. The action they 


propose may-—and very likely will, if 


carried out—co him much harm, by 
lengthening the term of his imprison- 
ment. English rulers are not easily 
intimidated. Ciemency may perhaps 

‘be secured by petition, but all efforts 
in the prisoner's behalf that savor of 
coercion will be worse—far worse 
than useless.

Judge Works prints an illustrated 
article on his State Irrigation Bill, in 
which he reiterates the charge that 
The Times is not “specific” enough in 
its criticiem of the bill, and suggests 
that we do not know’ much about the 
subject, anyhow. He says he has 
asked The Times for any provision or 
provisions of the bill-which it claims 
can have any aan effects as it at- 
tributes to it and will await its more 
specific objections with much interest.” 
His article is full of slush, insinua- 
tions and reflections upon the motives 


of this journal. It is special pleading 


and not argument. It denies what is 

not deniabie, and assumes pi that 

do not exist. 
Judge Works appears to be either 


very obtuse, or else very difficult to 


satisfy. We fail to see how we could 
well Be more specific in commenting 
upon this measure than we were in 
our long editorial of January 5, in the 
course of which we referred, ‘“‘specif- 
ically” by number, to three sections of 
the bill as being bad legislation. For 
instance, we wrote in that editorial 
as follows: 

“The bill intrenches existi water- 
right companies under every right that 
they now have, and protects them from 
any future disturbance of t rights. 
Section 20 provides: ‘Ne licdnse so is- 
sued shall have the effect to change 
the right of any prior appropriator or 
limit his right to a less quantity of 
water than he has actually appropri- 
ated and is then entitled to use,’ etc. 
But the projectors of any new irriga- 
tion systems must first apply to the 
board for permission to appropriate 
(section 16) and file. elaborate plans 
and statements. Notice of this ap- 
3 must be given, and if the 

rd of engineers determine that the 
application shall be granted, then they 
authorize the construction of the 
works, but the applicant gets no li- 
cense to appropriate water until the 
works shall have been fully inspected 
and examined by some member of the 
State Board of Engineers. If they are 
‘satisfied’ they are then, and not until 
then, to issue the license entitling the 


applicant ‘to divert and use said war 


ter’ or so much thereof as the board 
may find to be necessary for the use 
proposed. An individual, a water 
company or a cooperative canal, or 
company, might desire to construct 
irrigation works costing a large sum 
of money—it might be $100,000 or it 
might be $1,000,000—and they could not 
know until their works were completed 
whether they would get a license to 
use the water at all, or what amount 
of water they might then get a license 
use 


to 

“In other words, the bill puts the 
construction of every new irrigation 
system absolutely at the mercy of 
State officials, who might or might not

money to invest, would ever put a dol- 
lar into the construction of an Irriga- 
tion system and take his chances on 
the integrity of a State official having 
such absolutely arbitrary powers as 
are vested by this law in this State 


Board of Engineers, and the individual. 


members of the board. The passage of 
this bill would put an end to all pos- 
sibility of the construction of new Irri- 
gation systems in California, either by 
private capital or codperative enter- 
prise, or the national government.” 
In his article, Mr. Works also takes 
up the cudgels for Elwood Mead of 
the Department of Agriculture, one of 
those who, as Mr. Works admits, pre- 
pared the bill for the California Water 
and Forest Association. He says: 
“But I do know “that its charge 
against Elwood Mead, that he has di- 
recfly or indirectly opposed national 
irrigation, or that any word or act of 
s as a member of the commission 
that framed this bill has been hostile 
to or in any way inimical to national 
irrigation, is utterly unfounded. On 
the contrary, Mr. Mead is, and always 
has heen, an earnest believer in and 
worker for national irrigation, and 
very few men have done as much as 
he to bring about the law now in 
force on that subject.” : 
In making this statement, Mr. Works 
shows himself to be either lacking in 


information on the subject, or else | 


very anxious to defend a government 
official who has notoriously Gone all 
in his power to oppose the introduction 
ef a broad and comprehensive scheme 
of national irrigation of arid lands. On 


| May 12, 1899, Mr. Mead wrote: 


“I write you frankly, because a num- 
ber of people have written me to ask 
if I had abandoned the principle of 

„ I have written that I have 
not. I still believe that the true solu- 
tion of this question is the union of 
both land and water under State con- 
trol, and the strengthening of State 
administration, rather than the crea- 
tion of a cumbersome attempt at man- 
agement from Washington.“ 

In pursuance of this idea, he first 
advocated State cession, then the Stare 
Leasing Bill, then the State Engineers’ 
Bill, each of which, as we have said, 
was defeated by the Nationa! Irriga- 
tional Association, after a hard fight. 
Through two sessions of Congress he 
labored to get a clause inserted in the 
national irrigation act, under which 
no State or Territory could have re- 
ceived the benefit of the law, until it 
has enacted a code of water laws, 
embodying and putting in force his 
theory as to a State system of admin- 
istration for the public control of 
water, and of its distribution by the 
State. He has exerted all his influence, 
not only personally, but as the Irriga- 
tion expert of the Department of Agri- 
culture, to bring about such laws. He 
prepared the State Leasing Bill him- 
self, and before it was introduced in 
Congress, sent typewritten copies of 
the bill to friends, and corresponded 
with them about it; also furnishing 
copies which were published in the 
newspapers. Later he denied publicly 
that he had anything to do with fram- 
ing the bill. The following extract from 
the Omaha Evening Bee of May 27, 
1901, is of interest, in this connec- 
tion: 

“Elwood Mead, irrigation expert of 
the Agricultural Department, then 
stated his views on the subject. Mr. 
Mead is opposed to the government 


taking the matter of irrigation in hand 


— 


directly, and believes that anything the 
United States may do in the matter 
should be done through the State. He 
favors the plan: of the government 
creating a fund for the erection of res- 


ervoirs, and the buflding of ditches, the 


money to supply this fund to come from 
the sale of lands in the different States, 


and the money from lands sold to be 
confined to the States in which the 
land ts situated. He would have this 


money retained by the general govern- 


ment until such time as the States 
Should pass laws approved by the de- 
partment to govern the rights of par- 
ties in the semi-arid districts with ref- 


erence to land and water supply. In 


the course of his remarks, he stated 
that one reason of his onposition to di- 
rect government aid is that it wil im- 
mediately result in the suspension of 
private investment in irrigation enter- 
prise, and that it would be, in many 
cases, doing something for the people 
which they should do for themselves.” 

Mr. Mead did not confine his activ- 
ity to the columns of the newspapers. 
He employed a magazine also, as wit- 
ness the following extract from the 
Providence Journal, of January 3, 


1902- 


“If it be finally decided that we are 
to enter upon a comprehensive policy 
of trrigation under Federal supervision 
and control, or at least with Federal 
assistance, many difficulties are going 
to present themselves in the work and 
in the plans for it—difficulties which, 
if not carefully considered and rightly 
met, will result in making the irriga- 
‘tion problem nothing more than the 
occasion for another gigantic raid on 
the treasury for the promotion of pri- 
vate and corporate interests. Some of 
these difficulties, many of them not 
heretofore well understood by those 
who have given the subject only pass- 
ing attention, are brought to notice 
in an article in the January Forum 


by Prof. Elwood Mead.” 


As the Homemaker, a journal de- 
voted to the cause of national irriga- 
tion, recently said: “After the vie- 
tory that has been won, shall the 
national irrigation movement be ship- 
wrecked on the shoals of State owner- 
ship of water, and a centralized State 
system for the, control of its distribu- 
tion by a State Board of Control, hav- 
ing power to enforce a compulsory 
adjudication of all rights to water, 
and to control ita distribution through 
the use of political patronage in the 
appointment of a corps of State ditch 
tenders to control the distribution of 


the water to irrigators?” 


A dispatch from Sacramento to The 
‘Times of Saturday announced that the 
Works bill will probably be intro- 
duced early this week. It is added 
that a strong lobby will be there to 
urge its passage, but just as strong 


a one will work against it. 


The passage of this bill would be a

TTEND TO THE EXCAVATORS. 


If it te the fault of the excava- 
tors for structures along the 


asphalted streets that the thorough- 


fares are in such a dirty and disgust- 


ing condition, as the street-syweeping 


contractors now complain, it is the 
business of the executive powers of 
the city to correct the evil at once. 
But why the contractors have not 
registered a loud and raucous roar, 
long ago, in explanation of their fall- 


ure to keep the letter of their con- 
tract, is not entirely clear. They cer- 


tainly have been abused and reviled 
enough by the press and people to 


make a whole nest full of worms turn. 


Possibly this is a mere excuse. It 
looks like an excuse when one makes 


a cursory inspection of the superan- 


nuated devices thet are used in this 
town for street sweeping. At the 
same time there is an element of jus- 
tice in their complaint about the dis- 
tribution of dirt by the wagons of 


excavating contractors, and these 


latter offenders should be brought up 
with a round turn. Wagons with 


tight bottoms only should be used 


for hauling débris of all kinds, and 
all other breakers of the ordinances 
formulated for keeping the streets 
presentable should likewise be gone 


after with sharp sticks. The present 
condition must be corrected at what- 
ever cost to the municipality and to 
those who are engaged in work that 
tends to littering the town up with 
offensive matter. Los Angeles has 


had its lungs, liver and lights over- 


loaded with filth quite long enough.

CONVENTION 
HALL OFFER. 


A new idea concerning a big conven- 
tion hall for Los Angeles, under mu- 
nicipal ownership, has been launched 
by Mason, owner of the build- 
ing now occupied by the Chamber of 
Commerce. In support of his plan, Mr. 
Mason says that if the city will not 
take hold of it, he will be the first to 
put up $1000 toward the project, if 
ninety-nine other citizens will do the 
same 


“The municipality ought to do it,” 
said he, when seen at the Chamber of 
Commerce yesterday, but if it will 
not, then I will be one of a hundred 
citizens to build a $100,000 convention 
hall in the way I propose, and donate 
it to the city. ö 

“What I propose is this—let the city 
take the location known as the Spring- 
Street school property, which has a 
frontage of 120 feet both on Spring 
street and Broadway, and is 330 feet 
through, and erect two small store 
buildings on Spring and two on Broad- 
way, say three stories in height, of 
such a size as to leave in the center of 
the property a space 120x225 feet. In 
this on the ground floor, 
Ranked on either frontage by the rent- 
able bulldings, could be constructed an 
ample convention hall, with a broad 
entrance leading through from both 
streets, between the store and office 
rooms on either side. 

“These small rentable fronts would, 
I believe, solve the problem of placing 
a large hall of this kind on a self-sup- 

rting basis, which has been proved 
mpossible to do if such a place is 
made dependent upon its own income.“ 

According to Mr. Mason's idea, from 
the rear walls of the shallow bulld- 
ings fronting either street, perhaps 
fifty feet high, would rise the dome, or 
roof of whatever sort, of the big pit, 
offer! comparative safety to audi- 
ences use of its location on the 
level, and, with a balcony surrounding 
it, capable of sheltering a large con- 


course. | 

“IT have had some experience in the 
show-building business,” said the au- 
thor of this project, feelingly, “and a 
convention hall here would not sup- 
port itself, let alone help pay for its 
construction, if left te its own re- 
sources. But by taking this ample 
downtown school property—which is 
becoming too well located for school 
purposes—anc cutting up both fronts 
of such a building as I suggest into 
small stores and offices, the city would 
have a feasible business proposition. 
“We don't want a convention hall 
way out, where ground is cheap. We 
need one, but we need it downtown, 
where the mass of people can get to 
it without depending on the cars.

Sunset Officers Say They Would Wel- 
come Proposition to Bury All Wires 
Underground—Citizens’ Committee to 


Confer With the Com , 


The Adams-street property owners, 
who some time ago began a campaign 
to have all poles on that street removed 
and the wires put underground, met 
last ‘night at Casa de Rosas, on the 
corner of Adams and Hoover streets, 
and perfected the organization of the 
Adams-street Improvement Society, 

Forty members have joined the 
league, representing over +6000 feet, ur 
a little more than four-fifths of the 
total frontage on Adams street between 
Main and Hoover streets. The remain- 
ing fifth is largely owned by non-resi- 
dents. 

Charles Cassat Davis, Esq., one of 
the prime movers in the enterprises, in 
discussing the subject before the so- 
ciety, last evening, said: “I have been 
in conference with the officers of the 
Home Telephone Company several 
times. They consented to postpone the 
stringing of wires on their poles on this 
street until Monday, when the action 
of this society in regard to the poles 
could be learned. I also had a talk 
with the other company, and was sur- 
prised to find that the Sunset people 
were willing and would even welcome 
some measure to have all companies 
put their wires underground. They 
realize that the people are becoming 
restive under the present conditions. 
They feel that they will have to meet 
this question sometime, and I believe 
they are ready to meet it now. 

The time is ripe. If any of the com- 
panies refuse to join in, let them stand 
out so that we will know who they are. 
1 do not believe any of them will dare 
to go against the expressed will of the 
people.” 

Hon. R. J. Waters, John D. Hooker, 
S. B. Lewis, John Wigmore and R. W. 
Poindexter also discussed the subject at 
some length, all of them taking the 
ground that the poles must go. 

On motion by 8. B. Lewis a commit- 

tee of five consisting of Hon. R. J. 
Waters, R. W. Poindexter, Charles Cas- 
sat Davis, J. D. Hooker and J. W. Me- 
Kinley was appointed to arrange a 
meeting with representatives of the va- 
rious lighting and telephone companies 
to discuss plans for doing away with 
the poles. in the meantime a petition 
is being circulated which will later be 
presented to the Council if no definite 
action is promis by the companies at 
the conference. hese men are deter- 
mined that the poles shall come down, 
and there will be no let-up in their ef- 
forts until their object has been ec- 
complished. 
Several women were present last 
night, and although they took no ac- 
tive part in the proceedings, they dis- 
cussed the matter with great earnest- 
ness before and after the meeting, and 
were a unit in denouncing the ruthless 
destruction of their beautiful shade 
trees.

CEASE IN TURKESTAN. 


CZAR FORBIDS HEATHEN CUSTOM 
: IN HIS DOMAIN. 
— 2 — 


Mrs. Holmes Makes Urgent Ap yeal in 
Behalf of Millions of Child Wives in 
India— Petition hp King and Parlia- 
ment to Stop It. 

— — 


{To the Editor of The Times:] From 2 
reliable source comes the encouraging 
information to the Indo-American 
Woman's Restoration League, that the 
Czar of Russia has commanded child 
marriage to cease in Turkestan and the 
adjoining countries in Asia under 
Russian dominion, where it is common 
for girls only 9 years old to marry. 
This action of the government has 
been brought about by the reports of 
the Russian officials in Turkestan who 
say that 75 per cent. of girls who marry 
under 12 die before they are 20. 

The Mohammedan chiefs are much 
incensed over the new decree as all of 
them seek to obtain as young wives as 
possible. 

In India, among many of the tribes, 
especially the Hindus, child marriage 
is a part of a religious custom. If the 
parents of a tittle girl do not manage 
to get her married before she is ten 
years old, they are excommunicated 
from their caste, which means utter 
isolation and disgrace. Brahminical 
religion ig the curse of India, If a 
priest says a widow's head must be 
shaved, it is done. If he tells them to 
fast, they fast. The widow is com- 
pelled to live on one meal a day, fast- 
ing means none at all. If the priest 
tells them that they must worship their 
husbands and drink from the water 
they have bathed in, (which is a com- 
mon custom) they never question. Their 
one hope in life is to become the mother 
of a son, and doubly accursed is the 
life of the girl child, or of the woman 
who is the mother of only girls. When 
the time of delivery has come the 
anxiety of the mother can scarcely be 
imagined, When the report comes that 
it is a boy great is the rejoicing, but 
if on the other hand it is a girl the 
doctor gives the information that 
‘nothing is born.” And the poor, 
desperate mother ofttimes throws the 
poor girl baby into the river Ganges 
as a sacrifice to one of the 233,000,000 
gods whom they worship. 

Wives married at 8 or 10 seldom have 
sufficient health to give birth to even 
an apology for a child after 14 or 15 
years of age, and thousands of these 
child mothers die before they are 20, 
when the husband at once takes unto 
himself another child wife. The great 
number of child wives that die before 
they are out of their teens, makes it 
evident that on an average several 
chiid wives are sacrificed to every man, 

How can a civilized. people remai 
calm and inactive with the knowledg 
that these atrocities are being done un- 
der the sacred name of religion? 
Christ said ““‘Whosoever shall receive 
one such little child in my name, re- 
ceiveth me, but whoso shal! cause one 
of these little ones to stumble, it is 
more profitable for him that a great 
millstone should be hanged about his 
neck and that he should be sunk in 
the depths of the sea.” 

And are not millions of little ones 
being made to stumble in India? And 
are we not guilty of causing them to 
stumble if we know of their céndition 
and do nothing to ameliorate it? Hav- 
ing this knowledge and not doing our 
best to help them are we then ,not 
equally guilty? Although thousands 
of miles separate us and them and 
they are of another race, they are our 
sisters, and are also His little ones., 
Our hearts ought to be big enough and 
our minds broad enough to stretch out 
over the distance which lies between 
us and give them a helping hand. There 
are 99,700,000 women under British rule 
in India and of all this vast number 
not one-half million can read or write 
their own name. 

To emancipate these millions of 
children from a slavery the worst the 
world has ever known is essentiaily 
woman’s work, but man can contribute 
his share by @ncouraging his mother, 
wife and sister to work in the cause of 
delivering these child wives from their 
bondage and put the seal of manhood 
in the work by signing his name to 
the petition to the King and Parliament 
of England, which is now being brought 
before the notice of the purity loving 
people of the United States. 

Oh, women of free America! 
Daughters of free mothers, great has 
been your birthright. Oh, men! Sons 
of free mothers, arise to a full dignity 
of our free America. Bear in mind 
always that without pu manhood 
their can be no pure woranhood, an 
without pure womanhood there can 
no pure manhood. 8

NEW GRAIN FOR HOGS, 


Successful Experiments in Washing- 
ton With a Substitute for Corn Known 
as Corn-wheat. 

{[SPRCIAL CORRESPONDENCE OF THE Ta Am: 
TACOMA (Wash.) Jan. 19.—Hog 
raising in Eastern Washington has 
been given en impetus by the success- 
ful raising of a new variety of wheat 
known corn-wheat. Experiments 
conducted @uring the past two years 
indicate that an excellent and impor- 


tan! gubstitute for corn has been ob- 
tain by the farmers of the North- 
west. Heretofore one of the draw- 


backs of farmers in raising stock, and 
especially hogs, in the Pacific North- 
west, has been the fact that corn could | 
not be successfully raiscd. Farmers 
have been ungdle to feed their huge 
on wheat worth from 40 to 70 cents a 
bushel god compete with the farmers 
of the prairie States, whe feed corn 
worth 12% to 25 cents a bushel. Carn- 
whert, which appears to be the solution 
of the problem, was first introduced 
abont four years ago by J. M. Siicida, 
a wheat grower of Moscow, Idaho. For 
two years all of the new grain he could 
raise was bought up by farmers at $2.54 
per bushel for use as seed wheat. The 
grain of corn-wheat Is as large ne two 
grains of ordinary wheat. I+ yields 
60 to 1099 bushels per acre, and has a 
@ecided corn flaver, rather than the 
eweetich taste of ordinary wheat. it 
grows stccerrfully wherever other ya- 


rieties of whert grow, and in some 
respects Appears to be even more 
hardy. Its fattening qualities are 


shown to equal if not surpass those 
of corn. The State grain inspector this 
week sent samples of corn-wheat to 
the State Krain inspector of Minnesota 
to ascertain if it cannot be used by 
the macaroni factories of that State in- 
stead of native grown wheat.

Possibly not two people 
out of the many hundreds in an —— 2 
house would notice the  pecufiar 
lacings of Ortrud's slippers, but 
they should recognize that detail they 
will see they are laced over and over 
differently from the ordinary way of 
lacing, but in a way absolutely proper 
for the part of the Ortrud. As Fricka 
in “Die Walkure” I also like the 
clothes—euch long flowing lines the 
part allows. They are made of cling-

Everybody is so anxious to see how 
Schumann-Heink will do that part. 
When the curtain goes up and I sete 
these (mimicking the action of a pair 
of opera glasses) hundreds of these 
turned to see me, I just lauched to 
myself, for from my waist down a nice 
‘big friendly rock is put between 
Schumann-Heink and the terrible op- 
era glasses. Above it my make-up is 
perfect, the cap, my hair, my face, the 
expression, all suit the part and my 
costume down to the waist; after that 
it makes no difference, if you please, 
for there is always that big rock.

After 
I sing it, down to the tips of my fin- 
gers 7 am thrilled, and exhausted, too, 
but that soon passes away, for I am 
Blessed with the best of health. 

„Do I find it difficult to sing in Eng- 
lish?’ repeated madame. No, not at 
all. I love the language, it is so full of 
meaning, so full of beautiful sounds 
and feeling. I can sing it much better 
than I can speak it, and it is the lan- 
guage of many dear friends. 


Career of Pugne. 


hane Raoul Pugno, planist, or- 
Pn a composer and teacher, was born 
at Montrogue, Ile de France, June 23, 
1852. His father was an Italian, his 
mother was from Lorraine. The father 
kept a smal] music shop in the Latin 
Quarter of Paris, —— there the boy be- 
gan lay the piano. 

His first „ were his father and 
Miss Josephine Martin. When Raoul 
was 6 years old, he played at a charity 
concert at the Hotel de Ville before an 
audience of two thousand. He attended 
the Ecole Niedermeyer for a short time, 
and in 1866 he entered the Paris Con- 
serva „ where he studied the piano 
under Mathias and Durand, harmony 
under Bazin, the organ under Benoit, 
and com position un 
Thomas. He took these first prizes: 
Harmony, 1867; organ, 1869, and the 
second prize for counterpoint and fucue 
in 1869. Born of an Italian father, he 
could not compete for the Prix de Rome, 
for at that time he was not naturalized. 
| After he left the conservatory he 

taught, and during the Commune he 
was obliged to serve gratuitously as a 
member of the committee whose duty 


} it was to watch over the interests of 


artists. From 1872 to 1892 he was or- 
ganist of Saint Eugene, Paris, and in 
1874 he was chef de chant at the Thea 
ter Italien (Ventadour.) 

In 1892 he was appointed teacher of 
harmony at the conservatory, 
1896 he was appointed plano teacher, on 
the death of Henri Tissot. His reput.- 
tion as a planist dates from his px r- 
formance of Grieg’s concerto at a con- 
servatory concert, December 24, 1893. 
Since then he has appeared as a virt1- 
oso in many lands. His first appearance 


in London was on May 28, 1894. His 
first appearance in the United 
States was at New York, No- 


vember 18, 1897, when he played “The 
Wanderer” fantasia (Schubert-Liszt.) 
For some years he gave chamber con- 
certs with Ysaye, the violinist, Marteau, 
the violinist, and others.

Santa Fe, Prescott and Phoenix Pre- 
paring to Use Oil for Fuel—El Paso 
and Southwestern Building Branch 


Lines—Cattle Car Famine. 
iSVECIAL CORRESPONDENCE OF THE TIMES.) 

PHOENIX (Ariz.) Jan. 21.—Track- 
laying has been recommenced on the 
Phoenix and Eastern Railroad, The 
work had been delayed mainly through 
the lack of bridge timbers for the pile 
Structure that is to span Salt River at 
Tempe. These will be in place within 
a few days, when the rails will be laid 
across and ihe track pushed on to Mesa, 
seven miles farther eastward, 

A number of great oil tanks are be- 
ing built along the line of the Santa 
Ve, Prescott and Phoenix Railroad, be- 
tween this city and Ash Fork, and the 
company's locémoiives are to be 
altered soon, to. suit the new fuel.

The Auto; in Forty Seconds. 


Henri Fournier, the French automo- 


bilist, arrived in New York yesterday 


to attend the automobile show. 

In his 120-horse power Mors racing 
car, constructed in the shape, of a 
boat, with one seat on the rear axle, 
this most daring, perhaps, of the 
world’s chauffeurs expects to travel a 
single mile in 34 seconds and to go for 
an hour or a day at the same rate. 

Fournier will ny over the road at the 
rate of 106 miles in an hour. He will go 
from Paris to Bordeaux in only a lit- 
tle over three hours. Crouched low 
upon his machine, well hidden from 
the wind, this daredevil of the road 
will fly tike a streak of light from 
Start to finish. In 1901 the interna- 
tional cup race was run to Bordeaux, 
and the course was covered by Four- 
nier, who won the contest, in 6 hours, 
11 minutes and 44 seconds, an average 
speed of about fifty-three miles an 
hour. It is believed that that terrific 
gait will be doubled this year. M. 
Fournier arrived in New York yester- 
day morning on the Betagne of the 
French line. M. Edouard Ra bourdin 
accompanied Fournier. The celebrated 
Frenchmen bring to America a number 
of representative autocars of France 
for exhibition at the-automobile show.

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OPENING STATEMENT. 


EDITORIAL 
1 HE TIMES recently published a 
so-called ‘Story of the Lincoln 

Conspiracy,” written by Samuel 

B. Arnold, one of the conspirators who 
escaped the - gallows—fortunately or 
Unfortunately, as the case may be 
lewed—and who, after some three and 
@ half years, of imprisonment, was 
pardoned by 8 Johnson in 
1869. Arnold is stili\living. his home 
being near Baltimore. At the age of 
68, thirty-eight years after the damna- 
ble conspiracy in which he partici- 
Pated (the culmination of which was 
the cold-blooded murder of Abraham 
- Lincoln) Arnold has for the @rst time 
unsealed the lips pledged to secrecy 
before the kidnaping plet was consum- 
mated,” to tell what he calls the “true 
story” of the great conspiracy. 

Some of the statements made by this 
self-confessed conspirator are so @x- 
traordinary hat they cannot be per- 
mitted to pass unchallenged. Although 
the events of which he speaks are far 
in the past, they can never be forgot- 
ten; nor can the known and acknowl- 
edge@ conspirators who were respon- 
sible for this supreme tragedy be for- 
given on earth; for their crimes were, 
and must always remain, without the 
Possibility of justification, or even of 

extenuation. Abhorrence of the crime 
play is as intense in the hearts of Amer- 

1 ans today as it was on that far-away 
April morning when the news flashed 

over the world that one of the earth's 

greatest and noblest men had been 
foully murdered by an aasassin.. Ab- 
horrence of the deed was coupled with 
double abhorrence of the base wretches 
who conspired to bring it about. The 
lapse of time can bring no abatement 
of this feeling im the hearts of the 
American people. - Murder is as foul 
today as it was in 1865. Assassins and 
conspirators are just as much objects 
of loathing now as they were in those 
ee Gays of national strife and 
peril. 

The Times has deemed it advisable, | 
and even necessary, to make a careful 
and critical review of Conspirator Ar- 
nold's statement. are unable to 
see that any possible good has been or 
can be accomplished through the vol- 
untary “unsenling” of this old man's 
lips. Evil muy come of it through the 
rekindling of feelings which would 
better be left to become increasingly 
dormant with the lapse of time. But, 
since he has placed his statement be- 
fore the world, comment becomes im- 
_perative. Its tenor is such that analysis 
‘is demanded, and condemnation is in- 
evitable. He cannot be permitted to 
pose in the role of a martyr, nor as an 
innocent victim of circumstances. Nor 
can he be permitted with impunity to 
charge the United States government 
with being the wiliful oppressor of in- 
nocence. It is proposed, in the course 
of this article, to strip from Samuel B. 
Arnold and his alleged true story” the 
mask of hypocritical pretense, of soph- 
istry, of falsehood, of bombast and of 
bathos, with which he has sought to 
conceal the truth and to make wrong 
appear as right. 

It would have been better if this 
conspirator had kept silence to the 
last. Better—for himself, tter for his 
readers, better for all concerned. The 
taek of exposing him is as distasteful 
(but as necessary) as that of restoring 
to the earth a cadaver, far advanced 
in decomposition, that has been dug 
up by body-snatche 

He has seen fit to Bbvithhold his state- 
ment until most off the living wit- 
nesses who could have refuted his 
charges are dead. He has also, to a 
large extent, confined his statements 
to those which are of such a charaé- 
ter that they cannot be directly dis- 
proved by citations of historical fact. 
The majority of his minor statements, 
in point of fact, are of such a nature 
that direct personal testimony would 
be required to demonstrate their ab- 
solute falsity if they stood by them- 
selves, dissociated from their author- 
ship and their logical connection with 

the story. 

But. fortunately, — is one living 
witness who discredits the essential 

‘portions of Arnold's. story, disproves 
many of his statements of alleged 

ee truth, and overthrows his allegation 
that,he was made the victim of gross 
wrong and injustice. That witness is 
Samuel B. Arnold. By his own story, 

_in the light of intelligent analysis, he 
condemns himself. For this reason, if 
for no other, he would have fared bet- 
ter if he had remained silent.

tale of woe soon after his release from 
imprisonment at the Dry Tortugas 
was the fact that he knew it could 
and would at once be shown to be a 
tissue of misrepresentations, exaggera- 
tions, and malevolent perversions of 
the truth, which would brand him as 
a Mar, as well as a conspirator? Is it 
sappesable, in fact, that he dared 
Ghalienge the disproof of his allega- 
tlons, if he knew that disproof would 
be forthcoming? | 

What shall we say of Arnold’s elaim 
that he kept a diary all through the 
term of his horrible“ experience as a 
prisoner of the United States? He 
claims, let it be remembered, that 
he was subjected to all sorts of in- 
dignities, such as being repeatedly 
stripped and searched; having his 
arms and legs bound with cords; be- 
ing compelled, for days and weeks, to 
wear a canvas bag tied firmly over 
his head, with balls of cotton preseing 
deeply into his eyeesockeis, etc., ete. 
Yet he would have believe that 
through all these terrible experiences 
he kept a faithful day-to-day chroni- 
cle of events, describing minutely all 
that happened, even te the hour, and 
often to the mite of each day, mak- 
ing an accurate record of the alleged 
“atrocities,” from Which he was able, 
thirty-four years later, to write out a 
truthful description of all these dir 
happenings, even to the exact. lan- 
guage used, in many cases. 

These prepositions bring us to an 
alternative, which must be perfectly 
obvious to the dullest intellect: Ar- 
nold kept a diary under these un- 
precetiented conditions, or he is a 
colossal fAisifier. He could not have 
kept the diary, if his charges of perse- 
cution are true. It would have been 
a physical impossibility for him to 
have made the entries, and his perse- 
cutors would have confiscated it, in 
any event. If he did not keep a daily 
record of events during his imprison- 
ment, he could not have written out 
an accurate and minute account of his 
prison experiences, even had he at- 
tempted to do so, soon after his ré- 
lense: to say nothing of doing 80 
thirty-four vears afterward. So much 
for the cre@ibility of his story. 

What wag Arnold's motive in writ- 
ing and making public his fanciful 
tale, after All this lapse of years’ In 
one place, he ceclares that “it has 
not been written through malice nor 
vindictiveness on my part, but solely 
for the purpose of giving to the 
world the manner of treatment adopted 
and pursue@ in my respective case, 
both during the period of ewaiting 
trial, throughout the trial itself, ard 
even after sentence had been jin- 
posed. Also, relative to the treatment 
of others undergoing sentence and con- 
finement at Dry Tortugas, Fla.“ In 
the light of this statement, the qures- 
tion at once recurs, Why did Arnold 
wait more than a third of a century 
before “giving to the world the man- 
ner of treatment.” etc., to which he 
refers? If his stories were true, he 
might have caused the punishment of 
the persons <uilty of inhumanity thirty 
years ago, thus satisfying the ends of 
justice, and securing some measure, of 
redress for his alleged wrongs. At all 
events, there is no defensible reason 
in sight for keeping the world waiting 
all these years to learn the story of 
his alleged wrongs. There was 
vastly more reason for giving them 
to the world in 1869 than in 1903. 

Arnold claims to have written his 
story without malice or vindictiveness. 
If it were in every respect a true re- 
cital, it would not bear out this as- 
sertion, as no one who has read it will 
need to be told. If it be in many 
vital respects an untrue recital, its 
malice and vindictivencss are beyond 
computation. Most readers who pe- 
ruse this article to the end, will prob- 
ably conclude, with the writer, that 
Arnold's story is a deliberate, syste- 
matic and malevolent distortion of 
the truth, coupled with numerous ab- 
solute falsehoods. | 

If Arnold's purpose in making his 
story public was to vindicate his name, 
to justify his part in the great con- 
spiracy, or to excite public sympathy, 
he has failed most signally; for, as 
will presently be shown, he has re- 
moved little or none of the odium 
fron his name, has furnished no par- 
ticle of justification for his crime, and 
is debarred from public sympathy by 
reason of his unrepentant and defiant 
attitude, in posing as one sinned 
against, but without sin himself.

SCOPE OF THE CONSPIRACY. 

That John Wilkes Booth, of in- 
famous memory, was the arch-conspi- 
rator and leading spirit in the con- 
spiracy which culminated in the mur- 
der of Abraham Lincoln, is a fact fully 
established. It has come to be re- 
garded as also an established fact 
“that the initial object of the conspiracy 
was to abduct President Lincoln, to 
convey him by force within the Con- 
federate lines, and to Richmond, the 
rebel capital.

It was only an‘accident that prevented 
the abduction of the President on 
March 17, 1965. The conspirators haa 
made all necessary arrangements. The 
plot had been carefully laid, and they 
were on hand at the appointed time. 
The plan wes to seize the President's 
carriage on its way to or from the 
Soldiers’ Hente, in the outskirts of 
Washington, drive it hurriedly to a 
point agreed upon (handcuffing the 
President in the meantime.) and hurry 
him off in the_girection of Richmond 
by the so-called “underground route’’— 
which was, in fact, through a country 
infested with rebel sympathizers. Re-

duction plot as a conspiracy entirely 
separate and distinct from the one by 
which the President's murder was 
finally accomplished. This classifica- 
tion necessitates the drawing of some 
rather fine distinctions. The one plot 
(if there were two) while not con- 
fessedly having murder as its object, 
would doubtless have resulted in mur- 
Ger had it been carried out success- 
fully. The other avowedly had mur- 
der for its object, and, as we know, 
accomplished that object. The chasm 
of difference between the two conmspir- 
acies (assuming that there were two) 
is certainly not as deep as thé At 
lantic nor ag broad as the Paetfie. 
‘But. were there two or more plots 
against the President? Is it not more 
rational, @nd Much nearer the truth, 
to classify the whole dastardly move- 
ment as one continuous, diabolical 
conspifacy, having for its purpose the 
capture or murder of President Lin- 
coin? Can we doubt that, if the con- 
spirators had captured Wis carriage, as 
they had planned, and the President 
had offered resistance (as he probably 
would have doneg he would have been 
murdered? 

As a matter of fact, there is cumu- 
lative evidence that the conspiracy 
against President Lincoln extended 
over many months. The “Baltimore 
plot,” by which it was planned to at- 
sassinate him on his way through Bal- 
timore, in the early part of 1861, be- 
fore his first inauguration, may have 
had no connection with the subsequent 
conspiracy, which was first brought to 
light in August, 1864, and culminated 
in the President's tragic death on the 
15th of April, 1865. J. Wilkes Booth 
was the leader, and probably the orig- 
inator of this latter conspiracy. » He 
had at different times numerous ac- 
complices (among whom was Samuel 
B. Arnoid, as will appear later,) and 
the conspiracy had various phases or 
plots;, but that the movement was es- 
sentially one single, persistent con- 
spiracy, with Booth as its vital, di- 
recting force, seems a much more cor- 
rect statement of the case than that 
there were three or more separate and 
distinct conspiracies. 

There is also much evidence in sup- 
pert of the claim that the death of 
President Lincoln was contemplated, 
and even attempted, before the so- 
called kidnaping plot was attempted. 
Without going too minutely into de- 
tails, some of this evidence may be 
cited: John Wilkes Booth played a 
dramatic@ engagement at Meadville, 
Pa., on the evening of August 13, 1364, 
registering at the McHenry Hotel, 
which was kept by one R. M. U. Tay- 
lor. After the performance Booth re- 
tired alone to his room, leaving the 
hotel and the city on the following 
morning. Scon after he had left, a 
férvant, upon entering the room, dis- 
covered an inscription scratched upon 
one of the window panes, which read 
as follows: 

“Abe Lincoln departed this Hfe Au- 
gust 15, 1864, by the effects of poison.” 

The pane was cut from the window, 
after the assassination of Lincoln, and 
framed, with the signature of Booth, 
cut from the hotel register, pasted be- 


neuth it. The whole is now. in the 
arthives of the War Department.

During the month of November, 1864, 
ag Mrs. Mary Hudspeth was riding 
am one of the street cars of New 
Yérk City, ber attention was attracted 
by two men sitting opposite, who were 
efikaged in earnest conversation, car- 
riéd on tn an undertone. One of the 
men, in particular, attracted her at- 
tentlon, from the fact that he had 
smooth white hands, although dressed 
as a common laborer. Looking more 
clof@ly, she saw that the man wore a 
false beard, and that the skin un- 
der the beard was much lighter than 
that of the face in general, indicating 
that the latter was stained. Mrs. 
Hudspeth also discovered that the 
man carried a pistol. After exchanging 
letters, the two men left the ear. 
After their departure, Mrs. Hudspeth's 
young daughter, who accompanied 
her, picked up from the floor under the 
seat they had occupied, an envelope 
containing two_letters. One of these 
letters, which was evidently written 
in a disguised hand, read as follows: 

Dear Lewis: The time has at last 
come that we have all so wished for. 
and upon you everything depends. As 
it was decided before vou left, we 
were to cast lots. Accordingly. we did 
so, and vou are to be the Charlotte 
Corday of the nineteenth century. 
When you remember the fearful sol- 
enn vow that was taken by us, you 
will feel there is no €rawback—Abe 
must die, and now.

her opinion, he and the disguised man 
were one and the same person. The 
other letter was from the wife of 
Lewis Payne (“poor Leenea.“) It was 
dated October 23, 1864, and in it the 
wife chides her husband for remaining 
away from home so long without any 
word of explanation, and begs him to 
return or write her at once. This let- 
ter, in connection with the other, es- 
tablishes the fact that Booth’s letter 
was tmtended for Lewis Payne, who at- 
tempted the murder of Secretary Sew- 
ard on the night of the Lincoln azsas- 
sination. The fact was also brought 
out at the trial that Booth Was in New 
Vork on the day the letters were 
picked up in the street car. 

The foregoing—and more evidence 
might be adduced, if necessary, to the 
same effect—goes to show that John 
Wilkes Booth had contemplated the 
murder of President Lincoln for not 
less than eight months prior to the 
actual accomplishment of the tragedy, 
and that the poisoning and other 
plots were mere incidents of the con- 
spiracy, in the carrying out of which 
he associated himself, at different 
times, with Payne, Herold, O’Laugh- 
lin, Arnold, Atzerodt, and others. 

It is possible—but is it altogether 
the abduction 
plot was under discussion the idea of 
murder was temporarily abandoned. Is 
it not easier to believe that in this, as 
in the other plots, murder was kept 
steadily in view as an eventuality, at 
least in certain possible contingencies? 


III. 


ARNOLD'S PART IN THE CO- 

SPIRACY. 
In his attempt to show that he is a 
much-wronged man, Arnold insists 
that his only connection with the great 
tragedy was his participation in the 
plot to abduct the President. Such 
participation he freely admits, but in 
seeking to evade the consequences of 
this admission he attempts to show— 
(1) that at the time of the assas- 
sination he had permanently severed, 
all relations with his co-conspirators; 
(2) that the crime of abducting the 
President, if it had been consummated, 
would have been only “a legitimate 
act of war,” and therefore justifiable 
under the circumstances; and (3) that 
his course in the affair was dictated 
by “humane and patriotic principles,” 
and by his desire to aid the southern 
cause. 

Let us see about this matter. The 
strongest evidence against Arnold was 
probably furnished by Arnold him- 
self, in a letter which he wrote to John 
Wilkes Booth on March 27, 1865, just 
after the latter had called to see him 
in Baltimore, presumably in connec- 
tion with the conspiracy, and found 
This let- 
ter was found in Booth's trunk, after 
the assassination. It has so important 
a bearing upon the subject under con- 
sideration that it is here quoted entire, 
being as follows: ay

T feel mv dependence, but even all this 
would and was forgotten, for I was one 
with you. Time more propitious will 
arrive. 

Do not act rashiv or in haste. 1 
would prefer your first query: go and

— be with you. I dislike writing; 
wohld sooner verbally make known my 
views: yet your ee causes 
me thus to proceed. 

Do not in anger/reruse this. 
all I have said, anil, as a rational man 
and a friend, you cannot censure or 
upbraid my conduct. T sincerely trust 
that this. nor aught else that shall or 
may occur, will aver be an obstacle to 
obliterate our former friends»ip and 
attachment. Write me to Baltimore, 
as T expéct to be in about Wednesday 
or Thursday, or, if vou can possibly 
come on, I will Tuesday meet vou In 

Itimore at B—- Ever I subser'be 
myself. Your friend. SAM. 

_Arnold does not deny the authenticity 
of this letter, nor any part of it. The. 
careful reader will not fail to note 
that it does not in any respect bear out 
the claim that he (Arnold) had with- 
drawn from the conspiracy at the time 
the letter was written less than three 
weeks before the assassination of Lin- 
coln. Not even a forced construction 
of the letter will justify such a claim. 
It shows quite clearly, on the other 
hand, that he was in full sympathy 
with Booth in the enterprise referred 
to (which, of course, was none other 
than the conspiracy against Lincoln,) 
and that he expected and intended to 
join the conspirators (from whom he 
had been temporarily separated) in the 
near future. His disagreement with 
Booth was only as to the manner of 
procedure, and not with reference to 
the object to be attained. Whether 
that object was the sudden and vio- 
lent death of Lincoln, or the slower 
violence of abduction, with its proba- 
ble eventuality of a violent death, is a 
matter of conjecture which will per- 
haps never be fully cleared up. Cer- 
tainly, the bloédthirsty sentiments ex- 
pressed by Booth, in the letter to 
Payne, above quoted, lend more than 
a color of probability to the theory. 
that the abduction scheme was but 
another name for murder.

Therefore, I 
made application for employment,” de- 
clared Arnold in his letter to Booth. 
And again: “Why not, for the present, 
desist, for various reasons?“ I was 
one with you; time more propitious 
will arrive.” Go and see how it will 
be taken at R—d (meaning Richmond,) 
and ere long I shall be better prepared 
to again be with you.” “I will Tues- 
day meet you in Baltimore at B——.” 
Do these sentences, copied verbatim 
from Arnold's letter, indicate that he 
had cut } permanently from the 
conspirators,’as he avers was the case? 
‘But if it had been true that he had at 
that time withdrawn from the con- 
spiracy for good—which it was not- 
that fact would not have palllated his 
guilt. A crime committed cannot be 
atoned for merely by refraining from 
the commission of additional crimes. 
How absurd and pusillantmous 16 
Arnold's attempt to minimize his of- 
fense by claiming that the abduction 
of the President was justifiable as a 
legitimate act of war.” If Arnold and 
his fellow-conspirators had been in the 
military service of the Confederate 
government, and could have taken the 
chief of the opposing army by force 
or strategy, in the open field, it would“ 
have been a legitimate act of war. But 
there was no pretense of open, hon- 
orable warfare. If they were in the 
employ of the Confederate govern- 
ment—which all strenuously denied 
they were acting as spies. an4 the part 
which Arnold confesses to have played 
in the conspiracy should have cost 
him his life, when caught. If they were 
acting solely upon their own initiative, 
in a plot to abduct the President, they 
were engaged in a dangerous and 
treasonable enterprise, for which none 
of them could reasonably have ex- 
pected to escape with light punish- 
ment, if apprehended. If, in the pur- 
they caused 
death in violation of the rules of war. 
they were guiity of both treason and 
murder. 
As form Arnold's plea that he was 
actuated by “humane and patriotic 
motives,” it is offensively absurd. It 
is the plea of a proven traitor and 
conspirator, Our government, so far 
from refusing to exchange prisoners 
of war, was anxious to do so when- 
ever an exchange could be made upon 
equitable terms. And at all events, the 
abduction of Abraham Lincoln would 
not have materially affected the ques- 
tion one way or the other. From time 
immemorial it has been the habit of 
wrongdoers io borrow the livery of

Arnold had been anx- 
ious to serve the southern Confederacy 
in any legitimate way, why did he not 
remain in its military service instead 
of leaving it after a brief period of 
seryice amounting to on! about four 
months? And why did he gage to 
join an expedition under Capt. Fisk of 
the Union army, as related in answer 
to questions propounded by Commis- 
sioner Gleason at the Dry Tortugas on 
December 3, 1867? 1 


IV. 

CONVICTION AND PUNISHMENT. 

Arnold claims that he did not have 
a fair trial; that his conviction was 
unwarranted, and that his punishment 
was unjust. He intimates that if he 
had had a better opportunity to pro- 
duce evidence, and to be heard in his 
own behalf, the result would have been, 
different. 


How different ? The military com- 
mission which tried the conepirators 
found that the said Samuel Arnold 


did, within the military department 
and military lines aforesaid, on or be- 
fore the 6th day of March, A. D., 1865, 
and on divers other days and times 
between that day and the 15th day of 
April, A. D., 1565, combine, conspire 
with, and aid, counsel, abet, comfort, 
and support the said John Wilkes 
Booth, Lewis Payne,\ George A. At- 
zerodt, Michael O'Laushlin and their 
confederates in said unlawful, mur- 
derous, and traitorous conspiracy, and 
in the execution thereof as aforesaid.” 
On the finding of guilty“ Arnold was 
sentenced to imprisonment at hard 
labor for life, and was pardoned by 
President Johnson after having served 
about three and one-half years of the 
sentence, 

Ny his own confession, Arnold was 
guilty of conspiring with the persons 
named. His letter to Booth, of Mar®h 
27, 1865, proved beyond the possibility 
of denial that he was one of the gatig 


life of President Lincoln. Could he 
have proved upon the trial, after hav- 
ing acknowledged the 
the fateful letter found in Booth's 
trunk, that he was not one of the con- 
spirators? Even da cloud of witnesses” 
eould not have cleared him from the 
charge of complicity with these con- 
spirators—a charge which he himself 
had proved agalnst himself. 

It is true that Arnold claims now— 
and might have claimed at the trial 
before the military commission—that 
he was guilty oniy of conspiracy to 
abduct the President, not to murder 
him. But by whom could he have 
proved this, other than by his co- 
conspirators—-whose testimony would 
not have had much weight, under the 
existing circumstances, before any 
tribunal, civil or military? 
what avail would it have been to Ar- 
nold if he could have fully convinced 
the court that his complicity In the 
conspiracy extended no further than 
to the plot to abduct, and did not ex- 
tend to the crime of murder? Could he 
reasonably have expected to be released 
upon guch a showing? Could he rea- 
sonably have expected a lighter pun- 
ishment than three and one-half years 
of imprisonment? Is the crime of con- 
spiracy to abduct a President of the 
United States, and to convey him 
within the enemy's Nnes in time of war, 
so light an offense as to deserve a 
Ughter punishment than that meted out 
to Arnold? 

This man, who now, after a silence of 


nearly forty years,- comes forward 
with a complaint that was unjustly 
punished, should rather be grateful 


that his punishment was made so light. 
Everything indicated, at the time of 
his trial, that he was one of the active 
participants in the plot to assassinate 
the President. It is obvious that he 
richly deserved the punishment which 
he received, even if we atcept as true 
his own story of the extent of his com- 
plicity, He should therefore be grate- 
ful for the leniency accorded him, in- 
stead of querulously finding fault be- 
cause of the alleged severity of his

This prisoner bore an 
unenviable reputation. Though gen- 
tlemanly in outward appearance, he 
was a desperate character, and no 
statement made by him was worthy 
of credence. At the outbresk of the 
war he espoused the southern cause, 
but afterward went to Washington, 
and to the Secretary of War betrayed 
the cause he had been fighting for, 
giving valuable information ag to the 
strength, position and designs of the 
Confederates. While in Washington he 
took the oath of amnesty, thus sol- 
emnly binding himself to friendliness 
toward our government. Declaring 
that he proposed to go immediately to 
England. he went to Canada instead, 
and afterward engaged in the consp!- 
racy to burn Chicago, for which he was 
sentenced to death, the sentence after 
ward being commuted to life itmpris- 
onment. While in the Confederate 
service, Grenfel proposed to ralse the 
black flag against all Union prisoners; 


mercy. On his trial in the Chicago 
case, Col. Moore, a Union officer, tes- 
tified that tn one instance he saw Gren- 
fel, after a detachment of Union. sol- 
diers had surrendered as prisoners of 
war, ride up to one of them and de- 
liberately stab him in the back. 

Grenfel, after his tmearceration at 
Fort Jefferson, soon began devising 
means to segure his rejease—which, of 
course, was his right, if he employed 
proper and legitimate methods. He 
Appears at first to have conducted 
himself with credit, as the following 
letter to the Adjutant-General, from 
Gen. Hill, indicates:

From 
au Sanitary point of view, at least, it is 
sadly certain that the step from Mo- 
ses io Torquemada was not a step in 
the right direction. The conquered 
cities became hotbeds of disease, while 
the exiled Hebrews preserved their 
health in spite of hardships and pov- 
erty. 

FORBIDDEN MEAT. 

The purpose of some of the prohibi- 
tions in Deuteronomy xiv has been 
pronounced enigmatical, but may have 
bad something to do with the wish to 
control the meat market by its reduc- 
tion to unequivocal sources of supply; 
coneys, for instance, were ruled out as 
too liable to get mixed with rats and 
kittens; eels weré tabooed as unclean 
per se, but also as an additional eafe- 
guard against serpents; gulls and pel- 


icans, on account of their kinship to 


birds of prey.

ether a horror naturalis. Xenophen 
ound herds of swine in the coast hills 
of the Euxineg, and after receiving Abul 
Hassan's stern ultimatum, Islam or 
the sword,” the Mingrelian ambassa- 
dors replied .that, however willing 
their people might be to propitiate the 
wrath of Allah, they preferred war 
and pork to peace without it. 

The author of the Odyssey does not 
hesitate to introduce a “divine swine 
herd,” and the ancient Scandinavians 
went so far as to include barbecues of 
beer and spareribs among the chief 
joys of the biest in Valhalla. 

"Give me up, then,” or words to that 
effect, said Charlemagne when his doc- 
tors informed him that his ehances of 
survival depended on a renunciation of 
his weekly boar-steak banquets. 

In Palestine the children of Israel 
were surrounded by perk eaters, and 
it may have required strong measures 
to prevent dietetic heresies in the boar- 
haunted border hills, but the benefits 
of the interdict were worth its 
troubles.

DANGER IN PORK EATING. 

Nor does the casual connection of 
trichinosis and pork eating admit of 
any rational doubt. There is a record 
of a trichina epidemic being traced to 
carp (or eels) fed on slaughter-house 
refuse, but in ninety-nine of a hundred 
cases the patients have to plead guilty 
to the pork habit. Miser Hatto, in his 
mouse granary, did not suffer half the 
tortures of a trichina victim. “The 
parasites enter the small intestines on 
the third day aft their transfer to 
the human stomach,” says a medical 
specialist, and proceed to propagate, 
unless their presence is suspected in 
time. Their embryos, which soon de- 
velop by hundreds of thousands, then 
begin to penetrate the walls of the in- 
testines and distribute themselves all 
over the body, causing intolerable irri- 
tation and febrile symptoms of a ty- 
phoid character.” 

And from all those risks the four- 
teenth chapter of Deuteronomy has 
protected many millions of human be- 
ings for the last 3009 vears.

THINGS AS THEY ARE. 

However, the intention ts not to dis- 
cuss the general subject, for that would 
require more than one entire Sunday 
edition of The Times: but to examine 
to some extent the present status of 
orange-growing in Northern California.

Another is that compe- 
tition to the southern grower will al- 
Ways come chiefly from his fellow 
Frowers—unless the United States an- 
nexes a few more West India islands, 
or the tariff or reciprocity knoekers 
Succeed m tearing down the fence. 

ACTUAL PRESENT PRODUCTION. 
The figures on this subject are some- 
what difficult of access, and the writer 
has met with evasive responses or 
none at all from several ‘quarters 
which might be expected to be well 
posted. by line of conduct is in con- 
trast to practice in nearly every 
locality of the South. which is eager to 
publish its statistics. The Associated 
Press dispatches from Marysville of 
December 20. 1902, say: “The orange 
season in this section is about over. 
What little friut still remains on the 
trees is being saved for the local 
Christmas market. Most of the packing- 
houses which have operated this season 
are closed, and the few remaining in 
operation will finish this season's work 
within a few days, the shipments from 
the several depots being distributed as 
foliows: Palermo, 246 cars: Oroviile, 100 
cars; Biggs, 24 cars; Gridley, 2 cars: 
Marysville and scattering, about 20 
cars—a total of about 400 cars, which 


‘includes shipments by express and 


otherwise.“ 

Whether this is a large showing 
after sixteen years of orange culture in 
the most favorable districts of the 
north may be a matter of opinion. 
The bulk of these shipments come from 
Palermo and are understood to be 
from the groves of the Hearst estate, 
comprising several hundred acres. 
These groves were a fad of the elder 
Hearst, and whether they are now 
operated at a profit is unknown. On 
December 15, the only date at had. 
Hearst estate navels. as reported in 
the Pacific Fruit World, sold in New 
York for $1.45 per box.

APPEARANCE OF THE GROVES. 


Second—Actual present appearance 
of northern groves. — 

Investigation on this point was be- 
gun last July at San Francisco, in the 
office of the secretary of the State 
Board of Trade. Application was made 
to Mr. Fiicher for a full list of repre- 
tentative localities where citrus-fruit 
growing hed been attempted on a 
commercial scale. Mr. Filcher was 
very obliging and well-posted. The list 
as prepared included Rocklyn, New 
Castie, Orange Vale, Fair Oaks, Oro- 
ville, Palermo, Thermalito and Clover- 
dale. The list is much less formidable 
than that pubilshed ‘as contributiag to 
the late citrus fair. Rocklyn and New 
Castie were not visited, as Orangevale 
Was stated as fully representing them. 

Orangevale is located several miles 

Folsom, the nearest railway 
point; soil, a dark loam: surface chiefly 
an elevated table land; water taken 
out of the American River several 
miles above, said to.be cheap and 
plenty. At this place the groves bore 
the best appearance of any in North- 
ern California; but in no case were 
they rst class. The trees were not as 
thrifty as in the best southern locali- 
ties, but equal to those grown with 
cold exposures.

OROVILLE DISTRICT. 

The Oroville district comprises Oro- 
vine, Thermalito, Palermo and the 
Hearst grove of two or three hundred 
acres. It is here that the commercial 
orange crop of Northern California is 
mainiy produced. The town of Oro- 
ville has been a mini center for 
fifty years, and is so still. The acre- 
age in Oroville proper is very small, 
but Thermalito, adjoining on the op- 
posite side of the Feather River, is 
devoted almest exclusively to oranges, 
The district is a high tableland, beau- 
tifully situated, with undulating sur- 
faces furnishing the finest of building 
sites, with an outlook upon the rolling 
foothills of the Sierras. Water abun- 
dant and cheap. Soil apparently sim- 
ilar to the red alluvial so highly prized 
in Redlands and Riverside. With a 
temperature record not materially 
lower than in some localities in the 
southern part of the State, the outlook 
for citrus culture seems to be as fa- 
vorable as any can be in Northern 


formant, and chaperon, one of the most 
experienced and well-posted men in 
that section, said when we were at a 
certain point: “Twelve years ago I 
stood here with L. M. Holt of River- 
side. Mr. Holt said: ‘I shall return 
and tell our people some things they 
will not like; also some things yowr 
people will not like.

appears from ditches and cuts. A 
singular feature is the absence of 
flumes, although the furrow method of 
irrigation is employed. This was ex- 


| plained, however, by noting that the 


water rapidly makes a rocky channel 
for itself. After flowing a few min- 
utes, the thin soil has been washed 
away and the water, crystal clear, has 
a channel of stones from which it does 
not escape. If the irrigator wants 
more water in a lateral furrow he re- 
moves a few rocks with the hoe. If 
too much issues, he stops it in the 
fame manner. That some of the short- 
coming is due to lack of soil substance 
appears from grove of three or four 
acres. This looked surprisingly well. 
From inquiry the fact was learned 
that these trees were heavily supplied 
with stable manure from Oroville, 
which cost nothing but the hauling. 
The question then arises, how long 
an excessive amount of fertilizer can 
be used on a poor soil before 0 
ducing gum disease or die back.“

A New Ship Wonder. 

Albert M. Weisz, superintendent of 
the Wittemann Bros.’ machine works, 
Erie Basin, has an invention which 
he thinks will revolutionize the con- 
struction of steamships, launches and 
the propelling power of the battleship 
of the world. 

The invention, which has been sub- 
mitted to President Roosevelt, and ap- 
proved by Chief Engineer Melville of 
the Naval Construction Bureau, is a 
propeller placed near the bow of the 
ship and operated by steam or other 
power engines, which will draw the 
water through tubes to the propeller, 
thus allowing the propeller to be 
operated in still water near the keel. 

The tubes, open on either side of the 
keel, permit the water to pass through 
along the keel, past the propeller and 
discharge itself exactly amidships. 

It is claimed by the inventor that the 
propeller so placed will save 28 per 
cent. in fuel, and increase the speed 
50 per cent. The traction force, Mr. 
Weisz says, will be four to one over 
any known stern screw in existence. 

One of the chief features and ad- 
vantages claimed for the new method 
of propulsion is its maintenance of 
high speed. It is claimed that, owing 
to the protected situation of the pro- 
peller, the Weisz invention § avoids 
the necessity for reducing speed when 
@ vessel is laboring in heavy seas. 

The inventor also declares that there 
will be no vibration in the action of 
the propeller, because the pressure on 
the blades will be the same at all 
times. Steering will be simpler, says 
Mr. Weisz, because there will be no 
stern screw to exert pressure against 
the rudder, and the vessel will by force 
of its locomotive power alone keep in 
n straight line. The rudder being 
free, will naturally have relatively 
greater power to control and the ves- 
sel ‘Is, therefore, expected to answer 
more quickly to her helm. 

The invention is applicable to al 
classes of vessels, and 


is espe- 
cially designed for launches and 
life boats. 
Besides the application of the in- 


vention to the -propellers of vessels, it 
may be used in the construction of 
bilge and force pumps, either in land 
drainage, wrecking, or for dry dock 
purposes, 

The inventor has made a practical 
demonstration of the qualities of his 
Invention by building a steam launch 
17 feet long by 6% feet beam, in which 


he has placed a one and = one-half 
horse-power engine. Hie has con- 
structed the keel with his new sue 


tion propeller, using a six-inch screw. 
With this little launch he has dem- 
onstrated to his own and the satis- 
faction of several experts that his dea 
is practicable,

by the most ainent specialists, that 
very many 1 diseases originate in 
Girt.

emniy declared to be injurious to the 
texture of the skin. 

This is nenmsense to the very last de- 
gree. Face. washing does not injure the 
baby’s skin, which is certainly quite as 
Gelicate as his mother's. It has not in- 
jured the complexion of the — 
woman, who has been u face scru r 
from wir birth, and whose forbears rt 
gerera tions back have been notorious 
tubbœ s and scrubbers. 

As. a matter of stgtistics, the most

** xe of women of nations proverbial for 
the ir exquisite and immacuiate cleanli- 


English women, Germans, Norwe- 
Haus, Dutch, all devotees of soap and 
water, have the most lovely satin-like

Complexions depreciate in texture and 
beauty in a ratio to the scrubbing pro- 
pensities of the nations represented, 

The worst skins in the world are found 
in the far Hast, where the natives smear 
ils upon the face instead of using wa- 


ter and soap, and where even babies are 


afflicted with the most frightful sores 
and pustules. 

There is a lot of talk about cieansing 
the face with cold cream, which is to be 
weed as a substitute for water. 

Sold cream has its uses, but it cannot

take the place of soap, water and fric- 
tion. Cold cream ig necessary, for ex- 
ample, after a long day’s exposure in 
the sun and wind, during which time 
the natural oils upon which the cuticle 
depends for its smoothness and elastic- 
ity are exhausted—literally burned out. 
For wind and sun wilt burn out the body 
fuel or fat. 

In such cases cold cream liberally ap- 
plied to the face will not only remove 
any supérfiuous dust, which of course 
at once adheres to the unctuous appll- 
cation, but the olls of the cream will 
feed the exhausted skin, restore it and 
take away that miserable feeling of 
drawing which we have all experienced. 

Do not be misied into thinking tha: 
cold cream will really cleanse the pores 
of the skin thoroughiy. 

Just consider what is meant, and re- 
member that pure grease will not take 


the place of soap and water in disinte- | 


grating dirt or any other foreign sub- 
stanccs which collect in the pores of the 
skin more than it will take dirt out of 
your clothing. 

If smearing. the face with grease will 
cleanse it, why will it not do the same 
with the hands? It is a perfectly absurd 
proposition. 

The skin of the face requires soap, hot 
water and friction in order to thor- 
oughly loosen and remove any ciogged 
secretions of the pores, and to dissolve 
and wash away the effete matter caused 
by the continual reproduction | of the 
scart skin. 

Soap as you know is composed of oils 
made saponaceous by just enough 
alkali to bold it together in a concrete

bf you do not keep your face clean the 
functions of the skin are partially sus- 
pended, The pores ate congested and 
unless they are relieved the result will 
inevitably be first a blackhead and then 
a pimple. 

Don't be afraid to wash your face with 
cap and hot water, and unless your 
skin is uiseased you should also use the 
face scrubbing brush of which you have 
‘constantly read, if you are interesied in 
this partment. If you don't know 
where to get one write me, sending your 
address. Thousands of brushes are upon 
the market which are absolutely use- 
less. 

The correct brush has white bristiea, 
a plain unvarnished back and is about 
five inches long, oval in shape. 

Use the face brush at night and use 


hot water for the actual scrubbing. Im- . 


merse the brush in hot water, then rub 
it on the soap until you get a good 
lather, and don't be afraid to scrub, al- 
though, of course, you are not supposed 


to treat your face as though it were the 
kitchen floor. 

The value of the brush is in the fact 
that the bristles search the pores of the 

skin and dislodge all congested or for- 

eign matter. Rinse the face in several 
wategs, each one a little cooler than the 
previous. Don't forget that it is just as 
important to remove any particles of 
soap from the skin ducts as it is to 
cleanse the pores from the dust. 

Last of all, give the face a good cold 
sponge in water, cool enocugh to have a 
tonic effect. A few drops of tincture of 
benzoin in the cold water makes a de- 
lightful ending. — 

Sometimes the brush, when first used, 
will irritate the skin a little, This is 
quite natural, as the flesh is unaccus- 
temed to so much friction, 

It this is the case apply a little cold 
‘cream. The skin, however, soon recov- 
ers from any tenderness caused by the 
brush, and once you get accustomed to 
scrubbing your face with a brush you 
will never feel clean or satisfied with 
any other sort of a bath. 


Questions ani Answers 


For the benefit of correspondents who 
wish to make cold cream at home I ap- 
pend several good rec.pes: 

WITCH HAZEL COLD CREAM, 

One ounce each of white wax and. 
spermaceti, one-quarter pint of oll of 
almonds. 

Melt; pour into a mortar, which has 
been heated by being immersed some 
time in boiling water. Very gradually 

, add three ounces of rose water and 
ene ounce ef witch hazel, and assid- 
uously stir the mixture until an emul- 
sion is formed, and afterward unt 
the mixture is nearly cold, 

This cream is particularly useful to 
heal sore or stretched skin. 

Where the skin is greatly In need of 
thorough cleansing the following is ex- 
cellent: 

SOAP CREAM. 
(For Cleansing the Pores.) 

Strained honey, 50 grams; white soap, 
shaved in thin strips (either of the 
floating soaps will do for this, or a pure 
white castile), 40 rams; tincture of 
benzoin, W grams; white wax, 30 
grams; storax, 10 grams. 

Melt the soap, honey and white wax 
and mix, then add the benzoin and 
etorax.

THE KING'S “ROYAL” TRAIN. 


A New Yorker, Just Returned from 

‘Trip Abroad, Describes it—We Have 
Trains Much Superior.

“This train is called the ‘Royal’ and 


mission by the London and Northwest- 
ern Railway Company. it consists of 
two saloons—one or the King and the 
other for the Queea ud the Princess 
Victoria—ihree saloons for the suite, 
and two brake vans. The saloons, 
wihch are of twejv@wheel bogies, are 
each €9 feet 6.1 es in length over the 
buffers, and thé@re is a straight run of 
nearly four hundred feet from end to 


hundred and ten tons. The interiors 
of the royal saloons are luxuriously 
furnished. The King’s smoking-room 
is paneled in mahogafiy with inlays of 
rosewood and satin wood. The chairs 
are upholstered in green leather, and 
the curtame, carpet, and so forth, are 
in similar tones of color: while the 
gilding of the metal work rahs been 
Subdued in effect to keep the whole 
restful to the eyc. 3 

“The King’s day compartment in the 
same saloon is decorated in the colo- 
nial style, and is in white ename!, The 
furniture is of stainwood inlaid with 
ivory. This room also is in green, 
though of a lighter tone. The windows 
are unusually large. The special] fea- 
tures in this and the other rooms are 
the methods of heating or cooling. 
Electric heaters have been introduced, 
and each room can be heated up to any 
temperature desired, For the hot 
weather electric waving fans will help 
to keep the temperature down, and 
these fans can be regulated so as to 
be driven at any of three rates of 
speed. If desired, the windows can 
be lowered, and fine dust-proof venti- 
lators inserted. His Majesty's bed and 
dressing-rooms are also in white en- 
amel with silver-plated fittings, the 
upholstery generally being of a soft 
green shade. | 

“The Queen's saloon is. similar in 
general arrangement to the King’s. Ail 
the rooms are in white enamel, and 
the predominating color is blue, which 
is brightened in effect with light bro- 
cades and a very soft shade of pink 
to tone the electric lights. The Queen's 
bedroom has been draped in soft pink, 
and with the silver-piated bed and the 
fittings in the room it hag a very beau- 
tiful effect. Adjoining fhis is the 
Queen's dressing-room, the furniture of 
which is of satinwood, finely inlaid. 
There are baiconies of carved mahog- 
any to each saloon, which are so fitted 
with windows that they can be used 
as ‘observation’ cars, and they are 
heated by steam. The attend: ts’ ends 
in each saloon are fitted wit etre 
Plugs for connetting to heat 

oviding tea, coffee, and 30

algo provided with portable electric 
table lamps. two royal saloons 
are joined by gangways together. The 
King’s and the Queen’s.bedrooms are 
so fitted that for day journeys they 
ean be turned into drawing-rooms. 

“Before the royal party reached the 
station the first day this train was 
used, an attendant arrived with three 
of the Queen's dogs in covered wicker 
cages. These were placed in the bal- 
cony end of the Queen's saloon next. 
to Her Majesty's bedroom. The 
Queen's saloon was, after the saloons 
of the suite, placed first in order in the 
royal train, and next came the King's 
saloon. The exteriors of both saloons 
have been enameled with the familiar 
colors fivory and chocolate) of the 
London and Northwestern Rallway. 
The outside panels of the saloons bear 
the royal coat of arms, on either side 
of which are emblazoned the insignia 
of the Orders of the Garter, the Bath, 
the Thistle and St. Patrick. The sa- 
loons have been built in six months at 
the Wolverton Works under the su- 
pervision of ©. A. Park, an old and 
valued friend of mine.”

The grand old mountains, suggestive of endurance and 
permanency, found a type of this in the strength of 
these massive walls, and the soft mellow tints of sunligtt 
seemed repeating themselves wherever they faced the 
sunshine. These thick walls, impervious to the heat of 
summer and the cooler air of winter, are peculiarly 
adapted to this climate, and certainly there is nothing 
more picturesque than the old mission style of architec- 
ture that could be adopted for the homes of Los An- 
geles today. * 

We are glad to see that they are multiplying with us, 
and that many of our wealthier residents have modeled 
their homes after the mission style, for if we regard 
the history of the past we shall appreciate the fitness 
of retaining this element in our architecture. Its com- 
fort and simple elegance also recommended it, and the 
skilled architect can easily adapt it to the necessities for 
sunlight and abundant air. 

How often we hear this sentiment expressed by the 
mew arrivals in our midst: “Oh, I am charmed with 
Los Angeles; it has so much that is distinctively Cali- 
fornian; so many beautiful homes that are unlike any- 
thing that we ever see in the East. The old mission 
homes of Los Angeles and of Pasadena seem like a bit 
of the historic past touched with the beauty and the 
charm of the present. I like the tiled roofs, the plas- 
tered walls, the arches and towers that mark them: 
they all whisper of California to me, and of endurance 
and comfort.” 

And this enthusiasm on the part of our eastern visit- 
ors is not surprising. California, to the average east- 
erner, is a land of romance, the traditions of whose past 


are wholly different from those of the Puritan East, 
and everything that partakes of those long-vanished 


days appeals to him, for is it not a part of the Califor- 
nia of his dreams? : 

But as one looks upon the splendid homes of wealth 
that are being reared here in their infinite variety of 
architecture, and upon the introduction of all modern 
inventions that tend to progress, he is apt to dream 
of a future for Los Angeles that shall be resplendent 
with achievement, a future that shall be in keeping with 
the beauty of our clime and the natural grandeur that 
surrounds us. We see it advancing step by step, as 
art, and science, and culture, wealth and inventfon 
gather their forces here, and beyond doubt a not-distant 
tomorrow will witness the culmination of far greater 
advances than we have yet seen, and a quarter of a 
century hence we may here find a city beautiful enough 
to hold the admiration of the world.

The true orator must be a 


ENGLAND AND HER SOLDIERS. 

HB distress of the returned soldiery in England 

is one of the most evident and pitiable misfortunes 

of the time. Part of it is no doubt due to the 
general commercial depression that afflicts the whole of 
Great Britain, and is the result of a complication of 
causes unforeseen and deplorable, and, some of them, 
perhaps, unavoidable even with foresight. 

But the mother country is not wholly free from re- 
sponsibility in the matter; for while the hale and able 
men of her army ought to ask and might desire no 
further help than a popular consideration that would 
make easy openings for them, wherever possible, the 
maimed and broken in health would be justified in seek- 
ing financial aid from the government; and this Eng- 
land seldom accords. Complaints of the extent of our 
pension list are often heard, sometimes with a meas- 
ure of justice, since some who are unworthy undoubt- 
edly, in one way or another, manage to benefit. But 
we might far better err in this direction than in that 
of England. Where men risk their lives at the call 
of their country, they place her under a lasting obliga- 
tion, which she is in honor bound to hold in remem- 
brance. If they are men of the right stamp, they will 
not presume upon that obligation; but their need should 
be met by prompt assistance. 

It is, moreover, to the observer from a distance, a 
question whether the proverbial ingratitude and indif- 
ference of the government of England toward her sol- 
dierly may not have something to do with the present 
general suffering of her returned men. Examples, espe- 
cially the examples of the powerful, are infectious. The 
people cheered much when the soldiers went away, and 
they received them back with renewed vociferatjons. 
But whether they have responded as readily and heart- 
ily with attempts to make openings for them as did our 
own business men at the close of the Spanish-American 
War, the onlooker is inclined, if not to doubt, at least 
to question.

A city official, who has probably had. his temper 
ruffied, and perhaps his shins barked, by bicycle fiends, 
recently proposed that an ordinance be adopted com- 
pelling all bicycle riders to dismount at each street 
crossing.

Later on Napoleon Bonaparte saw the fitness of Ant- 
werp for a great commercial port. He built docks at a 
cost of something like $10,000,000, and was fast making 
the city the commercial capital of Northern Europe, 
when it got another black eye through the revolutions 
which followed his death. A generation or so later, 
Belgium having separated from Holland, Antwerp again 
began to grow, and it is now bigger than it has ever 
been before. 


The Antwerp of Today. 


The Antwerp of today is one of the busiest places of 
continental Europe. It booms like the fast-growing 
cities of the United States. Its new streets are lined 
with buildings which would do credit to New York, and 
it has docks which surpass anything on our Atlantic 
Coast. The River Scheldt has been wal'ed in and deep- 
ened, so that at high tide the biggest oce steamers 
sail right to the edge of the city and anchor there. 
All along the river iron and glass sheds have been 
erected for storing goods, and transferring them from 
the ships to the railroads. Four lines of railway tracks 
run outside these sheds, and next to the river are long 
lines of hydraulic cranes which lift the goods from the 
ships to the cars. On the average, 2500 cars leave the 
city every day. Both cranes and cars are worked by 
a subterranean aqueduct operated by engines. 


Above the warehouse sheds are long promenades paved 
with asphalt, so wide that two two-horse wagon loads of 


but I am sure there are more than 1000 acres. The 
Bassin Du Kattendyk has 230 acres and the Bassin 
Lefebvre has 320 acres. I stopped and made some photo- 
graphs about the Bassin America, where our petroleum 
is landed. Barrels marked “Standard Oi] Company” 
were piled high on the banks, and across the way was 
an enormous brick elevator, which was being filled with 
the wheat from our great Northwest, 

I visited the Red Star quay, where here are ware- 
houses filled with American wood pulp, cotton and ma- 
chinery. I saw Chicago meats in cans, boxes marked 
Philadelphia pickles and every sort of Yankee notions 
in various packages. Two steamers were unloading 
cargoes of corn, oil cake and agricultural machinery, 
and a team of Belgian horses was dragging away about 
six tons of Minneapolis flour at one load. I did not 
count the bags, but there must have been hundreds of 
them. 


Little Elephants in Horsehide. 


And just here I want to speak about the Belgian 
horses used about the wharves. They are little elephants 
in horse hides, and they will haul bigger loads than 
even the horses of Liverpool or Havre. I have never 
seen anything like them. Two of them pull a load of 
eight or ten tons with ease, and single horses drag five 
tons. The wagons used about the docks weigh about 
a ton and a half each, and when you load one of them 
with sixty big bags. of sulphur or several hundred bags 


of wheat you have a load which an American team 
could not budge, but which these Belgian draft horses 
pull along so many feathers, | 
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Where American Goods are Handled. 


I wish I could show you the docks which these Bel- 
gians have built for handling our imports. They are 
among the finest of Europe. The ones which Napoleon 
constructed are still in use. They are two in number, 
one holding about two hundred and fifty ships and the 
other half that number. 

It took me several hours to drive about the new docks. 
I went by miles of iron warehouses and sheds filled with 
all sorts of goods. At times I was in a thicket of masts 
and at others I could hardly see through the network of 
rigging. The docks and canals were filled with boats 
and barges wedged in among the great steamers, and 
cars were moving this way and that carrying the goods 


to floor the half of Belgium. The boards are brought * 5 5 
chiefly from the Southern States and shipped by rail .

Queer American Imports. 
I have made some inquirles concerning our import 


to Belgium, but find it difficult to learn just what they 
are. Many of them come through England and Ger- 


out and in. | could not get the exact area of the docks, 
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ing Company tell me that they sell canned meats of all 
kinds, and also bones and hogs’ hair. The bones are 
shipped to Germany and Russia for buttons, tooth- 
brush handles and such other things, and the hair is 
used to stuff furniture. Belgium buys a great deal of 
beef ham, which is much like our dried beef, and is 
sent over in barrels. American canned meats are sel- 
dom used except for picnic and excursion lunches, but 
our lard and pork hams are part of the regular Belgian 
diet. Much of the goods which comes to Antwerp is 
trans-shipped to other countries. It goes into the gov- 
ernment warehouses, and then passes on to its destina- 
tion without paying tariff duties. 


Ghent and its American Cotton. 


“A vast deal of American cotton comes to Antwerp for 


the spinning mills of Ghent and other factories. Ghent 
is the Manchester of Belgium. It is situated on the 
Scheldt, on the way to Ostend, a short distance from 
Antwerp, and an hour and a half by rail from Brussels. 

Ghent has 160,000 inhabitants, and it is upward of 
six miles in circumference, a large part of it being taken 
up in bleaching grounds. Several small rivers flow 
through the city and there are bridges everywhere. 
There is a wide canal which connects it with the 
Scheldt, and another which connects it with the Lel 
River. Many of the buildings are old, and with its 
canals the town is exceedingly picturesque. 

Ghent is a business city. Its people have always been 


noted as weavers, and in the Middle Ages their cloths 


were famous all over Europe. There are now about 
600,000 spindles in the city itself, and as many more 
in the country about. Our American cotton comes here 
in bales, and is spun and woven into cloths for ex- 
port. a vast amount of it going to the Belgian Congo. 
Ghent is also noted for its linens. it has one of the 
largest linen mills of the world, employing about three 
thousand hands. It is the center of a rich farming 
region and in the country near by some of fhe beauti- 
ful laces, for which Belgium is noted, are made. A 


great part of the lace is still made by hand, the women | | 


doing the work with numerous needles on cushions. 
Judas Mirrors. 


We have a consul- general at Antwerp. I called upon 
him at 11 o’clock this morning, and I have no doubt 
that he knew just how I looked before I got inside his 
door, and this without peeping out of the window. I 
have written of the brass peep holes which the French 
have in the front doors of their apartments so that 
they can peep through, and without being seen, size 
up the person who knocks, before opening the door. 
The Belgians, including the American Consul, have an 
arrangement which keeps pace with that of the French, 
and goes them one better. It is a combination of little 
mirrors fastened on an iron arm ‘or bracket to the wall, 
just outside the window, so that the person within can 
see all that goes on up or down the street. Himself un- 
geen, he can recognize the passer-by, and can spot every 
caller as he approaches his dwelling. Our Consul-Gen- 
eral at Antwerp, as he sits in the large, easy chair by 
his window looking out on the street, has three such 
mirrors, covering both directions, and also the street

his business hours in watching the fair passer-by; but 


I doubt not he thus spots the stranded Americans and 
gives directions to his clerk to tell obnoxious callers 
he is not in.

Odd Things in Belgium. | 
This country, however, has many queer things. The 
horses, for instance, wear straw hats in the summer, 
while the women go bareheaded. The horses cost 
money, and their heads need protection. The women 
are cheaper, and the men tell me they can be had for 
the asking. 3 

This is a country of uniforms, There are men every- 
where wearing gold-laced coats and gold-braided caps. 
Every other servant has a cap and brass buttons. This 
fs so with the street car conductors, the railroad men 
and the servants of the stores. There are soldiers or 
officers on every street corner dressed up to the nines. 
There are very few beggars, for begging is against the 
law, but the people are poor, and it is only the officials, 
with their so-called servants, who are as spick and span 


as the red poppies which spot the summer fields, 


It is odd to see women scrubbing the streets as our 
women scrub their kitchens. That is what they do here. 
Every man must keep bis own sidewalk clean, and it is 
his wife or hired girl who does it. The servant ge 
down on her knees and washes the pavement. : 

It is odd to see a Belgian business street in the even- 
fing. All the store windows have shutters of iron and 
wood, which roll up and down. When the store closes 
the shutters are dropped and the whole street is lined 
with blank walls. | | 


Where Dogs Really Work. 


One of the oddest things, however, is the Belgian 
dog. The expression “work like a dog” must have 
originated here, for the dogs are worked harder than 
any other animals. You see them hauling vegetable 
cars, pulling in the shafts or hitched to the axle. Some- 
times they toil along side by side with a woman, and 
sometimes they do all the pulling themselves. Every 


man who runs a push cart has a dog to help him, and 


the milk cart is always pulled by one or more dogs. It 
is wonderful what the dogs pull and how well they 
I tested one at a dog market in Brusseis. The 


wagon and the dog dragged it through the cobbled 
streets without overexertion. He told me it could pull 
a ton, and that $8 was dirt cheap. At this same market 


I saw draft dogs selling for $20, and other fairly good 


ones brought all the way from $2 up.

A STRANGE BAND OF THESE ANI-

FRICA is not the only country which can boast of 
Are bands of wild asses or mules. The great 
herds of wild horses, led by some noble stallion, 
are no longer to be seen on our western prairies, though 
there are even yet a few small bands roaming through 
Eastern Washington, Idaho, Wyoming and possibly 
others of the Northwestern States. These horses no 
longer depend upon their speed alone for safety, but 
spend most of their time in the hill region, where their 
long knowledge of the country enables them to escape 
human pursuit more easily than they could on the open 
plains. But all of these are far from Southern Cali- 
fornia, and nine out of every ten of The Times’ readers 
will never see a wild horse, though it is not improbable 
that many of them will see the strange wild burros of 
Death Valley, if nothing intervenes to stop the present 
rush which is taking so many into the wilder parts of 
our immediate desert.

When I Shed Blood for Poland. 


Poor little Pole, he had died for France. I myself, 
at the age of fourteen, had shed some blood for Poland. 
Yes, at fourteen. 

But listen. In 1863, the Poles tried to shake off the 
yoke of Russia by force of arms. All young France got 
excited over the struggle, and subscriptions in aid of 
the insurgents were started in all the French schools 
and colleges. I remember collecting a good deal of 
money in my school, and I found all the boys cheerfully 
ready to do without sweets or chocolates for a week or 
so in order to be able to give a franc, fifty centimes, or 
whatever they could afford, out of their little pocket 
allowance, for a cause that all considered a righteous 
one. In the eyes of a French schoolboy an insurrec- 
tion is always a righteous cause. 

However, there was a tall, big boy, who not only re- 
fused to give or promise me any money, but who de- 
clared that he hoped that the Russians would soon ex- 
terminate all the Poles. That was more than I could 
stand. In a moment I had taken off my coat, and ad-

He was older and much stronger than I was, and, 
after a few rounds, I got the worst of it. During the 
struggle he managed to catch hold of my head under 
his left arm and tore a piece of flesh off my face. 1 
bave still a little scar under my left eye which reminds 
me that, at fourteen, I shed my blood for the holy cause 
of freedom. 

My aiversary, however, was not allowed to rest on bis 
laurels very long. Everybody who felt strong enough 
to meet him sent him a challenge, and life was made so 
miserable for him that, at the end of the quarter, Bis 
parents withdrew him from the school. 


A Prisoner of War. 


I was taken a prisoner at the battle ot Sedan. and. 
after spending five months of captivity in the fortress 
of Wessel, on the Rhine, I returned to France, and one 
morning surprised my mother at home. For five months 
and a half she had had no news, and did not know 
whether I was a prisoner of war or whether I had been 
killed. That meeting can better be imagined than de- 
scribed. I could only spend two days at home, as my 
8 was being reorganized in Paris, and I had to

On March 18, 1371, the people of Paris, in possession 
of all the armament which had been placed in their 
hands to defend the capital of France against the Ger- 
mans, decided to make a strange use of their guns.

A disaster at war is not always without its humor- 
ous side. and the French army, having enough reputa- 
tion for bravery to stand a little joke at its own expense, 
I will here, in a few words, tell the story of the capture 
of the Chateau de Becon, of which magna pars ful. We 
were some fifteen hundred braves who took part fn it. 

On April 10 1871, we received from Marsha! Mac- 
Mahon the order to attack and capture the Chateau de 
Becon, on the banks of the Seine. which castle was oc- 
cupied by the Communists, who had placed on its ter- 
race two batteries that swept everything on the road 
from Courbevoie to Paris. The attack was to take place 
during the night. 

Now, everyone knows that a night attack has abso- 
lutely no chance of success unless it is made by old 
troops, by soldiers known every one to their officers. 
The French army was only just being organized after 
the disasters of the Franco-Prussian war, and the reg - 
ments were quickly reorganized with soldiers just re- 
turned from captivity and with young recruits. We did 
not know the men now under us, and the men had 
little ecnficence in officers who had never led them under 
fire before. We all felt how risky the whole thing was; 
still we had orders, and ours was not to discuss but to 
go. 
We started at 1 o'clock in the morning, having to 
march about five miles to reach the chateau. We had 
no maps, and the rumor spread among the troops that 
the engineers, who were in front, did not even know 
where the entrance to the castle was, and that while 
they would look for it in the pitch dark of the night, 
the Communists would probably have time to annihi- 
late our force on the road which their cannons com- 
manded. There was no confidence in the ranks. The 
engineers marched in front, followed by the infantry. 
In the rear we were with the artillery. 

We advanced with great caution, the soldiers with 
guns ready to ‘ire, the officers with swords in their 
right hands, and revolvers in their left. | 

After marching at a very slow pace for two hours 
and a half, we heard a great yell from the front, follow- 
ing shots fired from the castle windows. I will not at- 
tempt to describe the scene of confusion that ensued, a 
panic of the worst description. At the rear, we shouted 
„halt! But to stop in the middle of the night panic- 
stricken soldiers running away, why, you might as well 


vancing toward him with my clenched fists I gave bim 


try to stop with your umbrella an express when run- 


ing at the rate of sixty miles an hour. We had to re- 
treat and return to the spot we had left two hours and 


a half befote. Four men were killed and a dozen or 
so wounded, but every one of the young recruits was 
sure he had a bullet somewhere. 

On hearing of our retreat Marshal MacMahon showed 
himself lenient. He knew what kind of troops we had 
under us, and did not utter one angry word, but or- 
dered us to be ready to resume the attack at daybreak. 


We bivouacked on the spot, took coffee and a nap, and 


at six in the morning ordered our men to march, deter- 
mined now to return dead or victorious. 

We told the men, although we knew nothing about 
it, that the engineers now had the plan of the castle, 
and that the capture of the place would be effected 
without any difficulty, and, to give them more confi- 
dence, some artillery went in front of them. There is 
nothing like the sight of cannon to inspire confidence 
in infantry soldiers. 
of joy from the infantry on hearing that the cannons 
were near, and supporting them. “That’s all right,” 
they would yell, “the big drum is with us. Now we can 
play a tune.” : 

The men marched more cheerfully than we expected. 
Some even began to sing, which is a geat sign of con- 
fidence in marching French soldiers. We now felt we 
were on the road to glory. Still we advanced very cau- 
tiously. Soon we sighted the castle with its thirty ur 
forty windows facing us. All guns were aimed at those 
windows to silence them at once. We saw no one ap- 
pear at the windows. We heard not a sound. 

We went on slowly, cautiously, every hand on the 
trigger. Another big shout started from the front, but 
a shout of joy. We looked with the glasses and saw 
the engineers inside the gates of the castle. We told the 
men that the castle was captured. All hearts felt stout, 
all keen to go on and to take full possession of the 
place. Still we went on with prudence, as an ambus- 


cade might be feared. We were now all of us inside the | 


grounds. ‘ 

Parties were sent to search every part of the castle: 
not a soul was seen anywhere. The castle was empty. 
While we had run away from the castle toward Ver- 
sailles in the night the Communists, after firing a few 
shots from the windows, had run away from the castle 
toward Paris, leaving their two batteries on the terrace, 
A messenger was dispatched to the marsha] to announce 
that we had taken possession of the Castle of B>con. 
Nobody was decorated for it, but we were victorious and 
alive. 


How a Little Tobacco Worked to Save My Life. 


Tragedy was soon to follow this piece of light comedy. 
On April 14 my regiment received orders to attack the 
Neuilly Bridge, a formidable position held by the Com- 
munists. We had no cavalry to do the work, so artil- 
lery were ordered to send the cannons away and to 


charge the force occupying the bridge. Forty men, 


under my command, were chosen. I reviewed my men. 
One of them looked sulky. 


“What's the matter with you?“ I said. 

“Why, lieutenant,” he replied, “we shall never any of 
us come back; the job is a big one. I should like to 
have a pipe before going and I have no tobacco.” 

“Look here, old fellow,” I said, “fill your pipe and 
have a smoke. We charge in ten minutes.” 

I gave him my pouch. He filled his pipe and smoked. 
He said nothing beyond a “thank you.” We started dy 
a by-street, and as sdon as we appeared on the main 
road, 400 yards from the bridge, we made a dash 
What the Germans had not done, some compatriot of 
mine succeeded in doing. I fell severely wounded. Out 
of the forty men who started, ten took the bridge, the 
other thirty fell dead or wounded. I was quickly 


picked up and taken to a house in safety by one of my a 


men—the one whose pipe I had helped to fill. For 
such a small service a French soldier will risk his life, 
and I have always thought I owed mine to my tobacco 


pouch. 


After spending five months in the Versailles hospital 3 


and three more at Saint-Malo in convalescence, the 
army surgeons declared that I should end longer be able 
to use my right arm for military purposes, and 1 was 
granted a liutenant’s retiring pension. 

But for that wound 1 should now be in the French 
army, perhaps enjoying the title of colonel, like most of 
my American friends. MAX O’RELL.

THEIR REMARKABLE Gnowrn Un- 
DER MODERN METHODS. _

Lou is the passſon of the people, and modern 


* 


methods are their joy. As the old era is fading 

away, new branches are springing into favor, and 
the present century will give to woman, in Japan, a 
place in the foreground. In the past, she was relegated 
to obscurity. Today the leading statesmen realize that 
a nation is largely dependent for its power upon the 
training of its daughters. Schools for girls are numer- 
ous, and they are teaching many things, modeling their 
curriculum upon that of foreign nations. 

Tokio boasts its Industrial School, where girls are 
instructed, free of cost, in matters practical, which shall 
help them to an honest livelihood. For seventeen 
years, the school has existed under a president and 
board of directors. Able teachers have each department 
in charge, and here, from 8 a.m. til 4 p.m., 
girls work out their special calling. A German lady 
supervises the sewing and dressmaking. She has lived 
twenty-three years in the land, has learned iis ways 
and its languag>. Married to a native, and the mother 
ok two little ones, she is pecu-iarly in sympathy with the 
girls. Pupils may bring their own materials, and make 
their wardrobes, underwear and upperwear, and Ki- 


monos are in every stage of structure. 
Japanese Exactness. 


A patient exac ness characierizes all the work, and the 
wadding which lincs a garment is handled with as much 
tenderness as if it were a living being. Kindly teaci- 
ers oversee the fitting; and kneeling by their many- 
storied workbox, the patient girls evolve the garments 
which are the triumph of their indusiry. In this de- 
partment, also, is the making of dolls and toy animals. 
a menagerie of wild beasts, unecaged and marvelous in 
their anatomy. Such trinkets strike the native fancy 
and have a ready sale. While the manufacture of 
kimonos, on their native heath, is useful and natural. 
the dreadful results in wools and worsted:, a foreign 
adoption not easily adapted, are quite incongruous wiih 
these artistic people. Long ago, we learned the futilily 
of hideous crochet and ugly knitting. What we have 
thrown overboard, as of barbarous taste, seems a wicked 
infliction on these dainty people. 


A Zeal for Western Methods. 


In their zeal to imitate us, they lean to anything for- 
eign, without discrimination, not knowing that even 
we may have improved. Among a people always thinly 
clad, knitted wristlers and garters may have an excuse 
for being, but there is no pardon for the painful mon- 
‘strosities revealed in florid caps and rainbow bibs, and 
variegated mais that would make an inn ent man sce 


. *@makes! Let the foreign invasion give only the bet 


and the beautiful of itself, as our hideous handiwork 
has no place in the scheme for use or beauty, and these 
innocent victims should not be made the depository for 
our waste trash. In perfect harmony with the native 
life js the beautiful work 


both at home and abroad. The guest, in stockinged 
feet, who patters cautiously among the smcoth mats, 
finds wonderful results evolved from the satin ground, 


and she stoops repeatedly among the frames, to wonder 


and admire. Exquisite taste, infinite patience, _ con- 
summate skill, are exercised in the rare designs of bird 


and flower and landscape which decorate screens, cov- 


ers, kakemonos with regal beauty. 
Drawing in the Schools. 


Closely in touch with the beautiful embroidery is the 
work in drawing, a subject very dear to the Japanese 
heart. ‘Queer enough, the natives rarely draw from 
mature. Object work, life classes, have no part in their 
course. Sketching, as we understand it. is practical.y 
unknown. Al! drawing is done from the flat copy. Only 
twice did I see an attempt to copy a stuffed bird from 
the showcase. Each attempt had a lamentable result. 
Could the original feathcred fowl have returned to study 
dis likeness, he would never have recognized himself 
in the vague “impressionist” picture of this offender 
against all ornithological traditions. Copyists and im- 
itators are these artists, but in regard to natural forms 
they have much to learn. 


Making Flowers. 


A Japanese garden in detail seemed dropped within 
the four walls devoted to flower culture. This is the 
delight of the people, and here they are at their best. 
One might say that ancestral worship, plus flower wor- 
ship, is the religiom of the country, and if ever nature 
may be copied, such work is justiefid by the “fingers 
of these fioral artists. One sces every eee the 
lovely flower. Each bench is fitted with iis dish of 
paints, and its hot hebachi, for firing the tools. Metal 
malds, fitted with leaves and petals, are put under a 


letter press, and the form emerges as an exact repro- 


duction. Deftly are they painted, skillfully tinted at 
the edges, and shaded to the center. Clumsy scissors 
snip the fine wire and roll it with green paper to de- 
velop stems. A tiny tool, heated in the embers, is 
pressed into the delicate calyx or corolla, to give each 
sepal, or each petal its peculiar dent or form. Baby 
forceps adjust it to the stem. Tenderly are the stamens 
placed, each bearing its tufted top in lieu of another. 


The pistil is dipped in a mass of yellow flakes and 
' feathery pollen results. Below the 


thumb, on the 
fleshy part of each left hand, the pupil wears a mass 
of paste, in which are inserted the miniature organs. 
before being placed. The most painstaking care marks 
every step. A love of the work, and a joy in the growth 
of the garden, are clearly evident. They suggest the 
mother love for the child that she trains, and a garden 
of pretty flower children grow up in the schoolroom. 
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in embroidery, which is 
Japan's peculiar art, and will always be in demand 


Brilliant buttercups, delicate cherry blossoms, bunches 
of asters, the running morning glory and the drooping 
wistaria and feathery heather lend a radiant beauty. 
So strong is their love for flowers, that the Japanese 
must have them, real or simulated, at all times. Doubt- 
less it deepens not a little the national gentleness and 
courtesy to deal continually with the treasures of the 
garden. Certain it is that flower culture, real or ar- 
tificial, will always have a ready market. It is a practical

A High Sckool Course. 


The Girls’ High School comprises three courses, the 
literary, the technical and the scientific. Very much 
attention is given to the national literature and history, 
while sewing and drawing have strong place. Music, 
too, is a prominent study. Science work has its crude 
beginning, along the lines which have reached such 
high development across the water. The class in biology 
was most interesting. 

No rich equipment aided the faithful effort. There 
was no compound microscope, with various glittering 
objectives. Each pupil had her simple pocket lens, her 
pan of water and her specimen. Two pairs of forceps, 
two of scissors, a scalpel and a probe were the outfit 
of her little toolbox. A bottle of alcohol had hardened 
each specimen and prepared it for drawing. In a land 
where the cicada singeth without ceasing, specimens are 
easily obtainable, and here one might hope for original 
work, as the scholars literally draw from nature. But 
alas! Perhaps the little ladies are not quite ready to 
see with their own eyes. Certainly the worthy cicada 
had been drawn, analyzed, labeled, on the blackboard, 
and all his parts were jndicated, “dorsal-ventral-egg 
guide,” ete., and classroom work proved copy, rather 
than investigation. Laboriously each scholar sketched, 
and results revealed every degree of skill. Certain 
drawings showed the accuracy of the student's trained 
eye and a marked beauty in winged venation. Others 
indulged in high lights of blue, red, yellow, not trace- 
able to the original flyer, but suggestive of Joseph’s gay 
coat. The English labels were often distorted, but the 
genuineness of the effort was always evident. 


Lack of Levity. 


Most marked is the earnestness, always pervading 
school work. Complete absorption in the lesson is 
never interrupted by the entrance of a visitor. Barely 
a passing glance is given to the arrival. Attention to 
the work does not flag. Study seems the all-engrossing 
thought of the young minds. Rarely, in the American 
echoolroom, do we see such utter devotion. Levity or 
trickery is incomprehensible in the Japanese school- 
room. It simply never occurs. Young women are as 
sedate and orderly as if they were a band cf State coun- 
cilors. On the playground, they give themselvcs up 
cqually to fug and frolic. About four hundred pupils 
from all over the land are fitting here, to go back as 
teachers to all parts. More than one-half of them are 
boarders. The dormitories are fitted with single cots 
of foreign style, and a dozen girls occupy a_ hall. 
Throughout the empire, schoolgirls are known by their 
dark kimono and magenta skirt. a 

To the foreign, the High School dining-room is a 
novel sight. Long wooden benches seat the girls, and 
long wooden tables are ranged with edibles. Each 
scholar has her chop-sticks, her bowl of rice, another 
bow! of cut fruits, a little teapot, and a huge slice of 
bread. At intervals stand wooden firkins with more 
supplies. At a separate table sit the teachers with a 
similar outfit. The head master speaks excellent Eng- 
lish, and refers with pride to his years passed at the 
Oswego Normal. Noble tribute he paid to the memory 
of that woman, great and good, whose work in history, 
at Oswego, at Wellesley, and at Stanford, has made her 
famous in the educational world, whore gentle deeds

University for Women. ; 


As Japan owes her traditions and her customs to 
ancient China and Kors a, so, truly, does she owe many 
a modern impulse to America. The sunburst of prog- 
rezs, which has brightened the land in the last half 
century, reaches its zenith in the advancement of 
woman. The work is slow, even now in the embryo, but, 
emerging by change and development, from, a past that 
was bound by traditions and encrusted with prejudices, 
the results are magical. As an outgrowt) of the new 
life, the Woman's University is a starting surprise 
both to native and for.igner. It is the hope and triuniph 
of a Christian genticman, whose life is devoted to ed- 
ucation, whose talents are dedicated to the uplift of his 
countrywomen. His great work of tcday is based on 
American principles. As a student cf Andover Semi- 
nary and of Clark University President Naruse is 
grounded in the education theories of the S:ates. In a 
prolonged tour through our country, he visited all the 
leading colleges for women, and returned t) Japan in 
‘94, determined on the achievement cf a similar insti- 
tution in his own land. . 

Count Okuma and other prominent men, b lieving in 
the national need of intelligent women, gave their 
money to the great scheme, and the universiiy opened 
its doors in April, 1901. Its extensive grounds lie on a 
height, outside the city limits. The approach is through 
an avenue of cherry trees, which lend their wondrous 
beauty to the place in spring-tide. Flowering’ plants 
are abundant. Tennis courts stretch out before the im- 
posing buildings. The rooms are large, ligit and airy. 
Bare simplicity is a feature of the schoolrooms, as it is 
of the nations’s homes. No sign of ornament relieves 
the severity. The immense assembly-room has cush- 
joned benches. The study rooms have the most prim- 
itive desks of deal wood, hand-made, and straight chairs 


without hinge or patent device. No ink wells. Bach 
pupil brings her own ink bottle, 


The Courses. 


There are three distinct courses, the high schcol, the 
preparatory and the university. The aim of the man- 


| agement is to extend the work down, through the gram- 
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music in America! That is the thought which 


in Ueno Academy, and recover from the shock to the 
system. 


A Picneer in Music. 


A very generous courtesy is accorded the visitor, 
who is escorted through class and practice rooms, to 
enjoy every branch of the work. 

English is a factor of the academy, and a class of 
thirty boys and girls were correcting their exercises, 
just as American scholars struggle with their Latin 
prose, and differentiating between the adverb “too” and 
the preposition to.“ Patient and earnest were their 
efforts, and very patient and earnest was the native 
teacher. Her pronunciation could never be good Eng- 
lish, and it emphasized the need of a foreign teacher 
for a foreign language. The politeness and ceremony 
which prevail between the Japanese teacher and pupil 


lend great dignity to the class work, and give some- 


what the impression of stolidity ‘and coldness. Any- 
thing like the freedom of a joke, even of camaraderie, 
would be impossible to the formal Japanese mind. 
Nothing like levity could enter the classroom, which 
is sacred to learning.” Pupils with violins and music 
books passed to the practice-rooms, where appeared 
the same devotion to the fine art. Whether beginner 
or advanced student, he kept busily at work, unheed- 
ing the guest who sat down to read the notes or follow 
the execution. Only once or twice did a giggling little 
girl show any consciousness of company. 


Music Under Difficulties. 


One realizes the difficulty which these faithful 
students meet, in the jangling, jarring notes of the 
piano, which would try the nerves of any music lover. 
The institution has several grand instruments, which 
are used on State occasions, but they could not be 
entrusted to the contant hammering of unskilled 
fingers. In general, all the piano practice is done at 
the conservatory, two and three hours a day being re- 
quired of each pupil. Thus instruments become worn 
and strained faster than they can be replaced. A piano 
is still 4 rare luxury, found only in very wealthy 
homes. Where every miner or day laborer has his in- 
strument in America, only the princely household 
knows its presence in Japan. The comfortable middle 
class is still very poor, if judged by American standards, 
A number of the pupils own a harmonicum, of three 
or four octaves, made in Japan, which would cost 50 
or 60 yen. A grander instrument is quite beyond their 
means. 

While we think of these students—in school six days 
of the week, from 8 a.m. till 4 p.m., with an hour for 
luncheon in the park—as children, in reality many are 
beyond their teens. There are earnest young men; and 
many married women of 23 or 25 years, often mothers, 
who are giving all their time to music. In some cases 
the husbands are army men, away for months or years, 
and the little wives, living with the parents-in-law, 
leave the babies in @re of the elders, and give them- 
selves up to music. 


Love of Education. 


These people, so long trammeled by custom, so lately 
revealed to themselves, are consumed with the joy of 
study. Often, too, there is need of money, and the hope 
of gain. The Ueno sehool takes high stand. Its en- 
trance examinations are each year more stiff. It re- 
quires a foundation of intelligence in its applicants, 
before they are admitted, and many are turned away 
who do not meet the requirements. The completion 
of the course is marked by graduation and diploma, 
and the students go Out as authorized teachers. Thirty 
yen per month is a large sum, and the 50 yen which 
are earned by very able teachers make an immense sal- 
ary for the people whose needs are few, and whose ex- 
penses are very light. 

Prof. Yunker’s Classes. 


Probably no greater surprise awaits the tourist in all 
Japan than the rendition of music, both matter and 
manner considered, in Prof. Yunker’s classes. Under 
the spell of his magnetism, Japanese formality has 
broken down, and German friendship prevails. Life 
and sympathy, so strictly a part of the musical self, 
have replaced all stolidity, and one feels the force of 
friendship between teacher and pupils. He speaks to 
them, as he speaks of them, with convincing eloquence. 
Coldness and apathy are impossible under his electric 
sway. Students feel his burning enthusiasm, his glow- 
ing love for the passage before them, and they prove 
the power within them. He is their inspiration to 
great achievement. He arouses the naturalness of 
youth, sympathetic and responsive, which is a marked 
contrast to the dull repression before the native 
teacher. Expression is the object of his work. The 
attitude of the student is that of the child who emerges 
from cloud into sunshine. He places a chair on the 
platform with an ease that is born of love for the work 
to come. 285 

The orchestral rendering of Schubert's Unfinished 
Symphony was a work of high merit. Violias, flutes, 
oboes, bass viols, played well their part. They caught 
the spirit of the leader, and nobly responded to his 
years of earnest service. a 

Prof. Yunker numbers among his triumphs a young 
lady who is teacher to the Crown Princess. Another 
of his pupils has just returned to honor her country as 
finished artiste, after immediate study under the great 
Joachim. 

In choral work the results are astonishing. They 
prove the possibilities of raw material, under a superior 
guide who is left untrammeled in his work. No ragged 
attempt marks this Japanese chorus. A simultaneous, 
vigorous attack characterizes the opening note. Smooih-

ness and evenness prevail. Shading and phrasing are 
carefully considered. Enunciation_is distinct, and the 
listener finds it difficult to realize that the English 
so clearly uttered rings out from Japanese throats. 
An air from Schumann was most gracefully rendered. 
Selections from Mendelasohn’s “Paulus,” and a chorus 


astounds, and one must grow used to Boston methods 


from Haydn’s “Creation” were marvels of execution. 

Pupils are stimulated to their best efforts by. the 
patronage of the Empress, who visits the academy 
twice a year, when most elaborate concerts are given 
in her honor. 

Prof. Yunker has four foreign assistants. A French 
priest, who has been long in the land, is skilled in the 
language, and does able work in harmony, counter- 
point and organ. 

The professor is most just and {mpartial in praise or 
reproof. He finds that the girls are usually more at- 
tentive, more able and quick. From them he gets far 
better general results than from the boys. Among the. 
girls are special] prodigies, and the same jealcusy is 
shown toward the little geniuses as develops among 
other peoples and among other musicians. Often the 
stars of Ueno are criticised and ridiculed by their com- 
rades, for no better reason than their very superiority. 
and excellence. May che higher education of woman 
evercome her tendency to be petty, even in her great- 
ness! May a wider culture give her larger vision, and 
make her just and generous!

T WAS thirty-five years ago this winter when a 
1 York newsboy originated the street faker busi- 
ness. 

This boy walked into the Nassau street store of one 
his daily customers one morning and said: 

“Mr. Hughes, I’ve been thinking over what you said 
to me the other day about not always being a newsboy. 
You know you have told me to come to see you when 
Id had an idea what I wanted to do.” | 

“Yes,” replied the hardware merchant, “I remember. 
Tell me what you think you'd like to be.” 
wen,“ said the fourteen-year-old lad, “I've been 
noticing lately that nobody sells anything to the crowds 
in the streets except a few foreigners who don't half try 
to peddle their feather dusters. I'd like to sell things 
on the street.” 

“But they don’t make a living, and how could you 
do any better?” asked the man. 

The boy’s answer was earnest. : 

“You give me a chance with something, and In show 
you right here two blocks from your store. I’ve thought 
it all out—and all I’ve got to do is to yell.” 

“To what?” the merchant queried. 

“To yell,” said the boy. Let em know I'm selling 
things and get a crowd around me.” 

“By Jove!” the man ejaculated, half to himself after

The Enives Sold in a Jiffy. 


It was something unheard of for a person to yell 
merchandise on the streets, and the passers-by were 
attracted at once. Then, too, the price at which the 
boy was offering the then famous and universally used 
pocket knife was phenomenal. The result was that 
those who stopped through curiosity fell over one an- 
other in their eagerness to secure the knives, ard in 
less than twenty minutes the boy bad sold his stock. 
He returned immediately to Mr. Hughes’s store. 

“T’'ve sold all the knives,” he said simply, as he laid 
the money om a counter, “and I’ve come for two dozen 
more.” 


“Mercy on us!” was the exclamation with which the 
— expreased his astonishment. “How'd you do 
it?” 

“Just yelled, as I said I would,” replied the boy. 

“What did you yell?” asked the man. 

The boy told him. “And I didn’t lie, either,“ he 
added, “for I didn’t say that they were the famous 
Blank knives.” 

The answer quickly secured the boy two dozen more 
knives. He pocketed them, went to his stand, and, as 
with the first lot, sold them in a jiffy. 

For the second time he returned to the store and 
asked for another two dozen, but Mr. Hughes would not 
accommodate him. He was a cautious soul. 

“No more today, George,” he said. Let's wait and 
see. whether anybody makes a complaint. You come 
in tomorrow and if everything is all right, I'll supply 
you with more knives. But before you go I want to 
give you your share of the sales—10 per cent. That's 
$2.40.” 

The next day the boy was at the store when Mr. 
Hughes arrived. As the latter had received no re- 
monstrance over yesterday's proceedings, he again sent 
the boy out with a lot of knives, and before the day 
was over the youngster had disposed of a gross. And 
in a week he had sold every American Blank knife in 
the store, something that the merchant had vainly tried 
to do for over a year. 


‘A Monopoly of the Business. 


In such manner the faker trade was originated, which 
today gives steady employment to hundre’s of men and 
represents an invested capital of several hundred thou- 
sand dollars. And the boy who conceived the initial 
idea is at the head of the business which he has spent 
a lifetime in systematically organizing, with the result 
that his fortune is conservatively est mated at half a 
million dollars, “despite the fact,” as he says, that I’ve 
had to raise and educate a family of eleven children.” 

Indeed, this one man has a practical monopoly of the 
business. Wherever a street faker—or street man, as 
he prefers to be called—is found, it is pretty safe to 
assume that he is barking his wares on a commission 
for the original street man, often dubbed, to hfs disgust, 

“the king of the fakers,” For the king not only has 
an office and two big warehouses in New York, but 
‘branch offices, with storerooms, in Boston, Philadelphia, 
Chicago, St, Louis, and a half-dozen other cities, from 
which the fakers of the different sections of the coun- 
try are supplied and zent out to sell the novelties, 
From the day he began selling pocket knives, “the boss,”

And because he has gone about it so thoroughly, he has 
never had to meet with any competition worth speaking 
of. 

The man’s story of how he has evolved and kept his 
grasp on the faker business is simple and interesting. 
Among other things it tells how the tray, the push cart, 
the wagön, the two-horse truck were brought into the 
business; how merchants pleaded with a mere boy to 
help them get rid of stock that had encumbered shelves 
for years; and why—strangest thing of all—his street 
men are ordered never to yell a lie in order to dispose 
of their wares. 


How the Tray Was Introduced. 


“Just as I was about through selling knives,” he 
sajd the other day, “an importer of Japanese trinkets 
came to me while I was standing in front of the old 
postoffice in Nassau street and said: 

„i've been watching your success with the knives, 
and I believe you. can help me sell some stuff I’ve had 
on my hands for a year or more.’ . 

“I went with the man to his store and he showed me 
gross on gross of small Japanese handkerchief boxes 
and smaller boudoir ornaments. For some reason or 
other the retailers hadn’t been able to make ‘em go, 
rand, as a result, the wholesaler found that he had made 
a bad investment. 

“Well, afier he had promis d to give me a commission 
of 15 per cent. on what I could sell, I started thinking 
out how I'd go about it. The knives I carried in my 
pockets, holding two or three at a time in my hand. 
But I couldn’t do that with the Japanese stuff, and, be- 
sides, I'd an idea that, if I could display em some way, 
the people would be attracted by the colors. 

“Suddenly, while I was trying to study cut the prob- 
lem, I thought of how waiters carry dishes on trays, 
and I hurried away to a friend who was a carpenter. 

„want you to make me a tray of light wood,’ I said, 
‘so I can hang it around my neck, or carry it easily.’ 
And 1 described the tray that today is used by street 
men. 

“He made it for me in an hour or so. I paid him $1 
for the job, and went back to the store. I explained 
my scheme to the merchant and he fell in w-th it at 
once and heaped the tray with handkerchief boxes and 
pin cushions and ink stands and what not. “And you 


he said. 3 

“I went to my first stand in front of the old post- 
office and, say, you should have seen the men and 
women fight to buy those knick-knacks. Why, in two 
weeks’ time I'd cleaned out the wholesaler’s stock and 
had put $250 in the savings bank. Yes, sir, and I was 
only fourteen years old; and by the time I was fifteen 


‘| I'd $500 in the bank, and besides I kept my mother and 


myself. Not bad for a boy, eh?” 

“Do you know, when I began bringing home so much 
money to mother she couldn't believe I'd earned it 
honestly—thought there was something crooked som>- 
where. And she was not entirely satisfied that every- 
thing was all right until I'd let her come downtown 
one day and stand by me while I made sales. After that 
she was so proud of me that she couldn't help talking 
to all the neighbors about me all the time. 

“Well, that’s how the-tray came into the business, 
and the next step in the evolution was the push cart. 


How Clocks Caused the Use of the Push Cart. 


“A few months after I'd cleaned up the handkerchief 
boxes—in the meantime I'd sold odds and ends that 
different merchants furnished me—I got a chance to 
handle some new-fangled clocks that hadn't being go- 
ing well. You sce, I've always made a pont of telling 
things that other people can't. That's what has made 
this business and makes it profitable, for articles that 
can't be sold in the regular way I can secure at szcri- 
fice rates, sell them for a good deal less than the orig- 
inal prices and still come out ahead. At first, how- 
ever, I sold entirely on commission, but for many years 
I've been buying outright as well, and in all that time 
I've been stuck only twice through bad judgment. 

“Well, when I got a whack at the clocks I saw at 
once that the tray would be useless. As luck would 
have it, I knew a Cornishman, called “Banana John.” 
because he ran a little fruit store and delivered his 
goods in a pushcart. I got him to let me have the cart 
for a day for a dollar and this I loaded with clocks. I 


I sold seventy and the third day about fifty. 

But I didn’t like the way the sales dropped off. and 
I worried about it. Finally 1 got an idea 
that if I'd hire two or three men to he'p 
me sell the clocks and in this way work different parts 
of the town at the same time, the sales would go up 
again. And they did, and the four of us made things 
hum until the last clock was gone. 

“It was not until I'd introduced the one-horse wogon, 


though, that I cpened up an office and began regulariy 


employing men and systematically pushing the business. 
That experience made me feel sure, of myself and con- 
vinced me that I'd really got hold of an extremely 
good thing. 


A Merchant Pleads With the Boy. 


“Like many another merchant, a wholesale dealer in 
Japanese goods came to me and asked me to accom- 
pany him to his office. When we arrived there he 
showed me row after row of Japanese cabinets, about 
three feet high and a foot and a half wide, with lacquer 
and mother-of-pearl work showing extensively.

A Meccan priest added the following to my col- 
lection of rewards; God will build seventy thousand 
cities in Paradise, each city containing seventy thousand 
mansions, each mansion seventy thousand  houris, 
each houri surrounded by § seventy thousand 
beautiful serving women, for the pilgrim—mark this— 
who shall say his prayers with the best accent on the 
Haj Day.

The Precincts of Paradise. 


Once a year, on the approach of Ramazan, the pre- 
cincts of Paradise, and all its gardens and palaces, are 
illuminated, festooned and decorated, and a most melo- 
dious wind, known in Arabic by the name of Meshireh, 
awakens the trees to harmony.

and Revzan answers, “O ye fair-faced houris, this is 
the eve of the holy moon of Ramazan. The gates of 
Paradise have I ordered to be opened unto the fast- 
keepers of the faith of the faithful.“ Then Allah, ad- 
dressing the angel, who has charge of hell, says to him: 
“O Malik, I bid thee to close thy gates against the fast- 
keepers of the faith of my apostle.” And next, sum- 
moning the archangel of Revelations, He gives com- 
mand, saying: 0 Gabriel, go forth in the earth and 
put Satan in chains, and all his followers, that the 
path of my chosen people may be safe.” So, on the first 
day of Ramazan, Gabriel, accompanied by hosts of 
angels, swoops down on the earth. He has six hundred 
wings, and opens all of them except two. In his hands 
he bears four green banners, emblems of the Mu lim 
creed. These he plants in Palestine, and on the sum- 
mit of Mount Sinai, and on the Prophet’s tomb in Me- 
dina, and in the Harem of Mecca. His army of angels 


on the surrounding mountains. On the eve of the day 
of reward, which is called Ghadre, the angels are or- 
dered to disperse throughout the Muslim world, and 
every true believer seen praying during that night is 
embraced by one of them, and his prayer meets with an 
angelic amen. At the dawn of Ghadre day a heavenly 
bugle recalls the angels to Mecca. When Gabriel re- 
turns to heaven it is to say to Allah, “My Lord, all the 
true believers have I forgiven in Thy name save those 
who have been constant wine bibbers, or incurred the 
displeasure of their parents, or indulged in abusing their 
fellow-Muslims.”’

The 
seventh is the anniversary of Mohammed’s victory over 
the Kuraish in the battle of Bedre, and is a great day 
with all true believers. For the rest, the Arabs follow 
the example of their Prophet in breaking their fast on 
dates and water; special angels are appointed to plant 
heavenly trees, and to build divine palaces in rea lines 
for such of the Muslims as should not neglect their re- 
ligious purifications in this month, and as should not 
forget to behave themselves as Allah's guests.“ Many 
religious Muslims, doubtless, adhere strictly to all the 
rites and observances of the occasion. Some, on the 
other hand, though they may fast during the day de- 
vote the night to dissipation. Indeed, in every capital 
of Islam, in Teheran, in Constantinople, and in Cairo, 
the darkling hours are given up to amusements and 
to vicious pursuits. A Persian pilgrim, on whose trust- 
worthiness I can rely, gave me a graphic description of 
the keeping of Ramazän in Teherän—a description 20 
shocking in many particulars that | must excuse myself 
from repeating it. :

A REMARKABLE WOMAN. 

The financial world of Blue Grass Kentucky was never 
more startled than when the will of Mrs. Anna M. Fis- 
ter, a market woman of the Sandersviile precinct of 
Lexington county, was offered ‘for probate in tne 
County Court. For the last fifteen years Mrs. Fister 
had been a familiar figure in the streets of Lexington 
and at her stall in the market place. 

The weather was never too bad nor the sun too warm 
for the energies of this wonderful woman, and no mat- 
ter how cold or how hot it might be she drove to town 
at the break of day in her market wagon bringing bar- 
rels and sacks and bushels of vegetables. 

Her bright round face greeted her customers in the 
market-house with a smile, and her price was the price 
fixed by the other stall renters. She named her price, 
and what she had left she divided between the two hos- 
pitals, never taking it back home. Mrs. Fister was a 
Samson in strength and could handle a barrel of cab- 
bage or potatoes as easily as a strong man, and, al- 
though she weighed 230 pounds, she mounted the seat 
on her wagon with the agility of a boy. 

Mrs. Fister had her notions regarding the producing 
and marketing of vegetables and of the rearing of her 
family. and Mr. Fister let ber have her own way. In- 
deed, there were few persons, prior to the filing of the 
will in court, who knew that there was a Mr. Fister. 
She never allowed him to market, declaring his place 
was in the garden. ' 

The children, of whom there were nine, were per- 
mitted to work; but she would not require of them the 
kind of work she chose to do herself, and only the eld- 
est daughter was allowed to go to market. When Mrs, 
Fister desired to run two wagons this daughter was put 
in charge of one, and she handled it after the notion of 
the mother. Mrs. Fister desired her children should 
have an education and had most of them continually in 
college, three of the girls having been educated at fe- 
male schools in various of the country, while the 
boys have been attending various colleges. _ 

Mrs. Fister's property, which she left to her husband 
during his lifetime, decreeing that at his death it should 
be divided equally among her children, consists of 310 
acres of land two and a half miles from Lexington, on 
the Maysville turnpike, which is bringing in an annual 
rental of $2500, and which is valued at $38,750; 
tracts of seventy-four acres each at Sandersville, valued 
at $14,800; bank stock, $24,000, and notes for $7500, mak- 
ing a total assessable property of $85,650. Other prop- 
erty, such as farming implements and fixtures necessary 
to up-to-date gardening, are valued at $5000, making 
her total wealth foot up 390650. 

Mrs. Fister never worked on Sunday. Her Monday 
morning vegetables were gathered either Saturday after-, 
noon, night, or before daylight Monday. She declared 
that there should be one day's rest and she had all of 
her family observe this rule. She believed in producing 
everything necessary to living and consequently bought 


| little or nothing but clothing for the family. 


Until within ten days of her death Mrs. Fister was 
an active business woman. On account of her charitable 
inclinations and the pride she took in the education of 
her children, she had scores of friends ready to pay the 
price she named for the produce of her little vegetable 
farm.—[New York World.

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REMINISCENCES OF THE EARLY LIFE § 
OF THE AMBASSADOR. . 


By a Special Contributor. 


R. WHITE, our Ambassador at the court of Ber- 
lin, has resigned his post and proposes to retire 
absolutely from public life. In his early career 
the writer enjoyed a quite intimate acquaintance with 
him, and regards that acquaintance as one of his most 
pleasant and profitable experiences. . 

The true proportions of a building, ‘its architectural 
beauty and its harmony with its surroundings, cannot be 
clearly seen till it is fully completed, the scaffolding torn 
down and the grounds cleared of the débris of construc- 
tion. Mr. White still lives and his life work is not com- 
pleted. It is too early to review his career, but some 
glimpses of his early life are not out of time. 

I first met him in Ann Arbor, Mich., in the fall of 
1857. He came to the university as professor of his- 
tory. I was a student in the second year, and so came at 
once under his notice. | 

He was a small man, slight of frame, fair and delicate 
in complexion, with scarcely a hint of beard; and, 
though 25 years of age, he might readily have passed 
for 18 or 20. : 

Arriving at Ann Arbor he sent his heavy baggage by 
truck and, taking a small satchel in his hand, started 
uptown. Half way up he was overtaken by a big senior, 
who somewhat loftily.accosted him: 

“Well, you're a new arrival, I guess?” 

“Yes; I've just got off the train.” 

“Going to try for the classical or scientific course?” 

“Classical, I think; I prefer that.” an 

“Well, examinations begin tomorrow; requirements 


ma ve been raised this year and you'll have to be well up 


to get in.” , 
»I must take my chance with the rest, I suppose.“ 
“If I were you I'd go to Prof. Frieze first for Latin, 
then to Williams for mathematics; if you pass win 
them you'll be more likely to get through your Greek 


with Prof. Boise. He's the hardest man to pass in th: 


whole faculty; leave him to the last. 

“Well, I leave you here; good luck to you and here's 
my card. Come and rec me after the battle is over.” 
Not till he entered the department of history and beheld 
his supposed freshman in the professor’s chair did he 
know his man. Good fellow as he really was, when the 


lecture was over he went forward and “hoped the ex- 


aminations had proved easy.” 

‘We soon discovered that Prof. White was a new forc>. 
Weak in body, he was gigantic in energy. On the lecture 
platform he was manifestly girded and restrained lest 
his nervous enthusiasm and straining energy might burst 
bonds and overflow. He spoke rapidly; his sentences 
were short and epigrammatic, packed with meaning 
and, to follow him, closest attention was absolutely 
mecessary. The characters of history were set before 
you as distinctly as actors on the stage; swift, fas- 
cinating, dramatic. When he ended, always unex- 
pectedly, his audience experienced first a sense of regret 
that the hour was over, and then of relief from the 
tense mental strain to which they had submitted with 
#0 much pleasure. 

His lectures speedily became popular. Students of al! 
elasses, and men and women from the city, crowded his 
classroom till it could not hold them, and, at last, “his 
lectures were given in the chapel. 

The university grounds, when he first came there, were 
forty acres of level “oak openings,” with here and there 
an old oak, sturdy survivals of early prairie fires. The 
only walks were the irregular paths made by the stu- 
dents as, on the way to classes, they entered the gates 
or jumped the fences for short cfits. Prof. White move! 
the regents to lay out walks in artistic designs, in- 
stigated and superintended the planting of trees and 
shrubs, and speedily replaced chactic neglect with 
orderly beauty. 


The next year I was out of eoleze the first five 
months, trying, by teaching a private school, to get 
money enough to carry me through the last five. Re- 
turning, as scon as my preparations were complete, I 
asked permission to present myself for examination on 
ground gone over in my absence. He met me cordially 
in his library, but, quickly fired his first question, “Why 
dave you been absent; much is lost you can never make 
up by study alone.” 


“Undoubtedly,” was my reply, “but it takes money to 
remain uninterruptediy in college, and mine was gone.” 

„Ah!“ was his only comment, but the tone was kindly, 
even complimentary, and it was plain I was forgiven. 
Prof. White had means in abundance, and had availed 
himself of every advantage to be had from travel and 
study, but he was full of sympathy for those whe carried 
burdens and fought their battles under difficulties. The 
examination grew into an animated conversation, in 
which the student asked as many questions as the pro- 
fessor, and it ended by his saying, “Well, you have read 
thoroughly, and thought not a little. I value the think- 
ing more even than the reading, and I'll see that your 
name stands clean in the new catalogue.” 

He never failed to keep an engagement. His word 
once given was always fulfilled. After graduating in 
1860, the Board of Education called me to the prin- 
cipalship of the schoels of Dexter, a village, then, hav- 
ing a thousand inhabitants, situated ten miles west of 
Ann Arbor. For the winter a course of lectures was 
planned. The services of some local clergymen were 
secured, one lawyer and Prof. White. These gave 
their lectures free, and tickets enough were sold in ad- 
vance to pay hall rent, lights and janitors. Mr. White’s 


‘address was set for Friday evening. Wednesday a ter- 


rific blizzard began and by noon of Thursday trains 


were stalled in the snow and all business was suspended. 


Friday morning my ticket-holders saluted me with, “No 


lecture tonight; he can’t get here.” At noon came this 
telegram: 

“Trains dead; horses alive. Take sleigh for Dexter 
this afternoon. A. D. WHITE.” 
At 6 o'clock two weary horses wallowed through the 
snow to our only hotel, dragging a sleigh with nothing 
visible in it but a pile of buffalo robes. The horses were 
white with their own frozen breath, the driver was 
bearded with icicles, but from under the pile of robes 
scrambled the professor and his wife, kept warm by hot 
— and regarding their ride as an amusing adven- 
ure, 

The subject of the lecture was “Character as Revealed 
in History,” and I was anxious to note how an uncul- 
tivated audience would appreciate a great scholar's ef- 
fort. To my delight, he secured absolute sttention and 
held them as under a spell to the end, and then they 
erowded around him for introduction, plied him with 
questions and almost overwhelmed him with thanks. 
It was his first appearance for a public address, and he 
often playfully thanked me for introducing him, as a 
lecturer, to the great American public. He kept his 
promise to lecture, but at a heavy cost for a team on 
that inclement night, and with an exposure few would 
have willingly risked, | 

When he liked and believed. in a man he gave bim 
his heart always, and his mighty help when it was 
needed. This trait was signally illustrated in his rela- 
tions with Charles Kendall Adams, whose brilliant 
career ended recently by death in Redlands; When Mr. 
White's health failed and he felt he must give up his 
work in the University of Michigan, he asked the 
regents to appoint Mr. Adams instructor in story, dur- 
ing bis absence. Mr. Adams had just graduated, was 
unknown and untried. Mr. White knew him: he knew 
his indomitable perseverance and his amazing capacity 
for work. Doubting. hesitating, the regents finally 
yielded, the more readily because it was generally  sup- 
posed Mr. White's absence would be limited to one year. 
At the end of two years he tendered a final resicnation 
and Mr. Adams, warm in his seat, and strengthened by 
two years of tremendous effort and invaluable experi- 
ence, was elected to the chair of history. 

After prolonged travel and study in Europe, Mr. White 
returned to his home in Syracuse, N. v., from which 
place he was elected to the State Senate, where he met 
Ezra Cornell, the founder of Cornell Univerzity. ‘This 
acquaintance led to the selection of Mr. White as first 
“president of that great institution. It is not necessary 
to trace here the phenomenal growth of Cornell under 
his presidency. When, with infinite patience and pro- 
found wisdom, he had carried the university through 


he had placed her well up in line with the great imsti- 
tutions of the land, once more the frail body failed to 
maintain the undertakings of the brain and he was 
oblizel to resign. 

Then again he remembered his former protegé. The 
regents of Cornell desired an eastern man for the presi- 
dency; but Mr. White went before them and made an 
elaborate address advocating the selection of Mr. 
Adams. He carefully reviewed his career, analyzed his 
talcnts and characteristics and pronounced him the fit- 
test man to take up and carry on his work. His plea 
prevailed and Mr. Adams was appointed. 

li his life in public service, he probably never 
actively sought a position; positions nce led and sought 
him. His varied accomplishments in historical and 
literary lines, his wide experience with men and in af- 
fairs, and his lofty character eminently fitted him for 
diplomatic service; the nation always has need of such 
men and his services were in constant demand. He was 
as highly appreciated abroad as at home. Emperor Win- 
liam, at his farewell reception to Mr. White, a few days 
ago, said to him, “The only act of your ministry here 
that is displeasing to me, is your leaving it.“ 

I once asked him what should be a man's highest 
ambition. His answer was, and his face lizhted with 
fine enthusiasm as he spoke, “Simply to serve.” Nobly 
has he lived up to his ideal. C. B. THOMAS.

THE Posrrion OF “RATER” IN PENSION OFFICE 
CAUSE OF INSANITY. 3 


{Washington Correspondence New York World:) 
“Raters” in the Pension Office have the most hazardous 
employment in the government service, for if continued 
on the work for more than a year or two they become 
insane. Many of these clerks have been sent to the 
government hospital for the insane, and it is seldom that 
any of them are discharged as cured. 

A “rater” is the government's check on a pension case. 


again. Wake up, dears, and 


After all the officials have passed on th claim, and just 


before the certificate is issued to the pensioner, the case 
is referred to the rater in the certificate division. It 
is the duty of the rater“ thoroughly to examine into 
every detail of the claim. He must see that the pension 
is to begin at the proper time, with the various ratings 
allowed; that no overpayment is made (in cases of over- 
payment the Pension Office has no redress, as it is im- 
possible to recover from a pensioner.) The rater“ must 
also see to it that the pensioner is not underpaid. 

It is the monotony of this work that drives the 
“raters” insane. Every day in the year it is the same 
thing over and over again. First the applicant's declira- 
tion is read for any errors of fact; then the Adjutant- 
General's statement of his record, the surgeon's cer- 
tificate, the affidavits of comrades, neighbors and friends, 
and, finally, all the appeals. These never vary. They 
are always couched in the same language. 

From 9 in the morning until 4 in the afternoon the 
“rater” sits at his desk, poring over these claims. 
Because of the monotony the office does not require him 
to do a specified amount of work, but each clerk tries 
to keep pace with those working with him. 
~The work is so important and so difficult that only 
the best clerks can be put on it. They must have a 
thorough knowledge of every detail of the system in the 
office. These men are paid from $1000 to $1200 a year. 

After working a year or eighteen months the clerk 
usually suffers from insomnia and nervousness. After 
a sleepless night he comes to the office and spends an- 
other day reading and examining claims, and the result 
is that unless relieved he becomes insane. 

The officials of the bureau, when they find a “rater” 
suffering from insgmnia, find another place for him 
where the work will be more varied. : 

After the passage of the pension act of June 27, 1890, 
thousands of applications were received daily by the 
Pension Office from soldiers anxious to take advantage 
of the new law. From 1200 to 1500 certificates of pen- 
sions a day were issued. To keep pace with this in- 
crease the raters“ were compelled to work unusually 


It was at this time that Benjamin Van Keuren, one 
of the best clerks in the office, was put on ratings. 
Throughout the rush caused by the passage of the new 
law be sat at his desk trying to keep up with his werk. 

After eighteen months of this service, broken mentally 
and physically, he was sent to St. Elizabeth's Hospital 
where he died. His last words were: “Hurry up the 
ratings, boys; we're getting behind.“ 5 

Another death was that of George H. Gorman, who 
died early this week at the government hospital. He 
had been a rater“ for two years, and like others, be- 
came insane. When a clerk becomes insane the govern: 
ment carries him on the rolls until his leave of sixty 
days is exhausted, and then drops him. Gorman had 
been off the Pension Office rolls for two years or more. 

In some instances “raters’’ who break down are dis- 
charged from the hospital as cured, but experience has 
shown that they are never as good

From London Answers. 


R. NORH, blacksmith, of Leeds, drifted to Chile, 
and there speculated in government concessions. — 
When he came home to England he was past mid- 


dle age and somewhat disappointed with the world. 


He had a concession for a nitrate deposit, and this he 
managed to float in the city of London, getting-a fourth 
part of the shares. They were worth five shillings in 
the market, and, on the strength of his deal, he went 
for a Ifttle spree to Monte Carlo. 

On his return to town a month later, the shares had 
risen in value and were in strong demand at £8. This 
meant for him a fortune of £1,600,000 made in a single 
swoop—a record probably not equaled by any speculator, 
even in America.

Now he is 
Lord Strathcona, High Commissioner for Canada, mem- 
ber of the War Commission, who gave a big hospital to 
Montreal, endowed a university, and at a cost of £300,- 
000 presented to the empire the Canadian regiment 


known as Strathcona’s Horse. He is 83 years old, and 


working harder than ever. . 

In 1860 a middle-aged man named Grant, ex-lieutenant 
in the United States Army, was engaged with a wagon 
in hauling firewood at St. Louis. Five years later 
Ulysses S. Grant was commanding general] of the United 
States Army, and three years after that was elected 
President of the republic. 

Hendrik Ibsen, the dramatist, was 50 years old before 

he published “Pillars of Society,” the first of his famous 
plays. 
When Sir Charles Wyndham, the actor, first had his 
photograph taken, he appeare with a long, dark beard, 
dressed in his uniform as brigade-surgeon in the army 
of the United States. He returned to England as a 
veteran of the American Civil War, and it was not 
until 1868 that he made his first appearance on the 
London stage. That is thirty-four years ago, yet now ia 
private life he looks a middle-aged man in the pink of 
condition. 

Mr. Shorthouse at the age of 47 was a chemical manu- 
facturer in Birmingham. For twenty years then he had 
been but in his leisure time on a novel, which he pub- 
lished at last privately for the amusement of himself 
and his friends. Such is the origin of “John Ingl<sant,” . 
one of the mont famous nove's in the Engl su lan uage. 

Sir Kdward Clarke, the King’s counsel, was a House 
of Commons reporter in 1860, and four years later be- 
gan his distinguished career as a barrister. 

Mr. Dunlop invented the pneumatic tire when he had 
passed his sixtieth year, and Mr. Du Cros, who handled 
the invention and made a big fortune, was over 50. Lord 
Masham was an old man before he discovered a process 
for utilizing silk-waste, which made his fortune. 

Some twenty years ago a middle aged man named 
Boggs fied to the Western States as a last hope. He had 
failed as a steamship manager, as a stock broker, silk 
importer, and politician. He appeared to be dying cf 
consumption, and he was glad to get a job in Arizona 
on surveying work at £8 a month. He saw chances, kn 
that a railway must soon be wanted in the district of 
Arizona where he worked, went to a town, speculated in 
mining shares, made some money, got help from a 
friend, invested £4000 in surveys and railroad building, 
and then sold out to the Southern Pacific Company at 
£60,000. Meanwhile, the desert air had rest red him to 
perfect health. 

There is a great contrast in this matter between 
Britishers and Americans. The Englishman, if he is 
going to end well, begins to end well from the first, 
starting a career of prosperity in youth, and carrying it 
on steadily to a triumphant close. The American, more 
lively and less solid, jumps from trade to trade, spe- 
ulates with reckless courage, and goes to utter ruin— 
only to reappear as a millionaire. There are. there- 
fore, hundreds of examples of Americans suddenly famovs 
at an advanced age to one which occurs in this country.

How Sickles Won His Medal. 


HE significance of the Medal of Honor has again 

been brought to public attention by the recent con- 
vention of its wearers at Philadelphia; and the interest 
of New Yorkers has been still further awakened by the 
election of Gen. Daniel E. Sickles, of this city, as the 
national commander of the Medal of Honor Legion, a 
society formed about ten years ago, and consisting only 
of those soldiers who have won this badge of honor. 

The New York representation in the Medal of Honor 
Legion is even larger than its proportions of troops in 
various wars. Among the men from this city who have 
won medals is Gen. Sickles, the back of whose medal 
shows these words: 


: To Gen. Daniel E. Sickles, 
: For Gallantry at Gettysburg, Pa., 
: July 2, 1863. 


Gen. Sickles was withstanding the advance of the 
Confederates under Gen. Longstreet, in the last day of 
the battle. when a piece of shell struck him in the right 
leg. He did not realize it until his bootleg had filled 
with blood, whereupon he was placed on a stretcher. 
Meantime the word had gone up and down the line 
that the commander was dead, and many of the troops 
began to fall back. For the purpose of checking a de- 
moralization which might, in a few moments, develop 
into an utter rout, Gen. Sickles commanded that he be 
borne along the line, exposed to the enemy's fire. To 
further reasstire his men that he was still alive, he sat 


up and smoked a cigar. a 


That cigar did the business,” was the general's re- 
mark, when he was informed an hour later that his 
troops had pushed ahead victoriously.—!Denver Repub- 
lican.

Ba HEN the advance was made upon the insurgent

“Come on!“ A bullet found its way through his lungs 
as he uttered the words and he fell forward in his sad- 
die, mortally wounded. —

rences of those dramatic days. Close behind the men. 
of the Twenty-second, struggling through the long grass, 
came Gen. Wheaton and his staff. The soldiers had 
tenderly lifted the form of the stricken leader from the 
field and were gently bearing it to the rear on a hastily 
improvised litter when they passed Gen. Wheaton.

“Col. Egbert, sir,“ replied the litter bearers. 

Gen. Wheaton lifted his hat as the body was borne 
past him and gave a soldier's greeting to the dying of- 
ficer. 

“It was nobly done,” said the general. 

“It is my last fight; Lam too old,” gasped Egbert in 
reply. His hand involuntarily sought the visor of his 
cap and with that unconscious action of the trained 
fighting man,, he drew his last breath—[Tacoma 
Ledger.

EXERCISES BY WHICH SUPERFLUUUS 
FLEsH CAN BE BURNED UP. 


By a Special Contributor. 


ANY methods of getting rid of fat are constanfly 
practiced, but there is only one sure and safe 
way—burn it up. And this can be done in only 
one way—by means of strenuous physical culture move- 


ments especially devised for men and women burdened 


with superfluous flesh. 
While fat may or may not be a disease, according 
to individual opinion, it is generally admitted that it 


is no more necessary to physical comfort than a fur- 


lined overcoat in summer. Indeed, fat is looked upon 
as a decided detriment to the well being of the human 
body; and any physician who has a fleshy person on 
his list of patients endeavors nowadays to reduce the 
patient’s avordupois, as an important step in the battle 
to give the man’s health back to him. 

This is the case because fat is the great obstructor 
of the functions of the body. Usually starting and gain- 
ing headway where the bones are few or absent, as the 
outside of the abdomen, for example, it rapidly spreads, 
unless the mode of living is changed in time, to chin, 
face and eyes, distorting the entire countenance. Then 


it encroaches on the neck, on the inside of the abdomen, 


burying the stomach and intestines in layers of fat, 
and on to the heart and lungs, taking them prisoners, 
£0 to speak, and seriously impeding the act:ons of these 
highly important organs by lessening the space in 
which they work. And it is plain that all this inevita- 
bly leads to diminished vitality, because the organs can- 
not properly and normally act by reason of the usurpa- 
tion of the invader. !

Fur- 
ther—but why keep on recounting the every-day in- 
conveniences that the abnormally fleshy man and 
woman cannot escape unless they take proper physical 
culture exercise. 

To put it succinctly, physical culture, if, consistently 
persisted in, will restore anybody afflicted with fat to 
good general health. It will do this by simply burning 
up the fat, and then, when the fat is destroyed, heart 
and lungs, veins and arteries, stomach and intestines, 
and all the other organs will have the room to work in 
that was intended for them, and all will be well wit’ 
the body, for all its functions will be properly and nor- 
mally performed. 

The first and most important requisite in burning up 
fat is to avail oneself of plenty of fuel—oxygen. This 
means deep and strong breathing at all times, and es- 
pecially when performing exercises. To this end the 
exercises must be executed rapidly and without rest, 


‘and the ambition constantly to breathe more deeply and 


more strongly continually borne in mind. The fat man 
must never hold his breath, and the windows of the 
room in which the exercises are being taken must be 
kept wide open. 

It is also highly important that the fat man (or 
woman) while exercising should wear much clothing— 
two suits of underciothes, a thick sweater, woolen socks 
and loose shoes, woolen gloves and a woolen shawl or 
heavy bath towel around the neck. All this covering 
absorbs the perspiration as soon as it exudes and keeps 


it from drying on the skin and hindering further sweat- 


ing by choking up the pores. It also guards against 
sudden changes of temperature, which the fat man is 
not so able to withstand as his more normal brother, 
because his vitality is considerably lower. 

In order to hasten the certain results of the exercises 
it is well to aid them by refraining from eating fat- 
producing foods and eating more than a normal supply, 
and from sleeping as much as formerly. It is a well- 
known fact that sleep is a staunch ally of fat. 

Indulge in the exercises ten or fifteen minutes upon 
rising and before going to bed, and do not forget to 
execute them rapidly and breathe continually, deeply 
and strongly.

anticipated. In the matter of schools the showing is 
very creditable indeed when all the conditions are 
taken into account. The Department of Education 
stands nearer as the Americans left it than any other 
number of 
teachers has been employed, the same amount of money 
has been expended, and the attendance has been kept 
up. The expenditures for educational purposes amount 


. to $3,000,000 annually, the number of teachers is 3500, 
and the attendance is 165,000, out of a population of 


1,500,000. This is a higher rate of attendance propor- 
tionately than the average in the United States. 

There are several reasons for this large attendance. 
There were no public schools in Cuba before those es- 
tablished after the intervention of the United States, 
and there was a large turnout in the beginning on ac- 
count of their being something new. Fearing that the 
interest would diminish as the novelty of the thing 
wore off, a very rigid truant law was put into effect. 
Throughout the island there are 150 truant officers who 
patrol the various districts and round up all those dis- 
posed to be delinquent in availing themselves of the 
educational privileges afforded them. The entire time

@f these truant officers is at the disposal of the govern- 
ment, and the results show that they are earning their 
galaries. More than 15,000 children have been brought 
to school and are being kept there by these scouts of the 
department. There is a law which gives all 
cases preference in the courts, and parents who neglect 
the opportunity of having their children educated find 
it impossible to evade the responsibility or to avoid the 
penalty. Fines are assessed against the offenders until 
they are made to understand that it is cheaper to send 
their children to school than to keep them at home. 


Elementary Studies Only. Shc 
Only the elementary studies are taught in the Cuban 


public schools, because the most of the population is 


ignorant, and because there are teachers qualified to 
instruct in the higher branches. The highest grades 


correspond to the fifth grade in the United States, 


which consists of the fourth reader, elementary arith- 
metic, geography, history of Cuba and the United 
States, elementary grammar, physiology, hygiene, draw- 
ing and orthography. English is being taught in only 
a few of the schools because there are no competent 
instructors. Besides these studies manual training is 
taught in the schools of Havana, Cienfuegos, Matanzas, 
Sagua la Grande, Santiago and Cardenas. The kindcr- 
garten has been generally adapted for the reascn that 
the Cuban child develops very young and an early start 
in its training is to be desired. Great difficulty was ex- 
perienced at the outset in securing competent teachers. 
Out of the 3500 instructors who are now employed 
there are very few educated well enough to pass exam- 
ination in the fifth grade in the United States. When 
they began teaching a short time ago few of them 
knew more than to read and write. They had to learn 
es they went along.

At this time 
remnants of the tribe numbered little more than 
Se hundred. In 1882 an agent was appointed for them, 
at two years later they were removed to their present 
— in Indian Territory. In 1892 there were six- 
still alive; in 1898 but fifty-three, thirteen of 
were men. Now there are but fifty in all.

Mt. Mooney recently “Itved Indian” in the Kiowa 
» 8nd while there heard many tales of the Man 


909000090000 | Eaters. in their gign language the Klowas spell the 


name of the Tonkawas by raising the hand with the 
back outward and the index finger brought forward, 
which signifies “man.” This sign they supplement by 
a sweeping movement of the fingers, brought downward, 
which denotes “eating.” The Kiowas now are ncigubors 
of the outlawed Tonkawas. They told Mr. Mooney that 
the latter were in the habit of lying in wait for soiitary 
Indians of other tribes—men, women and children, not 
prisoners of war—and of eating their flesh purely to 
gratify their depraved appetites. 

The story of a boy who was cooked by the Tonkawas 
ag told to Mr. Mooney by a Lipan who lived with them 
n Texas. This man said that he had missed this youth, 


kawas had him in their cooking pot. They offcred to 
compensate for the Lipan’s loss by offering him aashar2 
of the feast, but he declined the honor. He saw tiie re- 
mains of his boy chopped into small pieces, which were 
piled upon a strip of raw hide. The feast was com- 
menced at noon and continued until the last morsel of 
human flesh had been devoured. It ended wi h a danca 
Mr. Mooney afterward came in contact with the Ton- 
kawas and studied them. He says that Sentall, their 
chief, is 47 years old and powerful. The canniba's de- 
scribed their burial customs to him, and s‘ated that all 
the property of a dead tribesman is piled above the 
corpse, and that the latter’s horse and dog are shot over 
his grave. After the funeral his name must never be 
mentioned. They told the ethnologist that all of their 
people were afraid of their mothers-in-law, to whom 
they must never speak, and on whom they must never 
look. But when the man of science diplomatically 
touched upon the subject of cannibalism, generally, these 
crafty savages affected utter ignorance of the custom. 


All Indians Formerly Cannibals. 


All Indians formerly practiced a certain amount of 
cannibalism as a war ceremony, Mr. Mooney further 
tells your correspondent. This was true even in the 
eastern part of the United States. The Miamis had a 
cannibal society whose members were obliged to cat 
all captives delivered to them for that purpose. Even 
the Kiowas, who told of the Tonkawa's misdeeds, stated 
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to Mr. Mooney during his recent visit among them tha 
only a few years back they had a secret brotherhood 
each of whose members was pledged to cat the heart of 
the first enemy killed by him in battle. The old war

A number of British soldiers were eaten by some 
Ojib and Ottawas in their garrison at Mackinaw in 
1764. One white man, who had been adopted by these 
Indians, previous to the massacre, was offered a dish of 
cooked flesh, which he would have accepted had he not 
spied a human hand in the dish. This sickened him and 
he begged to be (xcusc d. 

An American prisoner was cooked and (aten by the 
Indian allies of the British-in view of the latter’s fort 
on the Miami during the War of 1812. . 

All of the Texas coast Indians were cannibals, and 
made a wholesale practice of eating human flesh. About 
1687 some French pioneers built a fort on Matagorda 
Bay, Tex., but were subsequently cooked and eatcn by 
a band of Karankawas, who overpowered them. A!

Southwestern Louisiana, and a Louisiana parish still 
bears it in spite of the fact that it means “cannibal.” 
The Wichitas were formerly man eaters. 


Sevcntcen Boys Eaten. 


The Wichitas ate seventcen boys on a single occa- 
sion, according to their own confession to a Frenchman 
who passed through Arkansas, Indian Territory and 
Texas, in 1719. Some Wichitas eniertained him and 
brought to him a boy captive taken from another tribe. 
His hosts told him that they had originally taken eiglit- 
een such captives, but bad eaten all of the others. 
In fact, prisoners appear to have been taken by the 
Gulf Indians as a means of gratifying their appetites 
rather than of avenging their wounded honor.

The Aztecs made a great business of cannibalism in 
connection with their sacrifices of prisoners of war and 


zon regions. 

American cannibals still eat their fellow-men on the 
Upper Amazon, but the evidence is that cannitalicm as 
found in Central America and Mexico was practiced 
rather as a sacrifice to the god of war than from actual 
appetite. 

It is alleged that cannibals still eat men on Tiburon 
Island, off Lower California. In the spring of 1894, the 
sloop Examiner, carrying four San Francisco journalists, 
visited the island, and two of the journalists killed 


Prof. W. J. McGee, senior ethno‘ogist in the Bureau of 
Ethnology, soon afterward visited the scene without 
peril, and saw no evidence of cannibalism, 


The most depraved American cannibals of today are 


Mudge. In one of their secrét societies new members 
are initiated amid the most diabolical orgies that the 
mind of man can picture. 

They devour corpses and bite live people, and in for- 
mer times they killed and devoured their slaves. An 
initiate into their cannibalistic secret society enters the 
meeting place attended by a servant, who carries a 
corpse in his arms. The servant deposits the body and 
tastes its fiesh four times before giving it to his mas- 
ter. When the latter begins to devour the flesh, which 
he must bolt, not chew, the servant hands him water 
with which to wash the mouthfuls down. This same 
attendant cuts the flesh into narrow strips, the body 
having been previously cured in salt water. When the 
other members see the initiate engaged in his feast 
they make a rush for the body and fight for its mor- 
sels. To appease them the servant breaks the skull 
and bones.. handing those eager ones the brains and 
marrow. Everything goes off according to a regular 
programme followed by previous initiates for generations 
and the code of etiquette governing the orgy prescribes 
that no one shall eat until after the initiate has begun.

VISIT TO A MOSQUE CALLED THE “HUT-OF-TW0- 
AND-A-HALF-DAYS"-A RIDE IN A NATIVE CAR- 
RIAGE — FOOTMEN TO CLEAR THE WAY 41 
GANTIC RICE PUDDING—ENGLISH AS SPOKEN BY 
NATIVES.

HE very old city of Ajmere, founded 145 A.D., is a 

day's journey and part of a night from Ahmedabad, 

and as the trains in India always choose inc nvenient 
hours for starting and arriving, we found ourselves and 
and our luggage turned out at the Ajmere siation at 
2 o'clock in the morning. As the best accommodation 
to be had was said to be found in the station itself 
we at once had our things piled upon the heads of 
several coolies and asked to be shown rooms. Find- 
ing two, of the usual large dimensions, upon the sec- 


ee 
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railway station, we managed to get a few hours’ sleep 
before 9 o'clock in the morning. From that bour until 
12:30 we drove about the small Hindoo town, which 
is most picturesquely situated at the foot of the high 
and rocky Taragargh Hill. The old city wall with 
its five beautiful gateways was a delight to us, and the 
narrow, dirty streets, lined with tiny, shaflow shops, 
their owners sitting in one corner smoking’ a hookah; 
and the native smells and sounds, the buffalo, conkeys 
and goats abounding in the streets, gave us the assur- 
ance that Ahmedabad was not the only really eastern 
town that we were to see. 

On our return to the station we were fortunate enough 
to meet some very good friends who had just arrived, 
and at 5 o'clock we set forth together to visit the 
beautiful mosque called the “Hut-of-two and-a-half- 
days” just outside the city walls. Under a huge banyan 
tree, which grew at the foot of the very broad and 
splendid stairway leading to the mosque a hundred or 
more natives were assembled, dirty and picturesque in 
their brilliant turbans or coats, and chattering at the 
top of their voices. Silence fell upon that tree as we 
approached, and continued until we had laboriously 
mounted about half of the battered and broken stairs, 
under the battery of many pairs of disapproving eyes. 
Then one voice after another sounded forth and in a 
few minutes we could hear from the distance the usual 
loud and confused jangie of sounds. The people of 
Ajmere are not very cordial to strangers and now and 
again some adventurous mortal, going about by him- 
self, bas been greeted by a rain of stones and driven 
home. 3 


A Beautiful Mosque. 


The mosque of the “Hut-of-two-and-a-half-days’”— 
why it is called that we could not discover, and it cer- 
tainly does not in any way describe ift--seemed to us 
beautiful beyond words, with its very imposing ap- 
proach of broad stairs, its wonderful screen of pierced 
red sandstone with inscriptions in Arabic letters run- 
ning up and down and across the magnificent arched 
gateway, and ‘ts graceful, slender pillars, row after 
row, long vistas of them, their capitals and bases ex- 
quisitely carved. As the sun was just setting, some 
Mohammedans were seated cross-legged in the middle 
of the arch praying in a monotonous tone, their faces 
toward Mecca, the white and brilliant colors of their 
robes adding greatly to the picture. As the lovely glow 
of the sunset faded away and the moonlight began to 
add mystery to the view, we climbed up the very steep 

d high stairs to the top of one of the low minarcts. 

at a view lay before and around us! The hills, the 
picturesque city. the Hindoo-Mohammedan temple and 
the distant plains. India is like a wonderful book 
written in a foreign tongue. It cannot be translated 
and must be taken in the original, that is to say, seen, 
to be able to thoroughly understand and appreciate it. 


A Ride in an Ajmere Carriage. 3 


The following morning our friends appeared at 9 
o'clock with their private carriage to take us to the 
forts and the “Dargah,” the burial place of the great 
Ajmere Christi—Afiab-i-Mujk-i-Hind, a saint greatly 
‘revered by Hindoos and Mohammedans alike. The car- 
riage was an old-fashioned “barouche” with two very fat 
horses, a coachman in dark-blue coat with orange 
facings, and a turban of white and blue, and there were 
‘two sais—or footmen—standing on a step at the back 
of the carriage clad in the same livery and barefoot. 
The sais seems to me a doubtful institution, very good 
to hold the horses while one is getting out of the car- 
riage. or to belp in case they were unmanageable, but 
rather a trial when going through the Bazaar. where it 
is their duty to keep the narrow street clear, which 
they do by screaming at the top of their voices, much 
to our discomfort. The natives never seemed to think 
of getting out of the way of our prancing steeds until 
howled at madly several times by the sais, when they 


slowly and calmly removed themselves just cut of the 
reach of the wheels. At times it was necessary for the 
two men to rush on ahead and push aside the tiny 
donkeys, all colored a pale magenta, or the very smal? 


oxen, pale gray with bright, green horns, which al- 
most filled the street, and before we turned any sharp 
corner or curve of the road, there was a tremendous 


yelling from the back of the carriage, for we were just 
as likely as not to come up against an enormous camel 
heavily loaded, or a troop of light-headed goats, and the 
screams were their only warning of our approach. The 
fort which was at one time the palace of the great 
Akbar, traces of whom we now began to find for the

A Gigantic Pudding. * 


Two enormous iron caldrons, which can be seen at 
the side of the entrance gate and are known as the 
great and little deg, are filled, at the expense of some 
pious pilgrim, with rice, butter, sugar, almonds and 
spices, which is cooked over a fire made beneath them. | 
When finished, eight earthen pots full of this gigantic | 
rice pudding are set apart for the foreign pilgrims, who 
sometimes number twenty thousand, we were told, and 
the rest is scrambled for, boiling hot, by the people 
of Indrakor and the servants employed in the Dargah. 
They literally climb into the pot and get themselves 
dreadfully burned in consequence, although no lives 
have ever been lost In the process, which is considered, 
by the people, as a miratie and really seems 80 
when one thinks that the rice is boiling hot and the . 
iron pot consequently at a great heat. The only thing 
that saves them is, apparently, that they are swathed to 
the eyes in thick chuddars. We were told that the cost 
of rice enough to fill the larger deg is 100 rupees, about 
$335 


—— 


We were not allowed to approach very near to the 
beautiful tomb, all marble lace work and lattices, and 
were followed: by a crowd of natives, who watched our 
every glance, but, as we had heard that they 
were not always civil to strangers, we had 
taken the two sais in with us and consequently 
had no trouble. As we left the place we were 
presented with necklaces of white jasmine, which it 
was etiquette for us to wear for a few hours, and for 
which, of course, we were expected to pay. 

Driving once more through the fascinating narrow 
streets full of natives clad in all colors of the rainbow, | 
all of whom looked at us with more curiosity than 
friendliness, and, in fact, very often smiled scornfully 
at our attire and our language, we reached our rooms 
in time for a very bad dinner in the station restaurant 
of some unknown kind of meat and very tough fowl, 
with vegetable curry and vermicelli pudding; and then 
got into the compartment we had reserved for our jour- 
ney to Oudeypore, which Abdul, the bearer, had in- 
formed us was awaiting our entrance. “Train all ready, 
sir,” he said, and when we asked him if we could really 
get into it two hours before the time for starting, which 
was 11 o'clock, he said cheerfully, “Yes, sir; thank you, 
sir,” so we took his advice and spent the two hours in 
the noisy but very interesting station. After the beds 
were made, the bottles of soda water taken out and left 
ready for us and the lunch basket unlocked, Abdul 
squatted on his heels just outside the carriage and we 
wrote letters for a time. One of them, we feared, was 
over weight, so I took it to a smail room in the station 
marked Postoffice, where I found a native in a gold- 
embroidered cap, who, when I asked if he spoke Eng- 
lish, answered, “Yes, sir,” at once. I doubted it, but 


said slowly: “I want this letter weighed. It's fog 
America.” 
He Spoke English. 


He took the letter, turned it upside down, and then 
scrutinized the seal carefully, then said, with a glance 
of triumph, ‘Register? yes, sir,” and immediately made 
off with it. 1 called out, “No register! weigh! Stamps, 
how many!” at the top of my voice, and he reluctantly 
came back and looked puzzled. I glanced about and 
finally discovered a door at one end of the room, which 
I entered, found a letter scales and weighed the letter 
myself, after which I demanded two two-anna stamps 
and two half-anna stamps and handed him a rupee, 
sixteen annas. The time it took me to get the stamps, 
and the time spent in trying the rupee to see if it were 
a good one, counting and recounting the change and 
then elaborately, with the aid of a bottle of paste and a 
sponge, putting the stamps on upside down, fills me with 
rage now when I think of it, and I could only nod 
silently when the gentleman who “spoke English” said 
finally, Tank you, sir. Goo-day, sir.“ After this, when 
am told that the British are cruel to the natives, and 
give vent to unnecessary rage on their account, I shall 
perfectly understand their feelings, for nothing could be 
more utterly exasperating than the slow and smiling 
complacency with which they always do the wrong 
thing. At 10 o'clock the belated would-be travelers 
who wished to take the 11l-oclock train, began to arrive, 
accompanied by their families, and all of their friends 
and acquaintances, apparently, and all talking at the top 
of their voices; the really careful ones had been in the 
station for hours, some of them since midnight the night 
before, for they are perfectly content to wait there for 
days, squatting on their heels for hours at a time, | 
swathed to the eyes at night in their white chuddars | 
and looking like huge white bundles. As day dawns 
they gradualy peel off their wrappings and perform 
their ablutions openly with a brass jar of water at one 
end of the station and they buy their food from the 
baskets of fly-covered articles hawked about the sta- 
tion. At last, after numerous bells and much shouting, 
our train moved out and away from the station, and 
we went to bed to dream of beautiful and enchanting . 
little Ajmere with its temples, palaces and unfriendly

P. K., LOS ANGELES, writes: Wil you 

H kindly advise me as to the improving of my 
“**bedroom? I am a young girl and want my room 
dainty and also brighter. The room has one window 
facing south. There fs a church next door, making the 
room very dark. Now what I want to do is to make it 
look lighter. The dimensions are 12x9 feet, the walls 
are papered with a pink satin-stripe paper interlace! 
with roses, the woodwork is Oregon pine. I have for 


furniture a bird's-eye maple dresser, desk and desk 


chair; also a Delft blue muslin dressing table and couch; 
how shall I cover this and rocking chair? At present 
this seems to be too much of a mixture of colors; they 
don’t harmonize, therefore, the room is not pretty. Now 
can I improve it? Am very fond of bungalows and 
oriental rooms.” : | 

As you have the pink satin-striped paper you cannot 
try for a bungalow or an oriental effect, but there is no 
reason why you should not have a room offering a de- 
lightful. suggestion of the French style of furnishing. 
Cover your dressing table with white-dotted muslin over 
pale pink cambric, or if you can afford a dainter and 
more expensive treatment, use white point d’ esprit

EXTRACTS FROM THE REMINISCENCES OF AN ENG- 
LISH WOMAN IN WHOSE FATHER'’s COTTAGE THE

D URING the stay of Napoleon of the island of St. 


Helena, he lived for a time in the family of an 

Englishman by the name of Balcemb, where he 
formied a charming friendship with a young girl of the 
family, Betsy Balcomb by name. The latter seems to 
have been gifted and observant far beyond the average, 
and her reminiscences of the great exile, published in 
1843, bring the reader into perhaps closer contact with 
his personality than anything else that was written by 
his contemporaries. From a copy of an old news- 
paper, the Dutchess Free Press of Poughkeeps e, N. V., 
August 9, 1843, the following passages in Miss Balcomb's 
story are taken. They will be found very interesting 
reading even at this day: : 


Emperor's Appearance. 


Napoleon’s pozition on |} o-s2tack, by adding height to 
his figure, supplied all that was wanting to make me 
think him the most majestic person I had ever seen. 

When once he began to speak, his fascinating smile 
and kind manner removed every vestige of the fear 
with which I had regarded him. While he was talking 
to mamma, I had an opportunity of scrutinizing his 
features, which I did with the keenest in erest; end cer- 
tainly I have never seen anyone with so remarkable 
and striking a physiognomy. ... 

The portraits of him give a good general idea of his 
features, but his smile and the expression of his eye 
could not be transmitted to canvas, and th¢es>.constituted 
Napoleon’s chief charm. His hair was dark brown, 
and as fine and silky as a child’s; rather too much so, 
indeed, for a man, as it caused it to bok thin. His 
teeth were even but rather dark, and I afterward found 
that this arose from eating liquorice, of which he always 
kept a supply in his waistcoat pocket. 

The Emperor appeared much pleased with the Briars, 
and expressed a wish to remain there. My father had 
offered Sir George Cockburn apartments at the (o tage, 
and he immediately assured us of his willingness to re- 
sign them to Gen. Bonaparte, as the situation seemed to 
please him so much, and it was arranged, much ap- 
parently to Napoleon’s satisfaction, that he should be 
our guest until his residence at Longwood was fit to re-

He took a great deal of exercise af this period, and 
was fond of taking exploring walks in the valley and 
the adjacent mountain.

Marconi Explains It. 


AN INTERESTING TALK ABOUT His 
TELEGRAPH SYSTEM. 


_ From tke Chicago Chronicle. 


N THIS bleak, frozen headland, which is guarded 

night and day against attempts to invade the 

secrets of wireless intercontinental telegraphy, 
Guglielmo Marconi was found in a bare little room 
at the foot of his four wooden towers, to which 
kings, queens, princes and prime ministers have been 
sending their congratulations in reply to messages 
flashed across the Atlantic Ocean. 

As he stood beneath the great loose harp of fifty 
wires hanging from a cable stretched across the tops ot 
the towers he waved his hand ‘upward and said: 

“There is the whole matter. Powerful currents ot 
electricity sent jnto those fifty wires intermittently from 
the power-house below start forth the electromagnetic 
waves which cross the ocean in one-ninctieth of a s2¢- 
ond and record themselves on similar wires at the 
Poldhu station on the coast of Cornwall, 2400 miles 
away. 

“Nothing can stop or divert these waves; they will go 
through or areund any obstruction. Like sound waves. 
they do not have to go in a straight line. The mes- 
sages are received through a telephone or are printed 
automatically in Morse letters as clearly as though tre 
Stations were only a mile apart.” 

Marconi looked over the gray ocean stretching out be- 
fore him. “England is in that direction,” he said, point. 
ing to the dreary, wintry eastern horizon, “but we can 
send messages from this station to any point of the com- 
pass. When the Italian warship Carlo Alberto reaches 
Venezuela we can talk to her, for La Quayra is nearer 
to us than Cornwall. If there were any reason for do- 
ing it we could reach her now, wherever she is on her 
voyage to South America, but we are too busy sending 
messages to Europe to waste any time on the ship-to- 
shore system, which is thoroughly established. 

Wireless telegraphy across the ocean is now as prac- 
tical as cabling,” he said. “We have sent more than 
2000 words in all from Glace Bay to Poldhu and have 
reached a speed of fifteen words & <ninute, which, con- 
sidering our clumsy sending apparatus—a mere wooden 
lever to connect and .disconnect the current—indicates 
what we can do when we substitute a sending key de- 
signed for speed. With a proper sending key we can 
easily get off thirty words a minute, and I shall be sur- 
prised if we do not scon send at a higher rate. 

“The Atlantic cables average about twenty-one words 
a minute in théir regular work, I believe. And there is 
this vital difference in the two systems of trangoceanic 
telegraphy. As the cable grows longer, th rate of 
speed in sending messages decreases, while distance 
makes no difference in the rate at which we can send 
by the wireless system.” : 

“Can you send more than one message at a time from 
the same station? | 

“Yes, | have already demonstrated that we can send 
two at a time for a short distance. Whether more than 
two messages can be transmitted simultaneously by the 
same wires, | am unable to say—probably not. But 
separate stations can be set up and worked in the same 
neighborhood without interfering with each other. so 
that our capacity for sending messages can be multiplied 
indefinitely.” 

“How can you prevent other people wi eh similar wire- 
less apparatus from reading the messages you sead from 
continent to continent? The secrecy of telegraphic 
communication is vital.” 

The sudden flash in the cold gray-blue eyes showed 
that Mr. Marconi understood the importance of the 
question. It was the point of attack selected by the 
cable companies in their combined attempt to di:credit 
him. He paced up and down restlessly, with his fingers 
locked twitchingly behind him and his lips contracted. 
When he spoke his voice was cold, even and precise. 

“With properly tuned instruments. he said, we 
can make the reading of our trans-Atlantic messaces 
very difficult. To read a wireless message an outside 
station would have to be in exact tune or vibratory 
unison with our stations at the same moment. It would 
cost a rival not less than $50,000 to try the experiment 
on the smallest scale. 

“Resides we can arrange our apparatus so that the 
tune, or rate of vibration, can be automatically chang- 
ing every moment at the same rate in the sending and 
receiving stations on each side of the ocean. Those 


who talk about the danger of having our messages read 


by outsiders do not understand the subject. 

“When I was in England I offered to pay a large sum 
of money to any one who could pick up one of cur wire- 
lees ocean messages after notifying me that it was to be 
attempted, and I even offered to lend apparatus to any- 
one who desired to try the experiment. No one took 
up my offer. But even if it were possible to read our 
signais—and I do not admit it is a contingency to be 
feared—it would be the simplest matter in the world to 
use a constantly-changing secret code between our sta- 
tions. 

“Even if secrecy were actually impossible, there are 
thousands of messages to be sent by a cheap sysiem of 
telegraphy which are not necessarily secret in their na- 
ture. If it were not so postal cards would not be used 
so extensively. If a man in New York wants to send 
a sailing date or a birthday message or any other such 
communication to a man in London, what does he care 
whether his message is read by an outside operator or 
mot?”

Fire Clay. | 
HE News, of Williams, Ariz., recently published the 
T following account of what is said to be a large and 
valuable bed of fire clay near that place: 

“Lying south and east of Williams, commencing even 
with the city limits, is one of the largest deposits of fire 
clay known in the United States. It extends in a south- 
erly direction for miles, and, for over a mile east of 


town it is fully exposed. 
“The clay averages in thickness from nine to fully 


thirty feet. The Anita Copper Company’s smelter is | 


built in an excavation of this clay, showing a face of 
the material twenty-six feet in thickness. It is de- 
pos:ted in blanket formation and can be mined cheaply. 
By the aid of inexpensive machinery it can be ground 
into the proper fineness and pressed into bricks that will 
withstand the most intense heat. . 

It is said the clays found here are identical with the 
famous Fulton and Denver fire clays; their composition 
comprising the fundamental constituents of the most 
important varieties—silicates of alumina with a small 
proportion of mica, lime and iron. There iß absolutely 
no reason why an enterprise of this kind cannot be 
started up in Williams, as there would be a good de- 
mand for the product and the venture would soon be 
a paying proposition. 

“After some extensive experiments, W. L. George has 
found that, in addition to the fire clay proposition, by 
the addition of a small percentage of lime the best Port- 
land cement can be made from certain of these fire 
clays; alum can also be extracted in abundance, while 
tests are being made in the east for aluminum values.“

Big Citrus Nurseries. 


NE of the leading nurseries of the State is that 

of R. N. Teague of San Dimas, said to be the biggest 
citrus nursery in the world. The following description 
of the enterprise is from the California Cultivator: 

„R. M. Teague may well be proud of his success in 
growing citrus stock. A pfettier sight it would be hard 
to find than the one at San Dimas where, on either side 
of the street, is seen the well-kept nurzeries and the 
home place of Mr. Teague. The home is on the north 
side of the road leading to Pomona and is surrounded by 
nursery stock which is as straight in the row and each 
tree as straight as it is possible for stakes and careful 
tying to produce. lg 

“On the day of the visit of the writer, Mr. Teague 
was carefully packing a number of fine young trees for 
shipment to Cuba. There are’ already in tubs, good 
thrifty young trees in condition for exhibition at the St. 
Louis World's Fair. An idea of the magnitude of the 
business may be had from the fact that last year ten 
carloads of stock were sent to Tulare county, three to 
Fresno, three to California Nursery Company at Niles, 
and thousands of trees to nearly every citrus section of 
the State. Besides this many orders had to be refused 
on account of the stock being exhausted long before the 
end of the season. 

“To supply this year’s expected demand, 100,000 
navels, also nearly all other kinds of oranges and. 
lemons now stand ready for delivery. To handle this 
immense output, Mr. Teague employs a large force of 
men and has a set of wagons in all sizes, from the big 
six-horse down to four-horse, two-horse and One-horse, 
all provided with the best of springs; all told seven 
warons invariably coated with orange-colored paint. 
Orange is the color of the nursery in wagons and all 
the way down to office stationery. With the force at 
his command Mr. Teague can move 1500 trees in a day 
a distence of five miles. Not content with these nur- 
series, Mr. Teague has now established a branch in 
Tulare county, where he has eight acres in young stock. 

“If Mr. Teague has any particular hobby in his busi- 
ness it is that his trees are not only true to name, but 
almost immediately from the original trees at River- 
side. The orchard from which the nursery is budded is 
directly from buds of the original trees. Mr. Teague 
gathered these buds himself and paid 5 cents per bud for 
the privilege. ; 

“The lath-house where the seed bed stock is 
‘propagated is filled with thousands of young stock for 
this season's nursery planting. A very large section of 
this is devoted to Trifoliata, which shows magnificent 
growth for so-called dwarf stock. Many orchardists now 
have great faith in this stock as a means to secure 
hardier trees. Besides this stock, he buds on native 
sweet stock, Florida sour, and seedling pomelo, Any- 
thing the fancy of the grower may demand, Teague will 
Supply. 
Asked if there was any difficulty In disposing of the 
large stock in hand, Mr. Teague replied, ‘Not a bit. If

A Long Turnel. 


HE Bakersfield Echo gives the following interesting 
information regarding big work that is being done 
by an electric power company in Kern county: 

“A tunnel nine miles long is being built by the Edison 
Electric Power Company in this county. The tunnel 
commences near Democrat Springs and extends along 
the river, ending about eighteen miles from this city. 

“Instead of making one continuous tunnel, with side 
tunnels to empty the dirt, the survey is so made that 
the tunnel passes eight ravines, coming out on one side 
of each of these ravines and passing in on the other 
side. Hence there are twenty openings in the tunnel, 
and men are at work at each of these openings, and 
have been for a number of months. 

“The plan thus adopted of allowing the tunnel to pass 
into the various ravines makes it possible to work a 
much larger force of men than would otherwise be pos- 
’ sible, in addition to saving the expensive work of dig- 
ging side tunpels at various points to dump out the 
dirt. 

“The tunnel is 8x10 feet square and runs through solid 
granite mcst of the way. The progress is therefore neces- 
sarily slow, especially since at present the drilling has 
to be done by hand. The Burley compressed air drill 
is about to be introduced, and then progress will be 
more rapid. A number of the latter drills will be in- 
stalled next spring. One hundred and twenty men are 
at work, which is as large a force of men as can con- 
veniently work at present. 

“When the tunnel is entirely opened the ravines wil! 
be filled in and cement aqueducts built across. them and 
the entire surface of the tunnel along the whole dis- 
tance of nine miles will be paved with cement. At the 
lower end of it an electric dynamo will be installed and 
pipes will be placed from the mouth of the tunnel to 
the electric power building and the power existing in 
the falling water will be utilized in developing electric 
fluid to be conveyed to the counties of Los Angeles and 
San Bernardino and possibly to other counties.

Some Queer Names. 
Opp TITLES GIVEN TO NEWSPAPERS 
AND OTHER PUBLICATIONS, 


From Pearson’s Weekly. 


ONSIDERABLE interest was arcused, a few months 
back, by an announcement that a farthing news- 
paper had been started on the continent, the ven ure 
being hailed as a distinct novelty in the annals of jour- 
nalism. 

As a matter of fact, however, similar experiments 
have been tried over and over again in Britain; though 
generally, it must be admitted, with resulis more or less 
disastrous to the experimenters. 3 

One of the earliest periodicals of the kind was the 
Farthing Journal of Literature, which first saw the light 
so far back as the year 1840. It was a sprawling, un- 
inviting-looking sheet, and died in infancy; but the few 
numbers published are preserved—and can still be con- 
sulted by the curious in such matiers—in the library of 
the British Museum. 3 

In 1841, a twelvemonth later that is to say. there ap- 
peared the first number of the Farthing Journal, about 
one-half the size of its defunct predecessor; and it was 
followed at more or less lengthy intervals, by the 
Farthing Fisticuff, the Farthing Flibertigibbet and tue 
Farthing Fizzle. | 

Of the three latter queerly-titled periodicals, the first- 
named lasted longest. It dealt with the prize ring and 
its heroes, a subject of absorbing interest at that time 
both to the classes and the masses. Nevertheless its 
fifth number was its final. 

The Farthing Flibertigibbet, according to the editorial 
preface in its first—and last—issue was intended to be 
a “medley of fiction, fancy, fact, criticism, politics, law 
and science.” Of the Farthing Fizzle, the most oppo- 
site criticism that can be passed upon it is that it did 
not belie its title. It most certainly fizzled—out. 

The Houyhnhnom, a Journal for Yahoos, was the quaint 
title of a quaint little magazine which was brought out 
in London a few years back by the Hon. Stuart Erskine. 
It was clever; too clever, perhaps. At all events it long 
ago joined the great majority. So, too, did the Hoxton 
Sausage or Jerry-Wags Journal, of which, indeed, only 
five numbers in all saw the light. 

The Mugwump was a political and satirical broad- 
sheet, published some twenty years ago, and its curious 
title was obviously of American origin. A similar re- 
mark applies also to the Bird o' Freedom, a venture 
of John Corlett, founder of the better-known Pink Un. 

Hog’s Wash does not strike one as being a particu- 
larly attractive designation for a periodical publication, 
nor is its sub-title, “A Salmagundi for Swine,” any 
great improvement thereon. Yet the journal, which was 
published in London and was of the satirical order, had 
considerable vogue in its day. A “Salmagundi,” it may 
be explained, is a mixture of chopped meat and various 
ingredients with seasonings. 

The Artful Dodger, and the Ass, were both fairly 
popular at one time. The first was doubtless christened 
after Dickens’s immortal creation. The sub-title of the 
latter is “A Weekly Beast of Burden.”. The Anti-Teapot 
Review, another London publication, is described on 
the title page as A magazine of politics, literature and 
art; edited by members of universities and written only 
by members of the Anti-Teapot Society.” 

‘It is not alone in London, however, that strangely- 
named periodicals are published. Ould Paddy Kelly's 
Ghost, for instance, was brought out in Liverpool, as 
was also Hocus Pocus and Liver. The first-named was 
probably overweighted by too much title; at all events 
it never got beyond the first number. 

Liverpool's sister city, Manchester, again, has been 
responsible for such journalistic eccentricities as Ab-o’- 
th’-Yate’s Annual, the City of Jackdaw, and Bill o' Jack's 
Monthly magazine. The latter's sub-title is “A journal 
of Lancashire literature for all classes.“ The Ulula, 
yet another queerly-titled Manchester periojical, is still 
in progress. 

Edinburgh seems to have created a record for Scot- 
land when it christened a magazine brought out there 
the Spiteful Stranger, although the Thief runs it pretty 
close. This latter title, by the bye, has also been used 
in London, as well as in Dublin, where it blossomed 
out into a Weekly Journal of Literature and Science. 

Wee Willie Winkle hails from far-away Dingwall, 
Pauper Pawb from Carnarvon, the Loco Foco from Swan- 
ton, the Earwig from Wimbledon, and the Earwig and 
Free Draught Circular from Ryde. Dickey Sam is 
another of Liverpool’s quaintly-called journals. 

The Bristol Job Nott was, so we are informed in the 
first number, “published in subservience to the law to 
try the power of the truth against falsehood, of loyalty 
against sedition, and of religion against infidelity.” The 
Antidote to Mormonism hails from Birmingham, 

The Aurora Borealis was the title of a literary annual

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Only a Boy Stories. 
TRUE NARRATIVES OF FINE DEEDS 
DONE-BY BRAVE Boys. 


By a Special Contributor. 
NO. 4.—ALEXANDER HAMILTON. 


HORTLY before the outbreak of the Revolutionary 
War a great mass meeting was held in New York 
to protest against the oppressive action ‘of the 


British ministry. At that meeting there appeared upon 


the platform a stripling of seventeen, spare and small 
of stature, and looking even more youthful than he was. 
To the as.onishment of the assembled people, this 
boy stepped forward and addressed the meeting in a 
speech of such eloquence, force and logic that the next 
morning his name was upon every lip in New York 
and his fame spread rapidly throughout the colonies. 

He was Alexander Hamilton, then a student at Colum- 
bia College. His name already Was well known in the 
British West Indies, on one island of which he was 
born. At the age of fifteen he had written for a news- 
paper in St. Christopher an account of a tropical hur- 
ricane which had devastated the island. When it was 
found that the article had been written by a little boy 
everybody was amazed. On inquiry it was found that 
three years before, at the age of twelve, the boy had 
taken. entire charge of the large business of his em- 
ployer, Mr. Kruger, during the absence of that gen- 
tleman in New York and that he had conducted it suc- 
cessfully. 


At once young Hamilton became a celebrity in the 


islands and wealthy planters contributed to a fund to 
send him to New York for a college education. There, 
at the age of seventeen, he took his place prominently 
among American patriots by his speech at the mass 
meeting. 

Shortly after Hamilton's great speech, able and well- 
written pamphlets taking the side of the British against 
the Americans, began to be circulated throughout the 
colonies. They were signed “A Westchester Farmer,” 
and as many people in this country were still unde- 
cided as to whether British oppression should be re- 
sisted or not, the pamphlets had an effect on the public 
which the patriots much regretted. 


Many persons rushed into print to answer the argu- 


ments of the “Farmer,” but of all the answers only one 
was so good as to attract universal attention. 

This one called forth another pamphlet from the 
“Farmer,” and that pamphlet provoked another answer 
from the same source as the first. 

These answers'to the “Farmer” were signed “A Sin- 
cere Friend of America,” and were hailed with delight 
by the friends of liberty, both in this country and in 
England. 

They were so brilliant that folk thought they had 
been written by some learned man of wide experience 
in the affairs of government. Some thought John Jay 
had written them and some thought William Living- 
stone—both prominent men at the time. 

The answers showed that the writer was thoroughly 
familiar with the principles of government and witfl 
the British Constitution. He seemed to know all about 
foreign governments and what they would be likely to 
do if America revolted. Also there was shown in the 
answers a surprising knowledge of military affairs. 

At last it was discovered that the answers had been 
written by the same “marvelous boy’—as they began 
to call Hamilton—who had made the great speech at 
the New York mass meeting. 

Prof. Tyler sgys of these answers of Hamilton: “This 


school, this military strategist not yet rid of his round- 
about, exhibits a range and precision of knowledge, a 
ripeness of judgment, a serenity, a justice, a massive- 
ness both of thought and style which is almost incredi- 
ble in one so young.” 3 

The first answer was written when Hamilton was 
seventeen and the second a few days after his eight- 
eenth birthday. 

When the Revolutionary War began, Hamilton became 
a captain of artillery at the age of nineteen. 

He took part in the battle of Long Island and dis- 
tinguished himself by covering the American retreat. 
The boy captain also distinguished himself at the bat- 


when the Americas army was retiring across the Rar- 
itan River in New Jersey, Hamilton with his bdttery 
held in check the British who, under Lord Cornwallis, 
were closely pursuing Washington’s army, until all the 
Americans were safely across. 

Finally, at the age of twenty, Hamilton became aide- 
de-camp and private secretary to Washington. As, 
after that, he can no longer be considered a boy, we 
there take leave of him. He was as brilliant and suc- 
cessful as a man as he had been as a boy, and his name 
is one of the great ones in American history. He was 
killed by Aaron Burr in a duel fought on the shore of the 
North River, just north of Hoboken. Many tens of 
thousands of persons pass the monument over his grave 
every day. It stands close to the railing on the south 
side of Trinity Churchyard, New York.

Comparing 


this with average wheat flour, we find that the latter 

contains 85 per cent. of nutritive elements, of which 

from 10 to 11 per cent. is albumen, 66 per cent. starch, 4 

per cent. sugar, 2 per cent. fat, and 1.7 per cent. salts. 

As will be seen, dates contain almost as much protein 

(nitrogenous matter) as wheat, and that the large 

amount of starch in the wheat flour is represented by 

the sugar in the date, while the latter is lacking in the 

mineral salts which are important for the nerves. The 

large amount of sugar in the date explains its fatten- 

ing power, sugar being the greatest producer of fat, next 

to ofl. If the theory of the “non-starch” school of 

hygienists is correct, that the consumption of starch, 

which has to be changed into sugar before it can be as- 

similated, involves too great a strain on the system, then 

dates should be superior to wheat as an article of diet. 

At any rate, it should be easily possible to subsist en- 

tirely upon them, and maintain good health, for a con- 

siderable‘length of time. The lack of phosphates seems 

to be the chicf drawback. But, then, these analyses of 

food are not always entirely reliable. Chem sts, like 

~ doctors, often differ. Perhaps some able analyst will 

come along and show that dates contain à large ver- 

. centage of phosphates. 
4 Gas and Oil Stoves. 

CORRESPONDENT writes as follows: 

“Could you advise me, through the columns of your 

department, as to whether gas (such as is in use in this 

' city,) when used for heating purposes, is likely to prove 

injurious to those occupying apartments so heated? in 

the ordinary makes of gas heaters used here, there is no 

provision made for carrying off any fumes that may be 

thrown off from the burning gas, and I have frequen'ly 

noted an acrid, metallic taste in the mouth and a smart- 

‘ ing sensation in the throat, after having been a short 

time in a rowm so heated. I know very little of the 

component parts of gas and would like to ask whether, 

in your opinion, there would be any likelihood of dan- 

ger from this source. Your opinion will greatly oblige.” 

Undoubtedly, the use of gas stoves, where no means 

Is provided for carrying off the fumes, is injurious, no 

matter what variety of gas may be used. The same is 

true, to a still further extent, of the coal oil heaters, 

which are commonly used in this section. Any one 

who has used such a heating apparatus, in a room with 

the windows closed, will soon suffer from headache, and 

a choking feeling. There should always be a means of 

allowing the fumes to escape, whatever kind of a heater 

is used. If this cannot pussibly be done, then, at least, 

good ventilation should be provided in the room. K 15 

also a good idea to have a vessel of water on the heat- 

ing apparatus, so that the air of the foom may not be- 

come too dry. 

The best of all means of heating is an open fireplace.

“In response.to your inquiry about the California 
State Association of Drugless Healers, I will say that the 
association is progressing nicely. It is not organized 
for the purpose of antagonizing any one, but for mutual 
protection and benefit. We never expect to be arrayed 
against the regular practitioner or to need protection 
from him. We are not seeking notoriety, nor to advertise 
any one sect, creed or ism. We are organized as much 
to protect ourselves and fellow-man from the un- 
scrupulous persons who pass themselves as healers as 
we are to protect ourselves from unjust laws which do 
not grant you nor me the right to choose our doctor 
with the same freedom that we would our servant or car- 
penter. At our meetings all new ideas and methods of 
healing are discussed and our object is to give each 
other the benefit of our latest work. Our membership 
does not include any of the so-called healers, who give 
massage, baths, or medical electricity, as we use no 
mechanical appliances or medicines. A person to be- 
come a member must pass an examination both as to 
character and ability. He must have a knowledge of 
the human body so that he can work intelligently. 
“Our association has several different schools repre- 
sented in our membership and I believe that every one 
of our members will agree on the one point of educating 
the people in right living and right thinking. That is 
one point we are all striving for.“ ‘ 
This reads all right, and if the “drugless healers” live 
up to these principles, they should become a power in 
the land. 
There is, no doubt, as The Times has previously re- 
marked, need for caution in legislation relating to the 
practice of medicine. On the one hand we are too loose, 


in allowing a lot of irresponsible quacks to swindle the 


people, while on the other hand there is generally a 
tendency on part of the so-called “regular school” of 
physicians to regard themselves as the “whole thing,” 
and to secure laws that will prevent competition with 
them on part of those who do not believe in their 
particular doctrine. In olden times the professors of 
the healing art formed a priesthood. This is so no 
longer. There is no particular sacredness attaching to 
any one school of healing. All we should ask is that 
the man who professes to heal should be of good moral 
character, should have a knowledge of the human body 
and its functions, and should know something of how 
nature cures. Intelligent allopaths are rapidly giving up 
the practice of frequent dosing with drugs, whose ac- 
tion on the human system is to a great extent an un- 
known quantity. 


Whisky and Patent Medicines, 


IT IS somewhat amusing to notice how the strictest 

kind of prohibitionists, who would be shocked at the 
idea of taking a drink of whisky, are addicted to the 
patent medicine habit, taking sometimes as much as a 
bottle every week. Now, all these leading brands of 
patent medicine are compounded with alcohol, none of 
them containing less than 25 per cent. of alcohol, which 
is three times as much as is contained in the average 
California light wine, or im beer. These people might 
just as well mix a little bitters with a glass of whisky, 
and call it medicine. They are, indeed, confirmed topers, 
who are unable to get along without the stimulus of 
the alcohol in their favorite remedy, which stimulus 
they attribute to the virtues of some crug in the medi- 
cine, whereas it is simply the same thing that buoys up 
the “rounder,” who takes his whisky straight, 

Itis not surprising to learn that some of these widely- 
advertised patent medicines are sold by the carload in 
prohibition towns. Why do not the good women of the 
W.C.T.U. devote a little attention to this evil? : 


‘The Pomelo. 


HILE discussing the medicinal value of the lemon, 

regarding which much has been said of late, it must 
not be forgotten that there is another member of the 
citrus family which possesses, in a still higher degree, 
valuable medicinal qualities. This is the pomelo, to the 
virtues of which reference has frequently been made in 
this department. Its liygienic qualities are neutralized 
by taking it in the ordinary manner, with a liberal 
sprinkling of sugar. Improved varieties of the fruit are 
almost sweet, and need no sugar. A pleasant drink may 
be made by squeezing the juice of half a small pomelo in 
a tumbler, and filling it with carbonated water. 

For medicinal purposes, a fair-sized pomelo should 
be cut up, skin, seeds and all, into small pieces, upon 
which should be poured a quart of boiling water, leav- 
ing it to stand until it is cool, and taking a tumblerful 
of the liquid on rising, before lunch, dinner and before 
going to bed. This may be taken hot or cold, as pre- 
ferred. It is an excellent stomachic, an arouser of the 
appetite, and almost as effective, while not nearly so 
6 as quinine, in cases of malaria,
